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PREFACE. 


IN ACCORDANCE with our plan, and the promise of last year, 
we now respectfully present to the public the SECOND DIREC- 
TORY OF NEVADA TERRITORY. Whatever difference of opinion 
may have existed in reference to the necessity and interest of 
such a work twelve months ago, when this portion of our Pacific 
dominions was butin its * swaddling cloths” and just struggling 
into motion; at the present time, in view of the developments 
which have been made during the last six months, the utility 
and importance of a work of this kind cannot admit of two 
opinions. The rapid progress of the Territory in population, 
business, and improvements, the rich and almost endless min- 
eral treasures which have been brought to light by the enter- 
prise and energy of the miner, bringing into existence, as if by 
magic, numberless mining incorporations and associations— 
the new and improved machinery which has been brought to 
bear upon our mining operations—and the many other items 
of interest which have suddenly sprung up around the advanc- 
ing footsteps of this young giant of the West—have rendered 
it necessary for us to increase our volume to a size nearly 
double its proportions of last year. 

Washoe, like California, burst suddenly like a meteor on the 
world. For a time, all eyes were turned thitherward, and its 
name was on the tongue of every one. Thousands, hearing of 
its rich gold and silver bearing lodes, hastened away to explore 
the country for new mines, or secure interests in those already 
discovered. It was late in the fall before the undoubted rich- 
ness of even a portion of these mines became an established 
fact. A multitude of ledges had been located, but only a few 
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sufficiently prospected to determine their character, when win- 
ter coming on with unwonted severity, put a stop to further 
operations. Knowing nothing positive of these numerous leads 
buried beneath the snow, the owners were pleased to claim, 
and the publie to believe, that they were equally good with 
those already tested and found to be rich; hence, a deal of sell- 
ing and speculation took place in this species of property before 
spring—no one knowing what he was buying and no one know- 
ing what he was selling. After a long and tedious winter the 
snows disappeared, and the eager mioers and proprietors were 
ready to open their claims, or prospect for new ones. At this 
juneture, the whites became involved in difficulties with the 
Indians, which, continuing for several months, the best part of 
the season went by without much being done. 

Meantime, the adventurers in this new field began to find 
that they had come to a country, not only very unlike Califor- 
nia in its climate and physical aspects, but that the character 
of the mines was wholly different, requiring, however rich, a 
heavy outlay of labor and money before anything could be 
realized from them ; moreover, it was by this time pretty well 
ascertained that a large proportion of the ledges on which they 
had based their hopes, and in some instances spent their money, 
were, not only of dubious value, but utterly worthless. The 
laboring man found it difficult to get work to do, and still more 
difficult to get his pay when any work was done; the miner, 
instead of being able to go upon his claim and wash out the 
gold, as in placer diggings, found the precious metal locked up 
in the flinty quartz, and buried far beneath the ground, from 
which he had no means for extracting it, while the capitalist 
discovered that it required a large investment of money, and 
much praetieal skill, to carry on this species of mining with 
success, Besides, this business of working silver mines, and 
redueing the ores, was one altogether new to our people, over- 
whelming them with perplexity and plunging them into every 
manner of mistake. Hence came tribulation, and loss, and final 
disgust, until Washoe, which a little while before had been re- 
garded with such favor, came to be partially abandoned, and 
looked upon with general suspicion and distrust. 

But, during all this period of despondency and doubt, there 
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were those still undismayed, who, confiding in the mineral 
capacities of the country, proceeded to erect mills, and to open 
the mines and work them on an extended scale. Abandoned 
mills were reconstructed on a larger scale, and roads and other 
improvements were commenced in à manner much more sub- 
stantial and convenient. It was not long before we find roads 
constructed, towns laid out and built up, lands inclosed and 
cultivated, and new districts explored, with results justifying 
the belief that the elements of a material and enduring wealth 
exist here in greater and more varied profusion than in any 
other country under the sun. 

With the exception of a small work written by H. Degroot, 
Esq., shortly after the discovery of these mines, wherein their 
importance was duly appreciated, and the whole subject ably 
treated of, nothing more than the temporary effusions of the 
newspaper press, often sparingly given, has been published 
upon a country that surpasses, even now, California in its pro- 
duct of the precious metals. 

Had an able book, or even one of the unpretending and 
utilitarian character of the work in hand, been published two 
years ago, setting forth the resources of the Territory, and 
pointing out the inducements it presented for immigration and 
the investment of capital, a very large influx of both would 
have ensued, and, no doubt, with results alike beneficial to all 
concerned, The policy and effect of some such work can now 
be plainly seen, since the publication of our first volume of 
last year, by the rich rewards reaped from the sale of some of 
these mines; and the continued use of the custom-mills, which 
in most instances has caused the proprietors to greatly enlarge 
their capacities. But even now, such is the extraordinary de- 
velopment of mines daily being located, and the richness of 
the ore extracted, that it is with difficulty the miner can get 
his rock crushed with sufficient rapidity to keep pace with the 
demand, and consequently many additional mills are now being 
constructed, which will in a short time require to be aided by 
others, in order to supply the wants of this rapidly growing 
mineral region. 

Our attention has been called to some errors in the issue of 
last year, to which exceptions have been taken. As we are 
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desirous of being chroniclers only of facts historical, not per- 
sonal, we cheerfully rectify the mistakes alluded to by re-pub- 
lishing correctly the Historical Sketch, as we intended it should 
be. It is very often the case that errors will be found in such 
a, work as this, and that a feeling of indignation on the part of 
those thus inadvertently misrepresented, occasioned by sup- 
posed intentional wrong, will usurp the place. of reason, in 
consequence. We will, therefore, in our annual publications 
endeavor to be as correct as possible, and while we faithfully 
record the many items of interest connected with the improve- 
ment of the Territory, we will for the future carefully super- 
vise our matter, so that nothing of an unjust or disparaging 
character toward individuals will ever be allowed a place 
within our pages. 
Our present issue, it will be seen, contains a more extended 
HISTORICAL SKETCH than the last; a full INDEX, enabling the 
reader to turn readily to any subject-matter desired; a BUSI- 
NESS DIRECTORY OF ADVERTISERS; the ORGANIC ACT of the 
Territory, and some other acts of Congress relating to this 
Territory ; also, the INCORPORATION ACT, the laws relative to 
MINES and MINERS, passed at the last legislative session; to- 
gether with a large fund of other political and legal matter, 
introduced at the proper places: a List of all the Public Offi- 
cers—' Town, County, Municipal and Territorial—is given, to- 
gether with a Description of the County Boundaries, and a 
Table of Distances. This table embraces the distances by the 
routes usually traveled between all the Towns, Mining Districts 
and other important localities, as well as along the main roads 
leading into and through the Territory; and having been 
drawn mostly from personal gbservation, or actual surveys, 
may be generally relied upon. The statements in regard to 
the cost, capacity, and productiveness of the several Mills, Me- 
chanical and Manufacturing Establishments, Reduction Works, 
etc., having for the most part been derived from those owning, 
or in charge thereof, may be supposed to be correct. The same 
remark will apply to Toll Roads, Ditches, and other works of 
internal improvement, as well as to professional and business 
pursuits. While it became necessary to remark upon some of 
the more prominent Mining Claims, no notice could be taken 
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of more than a few even of this class, owing to their great 
number, while the multitude of inferior ones had to be wholly 
overlooked. Nor is it to be supposed, that those of which 
mention has been made, received this distinction because of 
their decided and unquestioned superiority, since it is quite 
likely others, which our narrow limits would not permit us to 
comment upon, are equally valuable. What has been said, 
however, in this connection, is to be received as strictly reli- 
able, and in accordance with facts, so far as they could be as- 
certained. In no instance has any partiality been manifested, 
or a more favorable coloring given to any claim than it would 
bear. The ledges of which particular mention has been made, 
consist mostly of such as being more thoroughly developed, 
possess a better ascertained value than those less worked. That 
à person canvassing for information of this kind, should ozca- 
sionally fall into error, will not seem strange, considering the 
strong motive parties applied to for information may some- 
times have to mislead him. For all such mistakes the candid 
and diserimiaating will be able to make proper allowance. 

To the Directory department a very Jarge number of names 
might have been added, could the initial letter have been ob- 
tained; but it is a social peculiarity of this Territory, that 
many persons, being residents, are known to their acquaint- 
ances and employers—and often even to those with whom they 
have intimate business relations—only by their Christian or 
surname, as the case may be; hence, the limited catalogue of 
names even in places known to have a large population. 

Many of the Toll Roads, Quartz Mills, and other works in 
the Territory, were seriously damaged by the great floods of 
January, '62, but these injuries have been repaired by the 
construction of mills on a much larger scale, and the rebuild- 
ing of the roads and other works in a more substantial man- 
ner We are satisfied that those who examine these pages will 
find here sufficient food for reflection upon the probable bril- 
liant future of this rising Territory.

In going from Sacramento to Aurora, or Monoville, parties on horseback, or on 
foot, may save eight miles travel by leaving the Carson road in Lake Valley, and 
proceeding via Carson Canon to Woodford's, where they take the trail, coming 
into the wagon road again at Double Springs. This route is impracticable for 
teams, In going to Monovil'Pe, they leave the Aurora road again in Wahappa 
Valley, following up the East Fork of the Walker through the Big Meadows.

There is also another rood ronte, which is considered the best east of Fairview 
Mountain. It is to keep the direct stage road from West Gate to Cold Springs. 
Eight miles north of the latter place the road forks, one branch, along which runs 
the telegraph line, leading to the right to Edwards’ Creek, Smith Creek, Dry Well 
Station, and Reese River. This road is nine miles shorter than the stage road by 
way of Nuevo Pass, and is a far preferable route for pack trains, as there is plenty 
of good feed and water from the forks of the road to Reese River. 


THE NIGHTINGILL CUT-OFF. 


Another of the great projects of this extraordinary country is a new toll-road 
from Peavine tothe lower ford of the Humboldt. It will considerably shorten the 
distance to the rich Humboldt country, and avoid the desert and alkali water.

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INCORPORATION ACT. 


AN ACT 


To Provide for the Formation of Corporations for 
Certain Purposes. 
[Approved December 20th, 1862.] 
Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
. Territory of Nevada, as follows: 

Section 1. Corporations for manufacturing, mining, milling, 
ditching, mechanical, and chemical purposes, may be formed 
according to the provisions of this act, such corporations and 
members thereof being subject to all the conditions and liabili- 
ties herein imposed, and to none others. 

Sec. 2. Any three or more persons, who may desire to form 
a company, for any one or more of the purposes specified in 
the preeeding section, may make, sign, and acknowledge, before 
some person competent to take the acknowledgment of deeds, 
and file and have recorded in the office of the County Clerk of 
the county in which the principal place of business of the 
company is intended to be located, and a duplieate thereof in 
the oflice of the Secretary of the Territory, a certificate in 
writing, in which shall be stated the corporate name of the 
company, the objeets for which the company shall be formed, 
the amount of its capital stock, the time of its existence, not to 
exceed fifty years, the number of shares of which the stock 
shall consist, the number of Trustees, and their names, who 
shall manage the concerns of the company for the first two 
months, und the name of the city, or town, and county, in 
whieh the principal place of business of the company is to be 
located. 
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Src. 8. A copy of any certificate of incorporation, filed in 
pursuance of this act, and certified by the County Clerk of the 
county in which it is filed, or his deputy, or by the Secretary 
of the Territory, shall be received in all the courts and places 
as prima facie evidence of the facts therein stated. 

Sec. 4, When the certificate shall have been filed, the per- 
sons who shall have signed and acknowledged the same, and 
their successors, shall be a body corporate and politic, in fact 
and in name, by the name stated in their certificate, and by 
their corporate name have succession for the period limited, 
and power: First, to sue and be sued in any court having 
competent jurisdiction. Second, to make and use a common 
seal, and to alter the same at pleasure. Third, to purchase, 
hold, sell, and convey, such real and personal estate as the pur- 
poses of the corporation shall require. Fourth, to appoint such 
officers, agents, and servants, as the business of the corporation 
shall require, to define their powers, prescribe their duties, and 
fix their compensation. Fifth, to require of them such security 
as may be thought proper for the fulfillment of their duties, and 
to remove them at will, except that no Trustee shall be removed 
from office, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the whole num- 
ber of Trustees, or by a vote of a majority of the Trustecs, 
upon a written request signed by stockholders representing one- 
half or more of the whole stock. Sixth, to make by-laws not 
inconsistent with the Organic Act of this Territory, and the 
laws of the Congress of the United States and of this Terri- 
tory. Seventh, the management of its property, the regulation 
of its affairs, the transfer of its stock, and for carrying on of 
all kinds of business within the objects and purposes of the 
company, as expressed in its articles of incorporation. 

Sec. 5. The corporate powers of the corporation shall be ex- 
ercised by a Board of not less than three Trustees, who shall be 
stockholders in the company, and a majority of them citizens 
of the United States, and residents of this Territory, and who 
shall, before entering upon the duties of their office, respectively 
take and subscribe to an oath, as prescribed by the laws of «his 
Territory, and who shall, after the expiration of the term of 
the Trustees first selected, be annually elected by the stock- 
holders, at such time and place within the Territory of Nevada, 
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and upon such notice, and in such manner, as shall be directed 
by the by-laws of the company ; but all elections shall be by 
ballot, and each stockholder, either in person or by proxy, shall 
be entitled to as many votes as he may own shares of stock, and 
the person or persons receiving the greatest number of votes 
shall be Trustee or Trustees. When any vacancy shall happen 
among the Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, it shall 
be filled for the remainder of the year, in such manner as may 
be provided by the by-laws of the company ; provided, that 
nothing in this section shall be so construed as to compel the 
Directors or Trustees of corporations, heretofore formed under 
the provisions of the laws of any other States or Territories, 
to live or reside in this Territory; but all such Directors or 
Trustees shall be required to transact all corporate business of 
whatever nature, connected with the business of the company, 
at their principal office within this Territory. 

Sec. 6. If it should happen, at any time, that an election of 
Trustees shall not be made on the day designated by the by- 
laws of the cempany, the corporation shall not for that reason 
be dissolved ; but it shall be lawful on any other day to hold 
an election for Trustees, in such manner as shall be provided 
for in the by-laws of the company ; and all acts of the Trus- 
tees shall be valid 2nd binding upon the company, until their 
successors shall be elected. 

Sec. 7. A majority of the whole number of Trustees shall 
form a Board for the transaction of business, and every decision 
of a majority of the persons duly assembled as a Board shall 
be valid as a corporate act. 

Sec. 8. The first meeting of the Trustees shall be called by 
a notice, signed by one or more of the persons named Trustees 
in the certificate, setting forth the time and place of the meet- 
ing, which notice shall be either delivered personally to each 
Trustee, or published at least twenty days in some newspaper 
of the county in which is the principal place of business of the 
corporation, or if no newspaper be published in the county, 
then in some newspaper nearest thereto in the Territory. 

SEC. 9. The stock of the company shall be deemed personal 
estate, and shall be transferable in such manner as shall be 
prescribed by the by-laws of the company; but no transfer 
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shall be valid except between the parties thereto, until the 
same shall have been so entered upon the books of the com- 
pany as to show the names of the parties by and to whom 
transferred, the numbers and designation of the shares, and 
the date of the transfer. 

SEC. 10. The Trustees shall have power to demand and call 
in from the stockholders the sums by them subscribed, at such 
times and in such manner, payments or installments as they 
may deem proper. Notice of each assessment shall be given 
to the stockholders personally, or shall be published once a 
week for at least four weeks, in some newspaper published at 
the place designated as the principal place of business of the 
corporation, or if none is published there, in some newspaper 
nearest to such place in the Territory. If, after such notice 
has been given, any stockholder shall make default in the pay- 
ment of the assessment upon the shares held by him, so many 
of such shares may be sold as will be necessary for the pay- 
ment of the assessment on all the shares held by him, her, or 
them. The sale of said shares shall be made as prescribed in 
the by-laws of the company, but shall, in all eases, be made at 
the office of the company; provided, that no sale shall be 
made, except at public auction, to the highest bidder, after a 
notice of thirty days, published as above directed in this sec- 
tion, and that at such sale, the person who will agree to pay 
the assessment so due, together with the expense of advertising, 
and the other expenses of sale, for the smallest number of 
shares, or fraction of a share, as the case may be, shall be 
deemed the highest bidder. 

SEC. ll. Whenever any stock is held by any person as ex- 
ecutor, administrator, guardian, or trustee, he shall represent 
such stock at all meetings of the company, and may vote ac- 
eordingly as a stockholder. 

SEC. 12, Any stockholder may pledge his stock by a de- 
livery of the certificates, or other evidence of his interest, but 
may, nevertheless, represent the same at the meetings, and 
vote as a stockholder. 

SEC. 18. It shall not be lawful for the 'Trustees to make any 
dividend, except from the net profits arising from business of 
ihe corporation; nor to divide, withdraw, or in any way pay 
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to the stockholders, or any of them, any part of the capital 
stock of the company, nor to reduce the capital stock, unless in 
the manner prescribed in this act; and in case of any violation 
of the provisions of this section, the Trustees under whose ad- 
ministration the same may have happened, except those who 
may have caused their dissent therefrom to be entered at large 
on the minutes of the Board of Trustees at the time, or were 
not present when the same did happen, shall, in their individ- 
ual and private capacities, be jointly and severally liable to the 
corporation and the creditors thereof, in the event of its disso- 
lution, to the full amount so divided, withdrawn, or reduced, 
or paid out; provided, that this section shall not be construed 
to prevent a division and distribution of the capital stock of 
the company which shall remain after the payment of all its 
debts, upon the dissolution of the corporation, or the expiration 
of its charter. 

SEC. 14. The total amount of debts of the corporation shall 
not at any time exceed the amount of the capital stock actually 
paid in; and in case of an excess, the Trustees under whose 
administration the same may have happened, except those who 
may have caused their dissent therefrom to be entered at large 
on the minutes of the Board of Trustees at the time, and ex- 
cept those not present when the same did happen, shall, in 
their individual and private capacities, be liable, jointly and 
severally, to thesaid corporation ; and in the event of its disso- 
lution, to any of the creditors thereof, for the full amount of 
such excess. 

SEC. 15. No corporation organized under this act shall, by 
any implication or construction, be deemed to possess the power 
of issuing bills, notes, or other evidences of debt, for circula- 
tion as money. 

SEC. 10. Each stockholder shall be individually and person- 
ally liable for his proportion of all the debts and liabilities of 
the company, contracted or incurred during the time that he 
was a stockholder, for the recovery of which joint of several 
actions may be instituted and prosecuted. 

SEC. 17. No person holding stock as executor, administrator, 
guardian, or trustee, or holding it as collateral security, or in 
pledge, shall be personally subject to any liability as a stock- 
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holder of the company; but the person pledging the stock 
shall be considered as holding the same, and shall be liable as 
8 stockholder, and the estate and funds in the hands of the 
executor, administrator, guardian, or trustee, shall be liable in 
like manner, and to the same extent, as the testator, or intest- 
ate, or the ward, or person interested in the trust fund, would 
have been, if he or she had been living, and competent to act 
and hold the stock in his or her own name. 

SEC. 18. It shall be the duty of the Trustees, of every com- 
pany incorporated under this act, to keep a book containing 
the names of all persons, alphabetically arranged, who are, or 
shall become, stockholders of the corporation, and showing the 
number of shares of stock held by them respectively, and the 
time when they became the owners of such shares, which book, 
during the usual business hours of the day, on every day except 
Sunday and the legal holidays, shall be open for the inspection 
of stockholders and creditors of the company, at the office, or 
principal place of business, of the company; and any 
stockholder, or creditor, of the company, shall have the right 
to make extracts from such book, or to demand and receive, 
from the clerk, or other officer, having the charge of such, a 
certified copy of any entry therein, or to demand and receive, 
from any clerk or officer, a certified copy of any paper placed 
on file in the office of the company, and such book, or certified 
copy, shall be presumptive evidence of the facts therein stated, 
in any action or proceeding against the company, or any one 
or more of the stockholders. 

SEC, 19. If, at any time, the clerk or other officer having 
charge of such book, shall make any false entry, or neglect to 
make any proper entry therein, or having the charge of any 
papers of the company, shall refuse or neglect to exhibit the 
same, or to allow the same to be inspected, or extracts to be 
iaken therefrom, or to give a certified copy of any entry, as 
provided in the preceding section, he shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall forfeit and pay to the party injured 
a penalty of not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than 
one thousand dollars, and all damages resulting therefrom, to 
be recovered in an action of debt in any court having compe- 
tent jurisdiction ; and for neglecting to keep such book for 
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inspection, as aforesaid, the corporation shall forfeit to the peo- 
ple the sum of one hundred dollars for every day it shall so 
neglect, to be sued for and recovered in the name of the people 
inthe Distriet or Probate Court of the county in which the 
principal place of business of the corporation is located. 

Sec. 20. Any company incorporated under this act may, by 
complying with the provisions herein contained, increase or 
diminish its capital stock to any amount which may be deemed 
sufficient and proper for the purposes of the corporation; but 
before any corporation shall be entitled to diminish the 
amount of its capital stock, if the amount of debts and liabili- 
ties shall exceed the sum to which the capital is proposed to 
be diminished, such amount shall be satisfied and reduced so as 
not to exceed the diminished amount of the capital. 

Sec. 21. Whenever it is desired to increase or diminish the 
amount of capital stock, a meeting of the stockholders shall 
be called by a notice, signed by at least a majority of the 
Trustees, and published at least eight weeks in some news- 
paper published in the county where the principal place of 
business of the company is located; or, if no newspaper is 
published in the county, then in some newspaper nearest there- 
to in the Territory, which notice shall specify the object of the 
meeting, the time and place where it is to be held, and the 
amount which it is proposed to increase or diminish the capi- 
tal; and a vote of two-thirds of all the shares of stock shall 
be necessary to increase or diminsh the amount of the capital 
stock ; provided, that no corporation shall have the power 
to either increase or diminish the amount of capital stock, un- 
less it shall have been so declared in the by-laws, and in the 
certificates filed with the clerk of the county in which such 
company is located, and the Secretary of the Territory. 

Sec. 22. If, at a meeting so called, a sufficient number of 
votes have been given in favor of increasing or diminishing 
the amount of capital, a certificate of the proceedings, show- 
ing a compliance with these provisions, the amount of capital 
actually paid in, the whole amount of debts and liabilities of 
the company, and the amount to which the capital stock is to 
be increased or diminished, shall be made out and signed, and 
verified by the affidavit of the chairman and secretary of the 
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meeting, certified to by a majority of the Trustees, and filed as 
required by the second section of this act, and when so filed 
the capital stock of the corporation shall be increased or 
diminished to the amount specified in the certificate. 

SEC. 28. Upon the dissolution of any corporation formed 
under this act, the Trustees, at the time of the dissolution, shall 
be Trustees of the creditors and stockholders of the corpora- 
tion dissolved, and shall have full power and authority to sue 
for and recover the debts and property of thc corporation, by 
the name of Trustees of such corporation, collect and pay the 
outstanding debts, settle all its affairs, and divide among the 
stockholders the money and other property that shall remain 
after the payment of the debts and necessary expenses. 

SEC. 24. Any corporation formed under this act may dis- 
solve and disincorporate itself, by presenting to the District 
Judge of the Judicial District in which the office of the com- 
pany is located, a petition to that effect, accompanied by a cer- 
tificate of its proper officers, and setting forth that at a mecting 
of the stockholders, called for the purpose, it was decided by a 
vote of two-thirds of all the stockholders to disincorporate and 
dissolve the incorporation. Notice of the application shall 
then be given by the clerk, which notice shall set forth the 
nature of the application, and shall specify the time and place 
at which it is to be heard, and shall be published in some news- 
paper of the county once a week for eight weeks, or, if no 
newspaper is published in the county, by publication in the 
newspaper nearest thereto in the Territory. At the time and 
place appointed, or at any other to which it may be postponed 
by the Judge, he shall proceed to consider the application, and, 
if satisfied that the corporation has taken the necessary prelim- 
inary steps, and obtained the necessary vote to dissolve itself, 
and that all claims against the corporation are discharged, he 
shall enter an order declaring it dissolved. 

SEC. 25. All corporations hereafter formed under the laws 
of other States, or Territories, for the conducting and transac- 
tion of any of the branches of business mentioned in section 
first of this act, shall not be allowed to engage in such busi- 
ness within this Territory, and shall be disregarded in law, and 
denied the rights and privileges of corporations. 
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SEC. 26. All corporations heretofore formed under the pro- 
visions of acts of incorporation in other States, or Territories, 
and holding or owning property within this Territory, of such 
a character as specified in section first of this act, and managed 
by a Board or Boards of Trustees, or Directors, and having 
their principal place of business outside the limits of this Ter- 
ritory, are hereby required to remove their places of business, 
principal offices, books and papers, heretofore kept, or neces- 
sary for the transaction of such business, io some point, to be 
designated by said corporation, within the limitsof this Terri- 
tory, within six months after the passage of this aet, or other- 
wise such corporation or corporations, shall be disregarded in 
law as a corporation, and the corporators or stockholders 
thereof be treated as tenants in common, or joint owners of 
such property so owned or held within this Territory* Any 
corporation by filing and recording its certificate of incorpora- 
tion, or a certified copy thereof, with the Secretary of the Ter- 
ritory, and with the Clerk of the county, in which such cor- 
poration may locate as the principal place of business, and 
fully complying with all the provisions of this act, shall be 
deemed sufficient to entitle such corporation to all the rights 
and privileges under the provisions of this act. 

SEC. 27. If, at any time, any company incorporated, or who 
may have removed from any other Territory or State, under 
the provisions of this act, shall desire to remove its office, or 
principal place of business, it shall be necessary, and is hereby 
required, that a certified copy of the certificate of incorpora- 
tion, as provided for in section two of this act, shall be filed in 
the Clerk’s office of the county to which such removal is made; 
and by complying with the provisions of this section of this 
act, any corporation shall, at any time, have the right to re- 
move its principal place of business to any county within the 
Territory of Nevada. 

Sec. 28. Nothing in this act shall be so construed as to in- 
clude within its provisions either telegraph, railroad, stage, ex- 
press, or insurance companies. 

SEC. 29. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 


Repealed so far as applies to foreign incorporations. 
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AN ACT 
To Create the County of Lander. 


[Approved December 19th, 1862.] 
Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
vilory of Nevada, as follows: 

Section 1. The county of Lander is hereby created, to in- 
clude all that portion of the Territory within the boundaries 
described, as follows: 

Beginning at the point of intersection of the fortieth meridian 
of longitude west from Washington, with the forty-second de- 
gree of north latitude, or northern boundary line of Nevada 
Territory ; thence running south on the line of said fortieth 
meridian of longitude, through the counties of Humboldt 
and Churchill, to the thirty-ninth degree of north latitude, 
or northern boundary line of Esmeralda County; thence 
east, along the said northern boundary line of Esmeralda 
County, to the eastern boundary line of the Territory ; 
thence north, following the eastern boundary line of the Terri- 
tory, to the northern boundary line of the Territory aforesaid ; 
thence west, along said northern boundary line, to the place of 
beginning. 

SEC. 2. At the next general election to be held in the Ter- 
ritory on the first Wednesday in September, Anno Domini 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, an election shall 
be held in the county herein created, for the election of all 
county and township officers allowed by law to other counties 
in the Territory ; and the county seat of said county shall be 
located at such point as shall be decided by, and receive a 
plurality vote of, the legal voters therein, at the election above 
provided for; provided, however, that the said county seat is 
hereby located at Jacob's Springs, on Reese River, until the 
permanent location shall have been determined as provided in 
this section. 

Sec. 8. The Governor is hereby authorized to appoint a 
Board of three Commissioners, prior to the first day of July, 
Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, 
who shall conduct the election in said county, at the time 
above specified, in the manner provided by “An Act creating 
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a Board of County Commissioners.” Said Commissioners shall 
be residents of the county, and shall hold their offices until 
their successors are elected and qualified, 

SEC, 4. 'The Governor shall also appoint a suitable person 
to take the ceusus of said county, at such time as he may direot, 
prior to the next general election, and shall re-apportion the 
representatives to the next Legislative Assembly, giving to 
said county a representation in the ratio of its white popula- 
tion. Such apportionment, except as herein provided, shall 
be based upon the census taken in the several counties in the 
Territory, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two; provided, however, that if a general census of the 
Territory shall be taken, authorized by law, prior to the next 
general election, then such census, so taken, shall be the basis 
of said re-apportionment. 

Sec. 5. At any time after the passage of this act, and prior 
to the next general election, the Governor may appoint a part, 
or all, of the county and township officers, to which said county 
is entitled by general statute, as in his judgment he may deem 
consistent with the requirements of the people of said county. 
Such officers, so appointed, shall hold their respective offices 
until their successors are elected and qualified at the first gene- 
ral election. 
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AN ACT 
To Provide for the Conveyance of Mining Claims. 
[Approved December 12th, 1862.] 
Be tt enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Nevada, as follows: 

SECTION 1. Conveyances of mining claims shall hereafter 
require the same formalities, and be subject to the same rules 
of construction, as the transfers and conveyances of other real 
estate. 

Src. 2. All conveyances of mining claims heretofore made, 
by bills of sale or other instruments in writing, with or with- 
out seals, recorded or unrecorded, shall be construed in accord- 
ance with the lawful local rules, regulations, and customs of the 
miners in the several mining districts of this Territory; and if 
heretofore regarded valid and binding in such districts, shall 
have the same force and effect between the parties thereto as 
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prima facie evidence of sale, as if such conveyances had been 
made by deed under seal. 

SEC. 9. The location and transfers of mining claims hereto- 
fore made, shall be established and proved, in contestation 
before courts, by the local rules, regulations or customs of the 
miners in the several mining districts of the Territory, in which 
such location and transfers were made. 

SEC. 4. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 


AN ACT 
Empowering Corporations and Associations for Mining 
to Sue Individual Members. 
[Approved December 19, 1862.] 


Be dt enacted, by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Nevada, as follows: 

SECTION 1. Corporations, and associations, and companies 
formed for mining purposes, are hereby authorized in their 
corporate or associated name, to institute suit against any one 
or more of their members who may be delinquent in the pay- 
ment of their assessments. 

SEC. 2. Before such suit is brought before any court having 
jurisdiction of the amount, such delinquent and the amount he 
may owe, and the intention to institute suit thereon, shall be 
advertised in a newspaper published in the county where the 
mining claim is located, and if no newspaper be published in such 
county, then in a newspaper published in the nearest adjoining 
county, for at least once a week for one month before such suit 
is instituted. 

Sec. 8. It shall be proved on the trial of such suit that the 
trustees or managing agents of said corporation, or association, 
or company, were fully authorized to institute such suit by a 
majority of the members of said corporation, or association, or 
company. 

SEC. 4. The members of such corporation, association, or 
company, shall be competent witnesses to establish the assess- 
ment and indebtedness of the delinquent member. 

SEC. 5. This act shall apply to such corporations, associa- 
tions, and companies who are actually engaged in mining, and 
for delinquency in assessments for mining. 
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[We republish our HISTORICAL SKETCH of last year, with such 
corrections and additions as time has shown to be necessary. 
These corrections were suggested by Mr. W. H. DOLMAN, of 
Gold Hill, a gentleman fully conversant with the history 
of the Territory, and to whom we are under great obligations 
for many important facts not hitherto generally known.] 


THE Territory of Nevada was created by Congress from the 
western portion of Utah, by an Act approved March second, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-one. It is bounded by the thirty- 
seventh and forty-second degrees ۶ہ‎ north latitude, and by the 
thirty-ninth and forty-third degrees of longitude west from 
Washington; or, adopting the more usual mode of computing 
longitude, by the one hundred and sixteenth and one hundred 
and twentieth meridians west from Greenwich. It has, there- 
fore, Oregon on the north, Utah on the east, New Mexico on 
the south, and California on the south-west and west, and con- 
tains about sixty-five thousand square miles.* 

It is provided in the Organic Act, that, with the consent of 
the State of California, the thirty-seventh degree of north lati- 
tude, forming the southern boundary of Nevada Territory, may

be continued west to the dividing ridge separating the waters 
of Carson Valley from those that flow into the Pacific; then 
following northwardly along this divide to the forty-first degree 
of north latitude; thence due north to the Oregon line: an 
arrangement which, if carried out, would add to the area of 
this Territory something like ten thousand square miles. There 
is a slight inconsistency in speaking of the waters of Carson 
Valley in this connection, since the point where this line, if 
continued in the manner proposed, would strike the summit of 
the Sierra, is more than one hundred miles south of those 
waters. The streams on the eastern declivity of the mountains 
in that neighborhood, all run in an opposite direction from 
Carson Valley towards that of Owen’s River; but, as the intent 
of Congress is obvious, the error is unimportant. A commis- 
sion consisting of Governor Nye, Isaac N. Roop, and R. M. 
Ford—the latter two gentlemen members of the Legislature of 
Nevada—was appointed at the first session of that body, to pro- 
ceed to California, and procure, if possible, favorable action on 
the part of the Legislature of that State in the premises. The 
alteration, if assented to by the people of California, would, 
besides securing to both countries a more easily recognized and 
natural boundary, greatly promote the convenience of those 
now inhabiting the Territory in question. 

The whole of Utah, prior to its acquisition by the United 
States, was a portion of the Mexican Department of Alta Cali- 
fornia, and as such contained scarce any white population at 
that day. The first settlement made within its limits, except, 
perhaps, some few Catholic Missions, was that of the Mormons 
at Salt Lake. Portions of this people passing back and forth 
between California and Salt Lake, so early as eighteen hundred 
and forty-eight, being attracted by the fine lands in Carson 
Valley and vicinity, s:opped, and making homes there, became 
the pioneer settlers, also, of what is now Nevada Territory. 
At that period, or shortly after, several families settled in Car- 
son and Washoe Valleys, one or two also locating in Eagle 
Valley, where Carson City now stands. Two hamlets—Genoa 
in Carson, and Franktown in Washoe Valley—gradually sprang 
up. The former was long known as the Mormon Station, a 
name that was not laid aside until quite recently; some of the 
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older residents adhering to it still. In these remote and quiet 
valleys, undisturbed by the mandates of the church, and shut 
out from the world, these simple and deluded, but frugal and 
industrious, people, continued to live for several years, when in 
eighteen hundred and fifty-seven a command issued from Salt 
Lake, for the faithful everywhere to repair to that place, in 
order to escape the doom then impending over the Gentile 
world. 

Ignorant and superstitious, these poor creatures, hastening to 
obey the behests of the vile impostor, Brigham Young, sacri- 
ficed their property—giving it away, or selling it for almost 
nothing—and abandoned their peaceful and prosperous homes, 
hurried off, as they supposed, to the only place of safety. 
Nearly all left—not more than half a dozen families out of 
thirty or forty remaining. After they were gone, their deserted 
houses and gardens, and half-gathered grain fields, presented a, 
melancholy sight. More melancholy still was the cause that 
had led to this abandonment and sacrifice ! 

On their reaching Salt Lake, it is useless to say, they soon 
discovered how grossly they had been deceived and imposed 
upon. They also discovered, what filled them with disgust 
and alarm, that polygamy, thus far an institution unheard of 
by these outside saints, and wholly abhorrent to their feelings, 
had been ingrafted upon the creed of the church, and reduced 
to practice by its leading members. Already Young and his 
lecherous crew had supplied themselves with numerous concu- 
bines, with whom they were living in unrestrained and open 
debauchery. Heart-sick and mortified, to their credit be it said, 
many of these poor and abused people turned their backs upon 
this den of lust, and, cursing their deceivers, made their way 
back to Carson, where they arrived stripped of everything, and 
to find their old homes occupied for the most part by others, 
While they were away, the growing trade with the Overland 
Immigration, and still later, the discovery of the Washoe mines, 
had invited a considerable population over the mountains, and 
these returning pioneers found themselves excluded from the 
fields they had inclosed, and strangers in the land they had 
first settled. Having thus lost their possessions, and the pres- 
tige attending their early advent on the Eastern Slope, the 
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Mormon element and influence gradually disappeared, until 
they are now no longer, as aforetime, either feared or felt. 

From the time our citizens began to cross the mountains, or 
some few immigrants to tarry on that side for the purpose of 
settlement, now some eight or ten years ago, until a political 
separation took place, they were constantly insulted and har- 
assed by the authorities at Salt Lake, who looked upon them 
as interlopers and aliens. These dignitaries, as soon as they 
found the Gentiles—as thev impudently style those not contam- 
inated with the Mormon pollution—multiplying in Western 
Utah, grew uneasy, and sought to discourage their further 
increase, by resorting to every species of annoyance in their 
power. 

Tgnorant as they were, they understood enough of human 
nature and history to know that Republicanism and Theoe- 
racy—civil liberty and spiritual despotism—the dogmas of Ma- 
homet and the teachings of Christ—were naturally antagonistic, 
and that their followers could not dwell together in peace; 
hence, a regular system was adopted, and the most strenuous 
efforts put forth, to drive out such of our citizens as had already 
settled in the Territory, and to deter others from coming in. 
To this end, laws, obscure, partial and absurd, in conflict with 
the Organic Act, and repugnant to the moral sense of our 
people, were passed; exclusive charters were granted, securing 
to the dignitaries of the church timber lands, mill sites, herd 
grounds, and other special privileges; unlimited jurisdiction, 
both civil and criminal, was conferred on obscure courts, pre- 
sided over by persons of the grossest ignorance and the mean- 
est capacity; inferior officers were invested with powers 
superseding the authority of those appointed by the General 
Government; the Indian tribes were stirred up to hostilities, 
and encouraged to depredate upon the defenseless immigrants, 
and to plunder and murder the whites wherever they were 
found; trial by jury was virtually abolished, and finally, to 
defeat the administration of justice more effectually, and shut 
out the Americans from all participation in public affairs, the 
County of Carson, formerly organized by statute, was again 
dismembered, and its records removed to Salt Lake, the Capital 
of the Territory, more than five hundred miles away. 
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With these usurpations and outrages, the Mormons of West- 
ern Utah, as a body, had very little to do, being themselves in 
bad odor with the authorities for their contumacy in refusing 
to adopt the cherished dogmas of the church, yet they con- 
tinued to be objects of suspicion and dislike amongst the Gen- 
tiles, being forced to bear the odium attaching to the acts of 
those in power, and to share the prejudice naturally excited by 
the very name they bore. Thus, for several years after their 
return, there were constant bickerings and strifes between them 
and their neighbors, not only growing out of religious opinions, 
but also personal and political matters, tending to evince, what 
subsequent events have confirmed, that their differences were 
too radical ever to be reconciled. Meantime certain local mat- 
ters had led to misunderstandings amongst the settlers them- 
selves, wherein the Mormons having taken sides with the 
weaker party, whatever of the ancient prejudice against them 
had been abated was fully restored. 

For a long time Carson Valley had served as a refuge and 
hiding-place for certain disreputable parties engaged in run- 
ning off strayed and stolen stock from California. Owing to 
its remote, and at that day all but inaccessible situation, it 
afforded a safe retreat to these depredators, the owners of the 
property scarcely ever making pursuit. After resting and 
feeding for a few days, this stock was driven thence to Salt 
Lake, generally by obscure routes, well known to the Mor- 
mons, who frequently took a hand in this business; or being 
herded for a time in some of the valleys about Carson, it was 
afterwards disposed of to the traders coming in, or driven into 
California at remote points and sold. This same class did not 
scruple in like manner to prey upon the overland immigration, 
picking up such cattle as had strayed from camp, or through 
weakness faltered behind, or, where opportunity offered, steal- 
ing them outright. These dishonest practices were not en- 
gaged in by the actual residents of the valley, who sought, as 
far as possible, to suppress and discourage them, being, as a 
general thing, an honest and honorable class of men, though 
not remarkable for industry and thrift. To this latter remark, 
however, there were exceptions, a considerable number of 
these people being hard-working, enterprising, and well-to-do 
in the world. 
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For years these outrages had been going on with impunity, 
to the great scandal of the old settlers, when at length they 
culminated in one of unusual atrocity, and which, being at- 
tended by circumstances of both pillage and murder, aroused 
the entire community and brought down upon the perpetrators 
deserved and summary punishment. 

In the year eighteen hundred and fifty-five, a Frenchman 
had brought over from California a large drove of cattle, which 
he was herding in Honey Lake Valley. There was, among 
the early residents of Carson Valley, a man named William 
Thorrington, who lived near the head of the valley, on the 
farm now owned by Judge Smith, one of the best 1n the coun- 
try. By sharp, and as many supposed not altogether legitimate 
practices, this man had accumulated a. handsome property, be- 
ing the owner of several fine tracts of land and a large num- 
ber of cattle. He was suspected of having been engaged in a 
variety of unlawful acts, from which, having, as he boasted, 
always escaped scot-free, as well as from his general success in 
business, he came to be known by the soubriquet of “ Lucky 
Bill? He was distinguished for his social traits of character, 
being hospitable and obliging, besides an exceedingly jovial 
and companionable fellow; and thus, living with his wife and 
children, he was generally well liked in a community not apt 
to be squeamish in their notions, or to worry themselves over 
rumors disparaging to their neighbors. In faet, Lucky 7 
was rather a favorite in the valley, and might have lived on in 
peace and prosperity, had not his cupidity got the better of his 
judgment and honesty. 

Among those who were in the habit of visiting Carson for 
the purpose of trading and speculating in stock, was one Ed- 
wards, who was intimate with Thorrington, often dealing with 
him and stopping at his house, This man was desirous of buy- 
ing out the Frenchman, and had visited him in the valley for 
that purpose, but not being able to agree about the price, re- 
turned and reported the same to his friend. The latter sug- 
gested a mode by which that difficulty could be gotten over, 
being none other than a plan for murdering the owner and 
seizing his stock, a scheme that Edwards at once concurred in 
and proceeded to carry out. He again visited the valley, and 
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having decoyed the Frenchman a distance from his camp, shot 
him and disposed of the body by throwing it into Susan Hiver. 
His cattle and effects were then seized and duly divided be- 
tween the guilty parties, a forged bill of sale having previously 
been made out, transferring them to Edwards. 

For a time all was quiet, and the affair adroitly managed 
seemed finally disposed of, when the friends of the murdered 
man in California, not hearing of him, began to get uneasy, 
and at length instituted inquiries as to the cause and manner 
of his disappearance. The body was found, the cattle traced 
up, and the whole affair brought tolight. ‘Lucky Bill" was 
arrested by a party of citizens, his accomplice having already 
made his escape. The people hearing of the bloody deed be- 
came generally aroused; a Vigilance Committee was formed, 
officers chosen, and a temporary court instituted for the trial of 
the offender. After a patient and impartial hearing of Thor- 
rington's case, he was convicted of murder and sentenced to be 
hung. Meantime there was a strong desire on the part of cer- 
tain eitizens to secure Edwards, who, though no more guilty 
than his associate in this particular case, was known to bea 
bad and dangerous man. It was believed that Thorrington, as 
well as his son, a lad some sixteen years old, knew where he 
was concealed. They therefore worked upon the hopes and 
fears of the latter, hinting there might be a chance of his 
father being spared could Edwards be taken. "The boy agreed 
to divulge his place of concealment on condition that his father 
should be saved. But knowing Edwards to be a powerful 
man, well armed, and that if attacked he would make a des- 
perate resistance, it was not deemed sufficient that the lad should 
point out his hiding-place, but he was also required to decoy 
him into the valley, where he could be more easily overcome. 
Under the strong instinct of parental love, even this was con- 
sented to, though every one knew, and none better than the 
boy himself, that it was a most delicate and dangerous under- 
taking. Accordingly, at night he proceeded alone to a secluded 
spot in the mountains west of Genoa, and there had an inter- 
view with Edwards, telling him that his father, whose arrest 
he concealed, desired to see him at a certain place, that they 
might concert measures for their safety.

Edwards seems to have had an idea from the first that this 
was a device for ensnaring him, and refused to listen to the 
boy's story ; but his suspicions being partially allayed by the 
lad's persistence and earnestness, he finely consented to go, 
telling him that if he found himself betrayed, he would shoot 
him the first thing he did. With this understanding he left 
his covert, and the two proceeded to a lonely ranch owned by 
Thorrington, near the forks of Carson River. Lere, concealed 
in the house, a party of men lay in wait for him. A little 
after midnight Edwards reached the place, and advanced cau- 
tiously up the lane, his double-barreled gun leveled before 
him, and his other arms in readiness; on reaching the door, 
the place no doubt being familiar to him, he paused and list- 
ened, then carefully pushed it open and entered. The moment 
he passed the threshold, a powerful man standing behind the 
door with an uplifted club felled him to the floor, when others 
seized and secured him. Being taken before the same body 
that had tried his accomplice, he also had a hearing, and was, 
in like manner condemned to be hung. 

The carrying out of these sentences caused a great commo- 
tion throughout the country, there being considerable diversity 
of publie sentiment on the subject. A majority were of opin- 
ion the culprits should both be summarily executed; some had 
misgivings about hanging Thorrington after the implied prom- 
ise given his son that his life should be spared; while a few 
thought the whole matter should be handed over to the courts 
to be disposed of according to law. But the mass of the people 
knowing the courts to be but a delusion and a snare, and be- 
lieving that their own safety and good name, as well as the 
demands of justice, required these men should expiate their 
crimes upon the gallows, preparations were made for carrying 
out their will in an effectual and becoming manner. The place 
selected for the execution was a beautiful bottom on the river, 
near the confines of Eagle and Carson valleys, known as Clear 
Creek Ranch.* Here, in presence of a majority of the inhabi- 
tants, beneath the blue skies of Utah, these unfortunates met 
their doom with a coolness and self-possession worthy better 
men and a less ignoble fate. 


"From information received from Mr. W. H. Dolman, it appears that Thorring- 
ton only was hung at this place; Edwards having been executed at Honey Lake. 
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From the divided sentiment on this issue two factions sprang 
up, the one known as the “Vigilance,” and the other as the 
“ Anti- Vigilance,” or “ Law and Order Party;” a condition of 
things that kept the community in a constant ferment, leading 
to much controversy and personal strife. But with all their 
stern dealings with malefactors, and struggles for reform, the 
people being virtually without a government, enjoyed neither 
legal protection or political repose; hence, they began to 
agitate the subject of a separation from Utah, and the erection 
of a new Territory out of its western half. James M. Crane, 
who had taken up his residence in Carson Valley, in eighteen 
hundred and fifty-seven, was that year elected a delegate to 
proceed to Washington, and urge upon Congress favorable 
action in the premises. Being thoroughly aequainted with 
the situation and wants of the people, as well as conversant 
with the resources of the country, he was admirably qualified 
to present their case intelligently before that body, and to 
effectually urge a compliance with the popular desire. But 
the politicians of that day were too much absorbed with per- 
sonal schemes and partisan measures to pay any attention to 
the wants of a distant and isolated community, or to make any 
provision for their relief; hence, Judge Crane, after the most 
earnest and indefatigable efforts, returned from Washington, 
without having been able to accomplish the object of his mission. 

Upon his return, the people despairing of aid from the General 
Government, commenced to seriously contemplate the question 
of dissolving their political connection with Utah, and creating 
a provisional government, after the manner of Oregon, in 
eighteen hundred and forty-three, and in the hope that it 
would subsequently be approved by the Federal Congress. 
This project having been much discussed during the spring of 
eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, a mass meeting was held in 
Carson City, June sixth, whereat it was resolved to call a 
Convention of Delegates, chosen from all parts of We:tern 
Utah, to assemble at Genoa on the eighteenth of July, to take 
into consideration the condition of public affairs, and adopt 
some mode of relief. This call not being very explicit as to 
the objects of the Convention, and the extent of their powers, 
there was a wide diversity of opinion on these points when

the members came together. A majority took the view that 
they had been called together for the purpose of drafting a 
declaration, embodying their reasons for withdrawing from 
any longer connection with the Government of Utah, and 
framing a Constitution to be submitted to their constituents 
for their consideration. A minority, though composed of 
nearly two-thirds of the members, thought this no part of 
their present business, but that they had simply been elected 
to issue a call for a Constitutional Convention, and adopt regu- 
lations for its being properly conducted, the members thereof 
to be subsequently chosen by the people; and for the further 
purpose of canvassing, in Committee of the Whole, the returns 
for Delegate to Congress, an election for filling that position 
having recently been held. 

The majority, however, proceeded to carry out the pro- 
gramme of the Convention, according to their own views, by 
the drafting of a Declaration and Constitution to be submitted 
to the people thereafter. The Constitution is very similar to 
that of California, being the counterpart of that instrument in 
all its important features. The Declaration, which sets forth 
in a succinct manner the grievances impelling to a separation, 
is as follows: 


DECLARATION. 


WHEREAS, We the citizens of the proposed Territory of Nevada, considering that 
we have suffered from a series of internal and external evils of so grave a nature 
as to render forbearance a virtue no longer; and believing that the time has now 
arrived fur us to take some permanent action upon our future well-being as a 
people; and believing further, that a plain statement of the causes which have 
impelled us to pursue this course will convince a candid and unprejudiced pub- 
lic, we would therefore state: 


That a long train of abuses and usurpations on the part of the Mormons of 
Eastern Utah, towards the people of We-tern Utah, evinces a desire on their part 
to reduce us under an absolute spiritual despotism. 

Such has been our patient suffering, and such 13 now the necessity for dissolving 
all political relations which may have connected us together, and we deem it not 
only our right, but also our duty. to disown such a Government, and such a people, 
and to form new guards for our future security. 

We would charge upon the Mormons a gross violation of the organic act creating 
the Territory of Utah. 

They have declared themselves hostile to the constitut:onal government and in- 
stitutiuns of our country ; 

They have declared war against the Government of the United States; 

They have refused to submit to its laws; while they have, whenever it suited 
them, claimed protection under these laws: 

They have denied to the Judges of the United States a right to try in their 
courts the violators of the law, when such violators were Mormons; 

They bave so managed, by their legislation, as to defeat justice, protect crimi- 
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nals, and render the laws and the authority of the United States in Utah Territory 
void, and of no effect; 

They have conferred powers on their Territorial Marshals so extensive as ما‎ 
render void the authority of the Marshals of the United States in all cases; 

They have conferred upon Probate Judges the sole right to select juries in civil 
and criminal cases, in violation of all law and all precedent; they have also given 
to said Judges and Justices of the Peace absolute jurisdiction in all civil and crim- 
inal cases ; 

They have made ali laws existing under the people of this Territory, and in 
detiance of the laws of the United States: 

They have, by an act of the Legislature, declared all unmarried men {ineligible 
as jurymen, unless they have resided in the Territory two years ; 

They have imbrued their hands in the blood of our citizens while they were 
peaceably pursuing their way across the continent, and have deprived them ot 
their property without due course of law; 

They have poisoued the minds of the Indians against us, and forced us frequent- 
ly to open war with them. 

We have petitioned them to redress and to protect us in our right. But our 
appeals have ever been treated with disdain and neglect. To continue the con- 
nection with Utah longer we fear would involve us in treason and rebellion to our 
country. 

We further consider that the dangerous difficulty of transit, and expense of com- 
munication with the seat of the Territorial Government of Eastern Utah, of them- 
selves valid reasons to induce us to form a separate territorial organization. 

We have apphed for assistance to California, but she has declined to aid and 
protect us, because we were without the jurisdiction of the State. 

We have for the last two years invoked Congress to erect for us a Territorial 
Government, and that body has been deaf to our appeals. 

Therefore, believing in the rectitude of our intentions, and believing the time 
has arrived, we make known and declare our entire and unconditional separation 
from Eastern Utah. 

To provide for and secure our future protection, we pledge to each other our 
sacred obligationsto erect for ourselves a Territorial Government, founded upon 
the republican principles of the Constitution of the United. States; and that we 
will maintain aud defend it to the best of our ability. And we look to the sup- 
port and protection of the Federal Government, and our fellow-citizens m every 
part of the Union. 


The officers and delegates to the Convention, to the number 
of forty-seven, signed the Constitution, some of the members 
refusing to sign, and others doing so under protest. The pro- 
test, which was placed on record, signed by twenty-two of the 
members, sets forth that the framing of a Constitution was an 
unwarrantable assumption of power, and that the spirit of the 
eall under which the Convention assembled had thereby been 
violated. On the seventh day of September, this Constitution, 
having been submitted to the people at a special election, was 
adopted by a large majority of the votes cast. The vote, how- 
ever, was a light one, many being dissatisfied with the action 
of the Convention, and not going to the polls at all, while others 
looked upon the entire movement as inexpedient and unlawful. 
Besides, by the time an election came off, the newly discovered 
silver mines, looming into importance, had attracted a fresh 
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population over the mountains, who, not sympathizing with 
these radical proceedings, failed to take part in them. There 
was, moreover, one feature of the new Constitution which, had 
Congress ever been disposed to regard it with favor, would 
have rendered it a practical nullity. In defining the bound- 
aries of the new Territory, which had been named Nevada, its 
founders had adopted the following limits: i 


“Commencing at a point on the Sierra Nevada Mountains, where the forty- 
second degree of north latitude touches the summit of said mountains; thence 
southerly with said summit to the thirty-fifth degree of north latitude; thence 
east on said parallel to the Colorado River; thence up said river to its junction 
with the Rio Virgin; thence up said Rio Virgin to its junction with Muddy River; 
thence due north to the Oregon line; thence west, to the place of beginning.” 


From this it wil be seen they were pleased to take in not 
only a much larger portion of Utah than is included in the 
present Territory of Nevada, but also about one tenth part of 
the State of California, and a large portion of New Mexico; 
an arrangement that never could have secured the approval of 
Congress, or the consent of California. 

Prior to adjourning, the Constitutional Convention proceeded 
to eanvass the votes cast for Delegate to Congress, an election 
by the people having just been concluded. There were but 
two candidates in the field, James M. Crane, and Frederick 
Dodge, United States Indian Agent. It was found that four 
hundred and thirty-nine votes had been cast for the former, 
and three hundred and seventy-eight for the latter; whereupon 
Crane was declared duly elected. Much dissatisfaction was felt 
by the friends of Dodge at this result, they believing that the 
large vote—one hundred and nineteen—cast for his competitor 
by the incoming immigration, at the Sink of the Humboldt, 
was illegal. The supporters of Crane met this objection by 
asserting that the same thing had been practiced by his oppo- 
nents in diverse precincts, and that no great injustice had prob- 
ably been done, the frauds of one party being fairly met by 
those of the other. And so the matter rested, the certificate of 
election being, meantime, conferred upon Crane. But little 
did these official honors, so eagerly sought and so hardly con- 
tested for, avail the recipient. On the night of the 26th of 
September, when on the point of departing for Washington, he 
was suddenly stricken down by the hand of death, while pass- 
ing the evening with a party of friends, at Gold Hill. 
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The death of Judge Crane was a serious loss to the new Ter- 
ritory. Not so much in a political, perhaps, as in a material 
point of view. Having spent several years on the “ Eastern 
Slope," traveling much, and closely observing everything he 
saw, he was better posted in regard to the resources and capaci- 
ties of that region—its condition, wants and prospects—than 
any other man. Then, too, he had the education, the enthusi- 
asm, and the energy of purpose, to turn all these observations 
and acquirements to a practical account, wherefore he was 
endowed with both the disposition and the ability to be of 
incaleulable service to a new and opening country. 

This gentleman, having been one of the pioneers, and among 
the earliest to examine into and write about the country now 
constituting the Territory of Nevada, and the first Delegate ever 
sent to represent the inhabitants in Congress, deserves more 
than a mere passing notice in our sketch, brief as the latter 
must necessarily be. 

Judge Crane, who was a native of Virginia, came to Califor- 
nia in eighteen.hundred and fifty, and was about forty years of 
age at the time of his death. He was a printer by trade, and, as 
is common with that craft, a man of large and varied information. 
He was conversant, not only with the current politics and ques- 
tions of the day, but also with general literature, and the political 
history of the country. In short, he was a student and lover 
of books, and had found time during the pursuits of business to 
train his mind to careful thinking, and enrich it with learning. 
On his arrival in California he settled in San Francisco, and 
soon after started the first Whig paper on the Pacific Coast— 
The California Courier—he being an old line Whig of the con- 
servative Henry Clay school. This able and popular paper 
owed much of its success to his pen, but the party upon which 
it was mainly dependent for support, having at length been 
dissolved, this most excellent journal perished with it; after 
which Judge Crane, as did many of his political confreres, kept 
aloof from the partisan organizations of the day, acting inde- 
pendently, or lending their support to such measures alone as 
met their approval. After the discontinuance of the Courier, 
he wrote much for various papers, either as editor or contrib- 
utor, and in eighteen hundred and fifty-five commenced the 
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work of compiling a series of lectures on the early discoveries 
and explorations on the Pacific coast; a work of great research, 
which led him into a thorough and careful examination of all 
the old Spanish books and records connected with the subject. 
These lectures were delivered in California, and afterwards in 
the principal towns of the East, everywhere attracting much 
attention and favorable comment. Having collected a large 
amount of matter, and his mind being deeply engaged in this 
branch of inquiry, he determined to publish a book upon the 
same subject. Accordingly, he traveled much over California, 
and was finally drawn over the Sierra. Nevada in the prosecu- 
tion of his enterprise, his friend, Major Ormsby—having 
casually met him at Marysville, and being himself a resident 
of the “ Eastern Slope,” and a great believer in its destiny,— 
persuaded him to accompany him to his home on the other 
side. 

Here a field opened exactly suited to the purposes aud en- 
thusiastic soul of Crane. Unexplored and unknown, the vast 
deserts traversed by numerous chains of mountains, and inhab- 
ited by savage races, stretched out on every hand, inviting 
the daring and hardy adventurer to penetrate their depths and 
reveal their hidden secrets. Well he knew this was a land of 
traditionary wealth, into which the early Spaniard had pushed 
his way centuries ago, and about which many a legend of mar- 
velous riches had been told. Here, far across the burning 
sands, were the ruins of famous cities—Balbecs and Palmyras 
in the desert—while mountains of gold, guarded by powerful 
tribes, shone in the distance. Such were the tales floating 
through tradition and chronicled in history, concerning the 
Great Basin; certainly sufficiently wild and exciting to arrest 
the attention of one less dreamy and imaginative than Crane, 
and awaken within him a strong desire to explore its strange 
solitudes. 

Upon his arrival on this side the mountains, Judge Crane at 
once set out to examine the country, visiting various localities, 
collecting information, and aequainting himself with the views 
and wants of the people. It soon became apparent that the 
prevailing social and political disorder resulting from a want 
of laws, and a suitable form of government, was ruining every- 
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thing, and defeating the progress of the country. As the crea- 
tion of a new Territory, and a total separation from the Mor- 
mons, had now become an obvious political necessity, it was 
resolved, on the part of the leading inhabitants, that a suitable 
person should be sent to Washington, to represent the desires 
of the people, and true condition of affairs to Congress, and 
urge upon that body the passage of an act creating the western 
portion of Utah into a separate Territory. Judge Crane was 
unanimously chosen to fill this honorable and responsible po- 
sition, and at once set out for the National Capital, where he 
exerted himself to the utmost to carry the measure. With 
the Kansas question and the Mormon war on their hands, 
Congress had little time or inclination to listen to propositions 
for creating more Territories—those already formed being a 
source of so much vexation and trouble; hence, although 
Judge Crane, by his persistence, and the favorable light in 
which he placed the whole subject before Congress, won many 
of the members over to his views, and prepared the way for 
the subsequent.success of this measure, he did not at that time 
carry his point. Returning to his constituents he was again 
chosen delegate, the country having, in the meantime, received 
a mighty impetus by the discovery of the silver mines, which 
fired him with a new ambition for its independent organization, 
when, as has been related, he was suddenly cut off, in the prime 
of life, and in the midst of his useful and arduous labors. 

The people, now largely composed of new-comers, despair- 
ing of any relief in that quarter, concluded to reorganize the 
County of Carson, and electing officers, to set the machinery of 
& local government once more in motion, believing that even 
Mormon laws and authority were better than none—the Pro- 
visional Government brought into existence by the adoption of 
the Constitution framed in June, eighteen hundred and fifty- 
nine, having in the meantime been abandoned. 

This abandonment of the infant government did not take 
place, however, until an election for Governor and members 
of the Legislature had been gone through with, and the officers 
chosen thereat had first met and essayed a performance of their 
funetions. On the fifteenth day of December, eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-nine, they convened at Genoa, the then capital, 
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and having organized, with no little eclat, and received the 
first annual message of Governor Roop, they proceeded to 
pass a variety of resolutions, appointed a committee to draft a 
memorial to Congress, urging a speedy recognition of the new 
Territory, and then adjourned. This, their first adjournment, 
however, proved to be final; Governor Hoop having, on the 
day of their meeting, sent a message to the Legislature, wherein 
having first set forth the causes that justified the action they 
had taken in establishing a separate government and adopting 
a Constitution, he recounted the events that had since trans- 
pired, such as the discovery of the new mines and consequent 
influx of a large and unexpected population—the arrival of 
Judge Cradlebaugh, and the small number of the Legislators 
that had seen fit to attend—all creating a set of circumstances 
so unlike those by which they were originally surrounded, as 
to render it inexpedient and impolitic to proceed further with 
their labors at that time, and pronouncing the Legislature 
adjourned until the first Monday in January. Amidst the ex- 
citement attendant on mineral discoveries, and the stirring inci- 
dents connected with the Indian war that soon after followed, 
but little further was ever heard of this Legislature or new 
Territory of Nevada, which have been thus noticed, more to 
advise the reader of their existence and mode of disappearance, 
than because of their intrinsic importance. 

With the finding of the silver mines in the summer of 
eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, additional hope was imparted 
to the inhabitants, and new life infused into every branch of 
business in Western Utah. With the population and capital 
these would attract, it became evident the country must soon 
assume an importance that would insure such action on the 
part of the General Government as would result in speedy and 
permanent relief. All classes, therefore, became patient, and 
further effort for a separate Territorial organization was, for 
the time being, relinquished—some talk was kept up of an in- 
corporation with California, a measure that had before been 
agitated, but receiving little encouragement in any quarter, had 
never much promise of success. With the opening of the 
mines money came freely into the country, expanding trade, 
setting on foot extensive improvements, and everywhere start- 
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ing up new industrial pursuits, and every interest and calling 
seemed on the flood-tide to prosperity, when all received a, 
sudden check in one of those unaccountable panics that some- 
times overtake an entire community, misled by the counsels 
of the inconsiderate, and bewildered by their own groundless 
fears. 

In the early part of May, an Indian massacre was perpetrated 
at Williams' Station, sixty miles below Genoa, wherein four 
whites lost their lives. The deed, though no doubt provoked 
by the grossest outrages previously committed at that place 
upon the Indians, called for prompt and severe punishment, 
since it would not do to allow the savages to redress their 
wrongs in this way, and several of those slain were innocent 
parties. It therefore became necessary to ascertain what par- 
ticular individuals or tribe had committed the act, and call 
them to account. It was proposed by the more prudent and 
humane that a number of old settlers, well acquainted with the 
Indians, and who had volunteered for the service, should| go 
and have an interview with their chiefs, and learn whether the 
killing was done with their knowledge, and if not, to demand 
the surrender of the guilty parties. This proposition, however, 
was overruled by the multitude, and an indiscriminate war set 
on foot against the Indians. For three months hostilities, or such 
a state of terror prevailed, as to prevent all successful prospect- 
ing of the mines, as well as to seriously interfere with many 
other kinds of business. Thus the best season for operations 
having passed by, an entire year was lost just as Washoe, 
the beautiful and appropriate name given to the country, had 
entered upon a brilliant and prosperous career. With these 
Indian disturbances came general derangement of business and 
great depression of the mining interest, which, being followed 
by a severe winter, the spring of eighteen hundred and sixty- 
one found Washoe in a condition every way deplorable, and 
almost causing its friends to despair of its future; But with 
good weather and quiet these evils soon vanished; business 
revived, confidence was restored, and general prosperity en- 
sued. 

In the spring of eighteen hundred and sixty, Judge Cradle- 
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rived in Washoe, having been assigned to this District. He 
soon after opened his Court, appointing such officers as fell 
within his jurisdiction, but as every thing was in confusion, 
and all matters had to be adjudicated according to the statutes 
of Utah, very little civil business was done. In August the 
people of Carson County, which then embraced all the inhab- 
ited portions of Western Utah, having been practically without 
any government, determined to hold an election and fill the 
various county and town offices heretofore vacant. This was 
accordingly done, but it did not result satisfactorily, as the 
officials were obliged to be governed by, and to carry out, the 
odious Mormon law, which all regarded with dislike, and, when 
coming in conflict with their interest, treated with contempt. 
Wherefore, the reorganization of the county, as it was termed, 
was generally considered a failure, and great was the rejoicing 
amongst all classes when it was known that Congress had 
passed an act creating the Territory of Nevada out of Western 
Utah, and providing for the inhabitants a suitable government. 
In anticipation of a less objectionable class of public function- 
aries, and a better code of laws, nearly all proceedings in the 
higher Court were suspended, and as little judicial business 
transacted elsewhere as possible. 

In July, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, Governor Nye and 
most of the Federal appointees arrived in Nevada, and entered 
upon their official duties, and the people of this neglected and 
distracted Territory began for the first time to enjoy the bless- 
ings of personal security and political repose. A census of the 
Territory having been taken in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Organic Act, an election for choosing members of 
the Legislature and a Delegate to Congress, was ordered, by 
proclamation of the Governor, to come off on the thirty-first 
day of August. At this election Judge Cradlebaugh was chosen 
Congressional Delegate, and a full complement of Legislators 
selected. Tuesday, October first, was the day fixed upon by 
the Governor for the meeting of the Legislature, at which time, 
having convened, they proceeded during the session of sixty 
days to which their sitting was limited, to enact a full and very 
acceptable code of laws, besides passing several acts incorpo- 
rating parties engaged in prosecuting a variety of useful im- 
provements. 
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All the offices in the Territory, except those filled by Fed- 
eral appointment, becoming vacant on the adjournment of the 
Legislature, the same were filled by Governor Nye, to hold until 
those chosen at the election to come off in February should 
qualify. The Legislature having created the usual number of 
county and town offices, an election was appointed tc be held 
throughout the Territory on the fourteenth day of January, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, for filling the same, which 
was accordingly done. On the tenth day of February, these 
officials having qualified, were duly installed, and thus was 
brought into action, for the first time, in this rent and abused 
country, a system of government perfect in all its parts and 
appliances, Oppressed with anarchy, and treated with con- 
tempt, long denied the protection of law, and virtually out of 
the Union, the inhabitants, now that they were to be recognized 
as Christians, and treated as American citizens, hailed the new 
order of things with unspeakable satisfaction, since in it they 
saw a period to the reign of danger and misrule which had so 
long kept them in a state of terror and unrest. 

With a stable government and a good code of laws, with an 
experienced, able, and honest Executive, delivered from anar- 
chy, and out of debt, possessed of cheap lands and rich mines, 
if they fail to advanee rapidly on the road to wealth, and finally 
to become rich and prosperous, it will be because they are un- 
equal to the high destiny within their reach, and unworthy the 
opportunities with which they are surrounded; and, however 
they may meet with temporary embarrassments and transient 
reverses, it is not too much to believe that they will turn those 
manifold advantages to account, and secure for themselves and 
their children the successful, honorable, and happy future, that 
so obviously awaits them. 


THE BOUNDARY DIFFICULTY. 


In the month of February, 1863, a conflict of jurisdiction 
between the authorities of Nevada Territory and those of the 
State of California occurred, which for a while threatened 
serious results. It seems that the county of Plumas, in Cali- 
fornia, which borders on this Territory, has no definite east- 
ern boundary, save that which is contained in the designation 
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" Eastern boundary of the State.” And the eastern boundary 
of California having never been surveyed and marked out so 
as to be definitely located, that county has extended its juris- 
diction over Honey Lake Valley. By an act of the last ses- 
sion of this Territory, the new county of Roop was created, 
and Judge Gordon N. Mott required to hold court at the town 
of Susanville, which is within that portion of territory claimed 
by Plumas County, California, called Honey Lake Valley. 
The Judge accordingly proceeded to organize the county of 
Roop, with the town of Susanville as county seat, and the fol- 
lowing occurrences speedily took place. About the first of 
February an injunction was issued by the Probate Court of 
Roop County against Wm. J. Young, a Justice of the Peace, 
acting under the Jaws or California, forbidding him to hold 
court there, which was served by Wm. H. Naileigh, Sheriff of 
said county of Roop. The Justice disobeyed the injunction, 
by trying a case before his court, and was arrested and brought 
before the Judge, John S. Ward, who found him guilty of con- 
tempt, and imposed a fine upon him of $100 and costs of suit. 
Subsequently à warrant for the arrest of the Sheriff and Judge 
of Roop County was issued by E. T. Hogan, County Judge of 
Plumas County, and placed in the hands of the Sheriff of that 
county, who, in company with a Deputy, came to the place 
and made the arrests as directed, and started for Quincy, the 
county seat of Plumas County. They were, however, followed 
by seven persons, citizens of Roop County, among whom was 
Hon. Isaac Roop, and compelled to abandon the trip across the 
mountains; which they were the more readily induced to do 
in consequence of a heavy fall of snow which had in the mean- 
time taken place, so as to render the mountains almost impass- 
able. The prisoners on their return tv Susanville were released 
on parole. 

Previous to the arrest of the Probate Judge and Sheriff of 
Roop County, a writ of injunction was issued by the District 
Court, at the instance of Hon. Isaac Roop, against the District 
Judge, District Attorney, Sheriff, Clerk, Treasurer, Assessor, 
Surveyor and Coroner, of Plumas County, California. An 
order of compulsory summons and writ of injunction were 
served upon the Sheriff of Plumas county, who defied the au- 
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thorities, denied the jurisdiction of Nevada, and disobeyed the 
injunction, The Judge issued an order for his arrest, but he 
escaped. His Deputy, however, was arrested, and held in cus- 
tody. The Sheriff of Plumas, it was supposed, had returned 
to Quincy, for the purpose of raising a posse to carry out the 
laws of California. Under these circumstances, the Sheriff of 
Roop County called out all the able-bodied citizens, two or 
three hundred in number, ready armed and equipped, for 
battle. 'The matter was at length settled by an agreement with 
the Deputy Sheriff of Plumas County, that he would adopt 
measures to bring the question before the District Judge of the 
Seventeenth Judicial District of California, whence it might be 
taken to the Supreme Court of that State and be settled. This 
conflict of authority would probably have resulted in blood- ' 
shed and serious loss of life had it not so happened that the 
barrier reared by Nature and the storms of winter prevented 
` the Sheriff of Plumas County from bringing a posse across the 
mountains to enforce the California jurisdiction. 

Subsequently, the Legislature of California took the matter 
in hand, and passed an act for the settlement of the boundary. 
This act provides that the survey is to be made by the Sur- 
veyor General of that State, acting in conjunction with a com- 
missioner to be appointed by Nevada Territory; and this un- 
pleasant imbroglio is now in a fair way of being permanently 
settled. Acting-Governor Clemens appointed about the 20th 
of May, 1863, Butler Ives, to act as Commissioner on the part 
of this Territory in making the survey. 

At length the subject attracted the attention of the Califor- 
nia State authorities, and Governor Stanford appointed Hon. 
Robert Robinson, of Sacramento, as Commissioner to visit the 
seat of war in Honey Lake Valley, and negotiate with Gover- 
nor Clemens for a settlement of the difficulties on a fair and 
honorable basis. In compliance with his instructions, Judge 
Robinson did visit the scene of trouble, and in due course of 
time met Governor Clemens in Carson, on which occasion he 
first and foremost laid down the rules by which he should be 
governed in considering propositions of compromise. Promi- 
nent among these rules was found this: That under no cir- 
cumstances would California recognize the Summit as the 
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E boundary line, or vary in any degree from the boundary as 
fixed by the Constitution of California. Under these circum- 
stances, Governor Clemens, anxious to prevent the effusion of 
blood and the engendering of ill-feeling, submitted substantially 
8 the following proposition: A joint commission shall be ap- 
i pointed to run the boundary line; pending which, the line as 
run by this T'erritory shall, for purposes of temporary juris- 
diction, be recognized by both parties, and on the final deter- 
| mination of the true boundary, all taxes heretofore collected 
wrongfully to be refunded. This proposition was accepted by 
| the California Commissioner and duly forwarded to receive the 
| sanction of the Governor and Legislature of that State. 
| Whereupon the Commission above referred to was appointed. 
| 
| 


BRANCH MINT. 


Congress, at its last session, passed an act appropriating one 
hundred thousand dollars towards the establishment of a Branch 
| Mint in this Territory, to be located at Carson City. This 
| establishment, when erected, will add greatly to the interests 
E of the Territory, and give quite an impulse to mining opera- 

tions. The metals then extracted can be coined at home with- 
out the expense and delay of transportation to a distant city. 
fo From the energy and enterprise with which our Executive 
۱ presses matters through, which relate to the interests of the 
A Territory, we conclude that it will not be long before this use- 
ful institution will be rearing its grand proportions among us. 


CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 


72 'The last session of the Territorial Legislature passed an act 
entitled “An Aet to frame a Constitution and State Govern- 
ment for the State of Washoe.” This act was approved on the 
20th of November, 1802. It provides for holding an election 
UP eg ‘on the first Wednesday of September next, in the several 
: 7 voting precincts in this Territory, for delegates to a Conven- 
| tion to frame a Constitution aud State Government. The total 
E number of delegates provided for is thirty-nine (89). Each 
voter is to vote for or against a State Government, and at the 
same time for delegates. Ifa majority of the votes cast on the 
question of a State Government are for such Government, then 
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the delegates elected shall meet at the Capital of the Territory 
on the first Tuesday of November, and proceed to prepare and 
frame a Constitution for the State of Washoe, which, when 
prepared, is to be submitted to the electors of the Territory for 
adoption and approval by them, at an election to be appointed 
by the Convention. If not thus approved it shall not be 
deemed or held to be the act of the people, and shall conse- 
quently be of no force or validity whatever. The population 
of this Territory, at the time of the passage of this act, was 
about 80,000; at the present time it is nearer 40,000, conse- 


quent upon the rapid influx of immigration during the spring 
just past. 


PACIFIC AND ATLANTIC RAILROAD. 


The action of the California Legislature of last winter was 
such that we may soon expect to see this greatest undertaking 
of the age rapidly approaching our borders. The point for 
crossing the mountains, which heretofore has been the great 
“ bone of contention,” has been at last settled upon: It is the 
Henness Pass, A better or more practicable route could not 

^ have been selected. This will bring the road in the close 
vicinity, if not directly through Virginia City, which will still 
further contribute to our facilities for travel and transportation, 
and enhance four-fold the value of our mines and agricultural 
productions. The action also of the Legislature of this Terri- 
tory exhibits a lively interest in the progress of this work, and 
probably upon no other subject is there to be found such uni- 
versal uniformity of sentiment among the people generally, of 
all the States, as upon this, of the importance and necessity of 
a speedy completion of this great work. 


CONCLUSION, 


Nevada Territory is generally regarded abroad as a wild, 
mountainous, barren country, almost destitute of vegetation, 
and except for the sake of its silver, unfit for human habita- 
tion. It is not known that we have agricultural as well as 
mineral resources, and that tilling the soil is one of the most 
profitable occupations in which an inhabitant of this Territory 
can engage. The arable lands, it is true, are for the most part 
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confined to certain localities; but they are nevertheless valua- 

ble. In Douglas County there are about 70,000 acres of good 

farming lands, with plenty of timber, several saw mills and 

flouring mills. Ormsby County also contains some arable land. 

Washoe County has about 150,000 acres of agricultural and 

grazing lands. Roop and Lake counties, also, have a large ex- 

tent of agricultural and grazing lands; and in Honey Lake 
Valley, splendid crops of grain and vegetables have been 
raised, while butter and cheese are among its principal produc- 
tions. In this Valley, stock will keep in good condition all the 
year round without feeding or shelter. The Reese River 
country also embraces some good farming land, the extent of 
which has not been definitely ascertained. In the counties of 
Storey, Lyon, Churchill, and Esmeralda, there is very little 
ground at present adapted to tillage; but almost anywhere, in 
the sage brush, with the help of irrigation and manure, good 
vegetables can be raised. The gifts of nature he profusely 
around, and though sometimes wearing an aspect to which we 
are unused, yet the immigrant will find here no lack of profit- 
able occupation or employment, provided he brings with him 
a stout heart, ready hands, good habits, and the faculty of 
making the most of the circumstances which surround him. 


We cannot conclude this historical sketch without reverting 
to the gentlemanly and statesmanlike qualities of our present 
Acting Governor, Orion Clemens, Secretary of the "Territory, 
who, for the last nine months, has administered its affairs in 
such a dignified and unexceptionable manner, and, in many in- 
stances, under such disagrecable circumstances, that the pres- 
ent quiet and successful condition of the 'l'erritory is to be at- 
tributed to his wise forethought and prudence. Some of the 
difficulties referred to, will be found in another portion of this 
sketch, and others will readily suggest themselves to those fa- 
miliar with the history of the Territory since be assumed the 
reins of government. He is a worthy substitute for our able, 
affable, and popular Chief Executive—Gov. Nye.

ORGANIC ACT. 


An Act to Organize the Territory of Nevada. 
[Approved March 2, 1861.] 


Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That all that 
part of the territory of the United States, included within the 
following limits, to wit :—Beginning at the point of intersection 
of the forty-second degree of north latitude with the thirty- 
eighth degree of longitude west from Washington; thence, run- 
ning south on the line of said thirty-eighth degree of west lon- 
gitude, until it intersects the northern boundary line of the 
territory of New Mexico; thence due west, to the dividing 
ridge separating the waters of Carson Valley from those that 
flow into the Pacific; thence on said dividing ridge north- 
wardly to the forty-first degree of north latitude; thence due 
north to the southern boundary line of the State of Oregon ; 
thence due east to the place of beginning, be, and the same is 
hereby, erected into a temporary government, by the name of 
the territory of Nevada; provided, that so much of the terri" 
tory within the present limits of the State of California, shall 
not be included within this territory until the State of Califor- 
nia shall assent to the same, by an act irrevocable withont the 
consent of the United States; provided, further, that nothing in 
this act contained shall be construed to impair the rights of 
person or property now pertaining to the Indians in said terri 
tory, so long as such rights shall remain unextinguished by 
treaty between the United States and such Indians, or to in- 
clude any territory which, by treaty with any Indian tribe, is 
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not, without the consent of said tribe, to be included within 
the territorial limits, or jurisdiction of any state or territory ; 
but all such territory shall be excepted out of the boundaries, 
and constitute no part of the territory of Nevada, until said 
iribe shall signify their assent to the President of the United 
States, to be included within the said territory, or to affect the 
authority of the government of the United States to make any 
regulations respecting such Indians, their lands, property, or 
other rights, by treaty, law, or otherwise, which it would have 
been competent for the government to make if this act had 
never passed; provided, further, that nothing in this act con- 
tained shall be construed to inlfibit the government of the 
United States from dividing said territory into two or more 
territories, in such manner and at such times as Congress shall 
deem convenient and proper, or from attaching any portion 
thereof to any other territory or state. 

SEC. 2. And be ü further enacted, That the executive power 
and authority in and over said Territory of Nevada, shall be 
vested in a Governor, who shall hold his office for four years, 

l and until his successor shall be appointed and qualified, unless 

sooner removed by the President of the United States. The 

Governor shall reside within said territory, shall be command- 

er-in-chief of the militia thereof, shall perform the duties and 

receiye the emoluments of Superintendent of Indian Affairs, 

and shall approve all laws passed by the legislative assembly 

before they shall take effect ; he may grant pardons for offenses 

i against the laws of said territory, and reprieves for offenses 

' against the laws of the United States, until the decision of the 

President can be made known thereon; he shall commission 

all officers who shall be appointed to office under the laws of 

said territory, and shall take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed. 

SEC. 8. And be tt further enacted, That there shall be a Sec- 

P retary of said territory, who shall reside therein, and hold his 

office for four years, unless sooner removed by the President 

of the United States; he shall record and preserve all the laws 

and proceedings of the Legislative Assembly hereinafter consti- 

tuted, and all the acts and proceedings of the Governor in his 

executive department; he shall transmit one copy of the laws 
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and one copy of the executive proceedings, on or before the 
first day of December in each year, to the President of the 
United States, and at the same time two copies of the laws to 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives and the President 
of the Senate, for the use of Congress; and in case of the death, 
removal, or resignation, or other necessary absence of the Gov- 
ernor from the territory, the Secretary shall have, and he is 
hereby authorized and required, to execute and perform all the 
powers and duties of the Governor, during such vacancy, or 
necessary absence, or until another Governor shall be duly ap- 
pointed to fill such vacancy. 

SEC. 4. And be tt further enacted, That the legislative power 
and authority of said territory shall be vested in the Governor 
and a Legislative Assembly. The Legislative Assembly shall 
consist of a Council and House of Representatives. The Council 
shall consist of nine members, which may be increased to 
thirteen, having the qualifications of voters, as hereinafter pre- 
scribed, whose term of service shall continue two years. The 
House of Representatives shall consist of thirteen members, 
which may be increased to twenty-six, possessing the same 
qualifications as prescribed for members of the Council, and 
whose term of service shall continue one year. An apportion- 
ment shall be made, as nearly equal as practicable, among the 
several counties or districts, for the election of the Council and 
of the House of Representatives, giving to each section of the 
territory representation in the ratio of its population (Indians 
excepted), as nearly as may be; and the members of the Coun- 
cil and of the House of Representatives shall reside in, and be 
inhabitants of, the district for which they may be elected, re- 
spectively. Previous to the first election, the Governor shall 
cause a census or enumeration of the inhabitants of the several 
counties and districts of the territory to be taken ; and the first 
election shall be held at such time and places, and be conduct- 
ed in such manner as the Governor shall appoint and direct; 
and he shall, at the same time, declare the number of the 
members of the Council and House of Representatives to which 
each of the counties or districts shall be entitled under this act. 
The number of persons authorized to be elected having the 
highest number of votes in each of said council districts for 
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members of the Council, shall be declared by the Governor to 
be duly elected to the Council; and the person or persons au- 
thorized to be elected having the greatest number of votes for 
the House of Representatives, equal to the number to which 
each county or distriet shall be entitled, shall be declared by 
the Governor to be elected members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives; provided, that in case of a tie between two or more 
persons voted for, the Governor shall order a new election to 
supply the vacancy made by such tie. And the persons thus 
elected to the legislative assembly, shall meet at such place, 
and on such day as the Governor shall appoint; but thereafter 
the time, place, and manner of holding and conducting all 
elections by the people, and the apportioning the representa- 
tions in the several counties or districts to the Council and 
House of Representatives, according to the population, shall be 
prescribed by law, as well as the day of the commencement of 
the regular sessions of the Legislative Assembly: provided, 
that no one session shall exceed the term of forty days, except 
the first, which may be extended to sixty days, but no longer. 

SEC. D. And be it further enacted, That every free white 
male inhabitant of the United States above the age of twenty- 
one years, who shall have been a resident of said territory at 
the time of the passage of this act, shall be entitled to vote at 
the first election, and shall be eligible to any offive within the 
said territory ; but the qualifications of voters, and of holding 
office at all subsequent elections, shall be such as shall be pre- 
seribed by the Legislative Assembly; provided, that theright of 
suffrage and of holding office shall be exercised only by citi- 
zens of the United States, and those who sl.all have declared 
on oath their intention to become such, ‘and shall have taken 
an oath to support the constitution of the United States. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the legislative power 
of the territory shall extend to all rightful subjects of legisla- 
tion consistent with the constitution of the United States, and 
the provisions of this act; but no law shall be passed inter- 
fering with the primary disposal of the soil; no tax shall be 
imposed upon the property of the United States; nor shall the 
lands or other property of non-residents be taxed higher than 
the lands or other property of residents; nor shall any law be 
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passed impairing the rights of private property; nor shall any 
discrimination be made in taxing different kinds of property ; 
but all property subject to taxation shall be in propcrtion to 
the value of the property taxed. 

SEC. 7. And be it further enacted, That all township, district, 
and county officers, not herein otherwise provided for, shall be 
appointed, or elected, asthe case may be, in such manner as shall 
be provided by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
territory. The Governor shall nominate, and by and with the 
advice and consent of the Legislative Council, appoint all offi- 
cers not herein otherwise provided for; and, in the first instance, 
the Governor alone may appoint all said officers, who shall hold 
their offices until the end of the first session of the Legislative 
Assembly, and shall lay off the necessary districts for members 
of the Council and House of Representatives, and all other 
officers. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That no member of the 
Legislative Assembly shall hold or be appointed to any office 
which shall havé been created, or the salary or emoluments of 
which shall have been increased while he was a member, during 
the term for which he was elected, and for one year after the 
expiration of such term; and no person holding a commission 
or appointment under the United States, except postmasters, 
shall be a member of the Legislative Assembly, or shall hold 
any office under the government of said territory. 

SEC. 9. And bert further enacted, That the judicial power of 
said territory shall be vested in a supreme court, district courts, 
probate courts, and in justices of the peace. The supreme 
court shall consist of a chief justice and two associate justices, 
any two of whom shall constitute a quorum, and who shall 
hold a term at the seat of government of said territory annually, 
and they shall hold their offices during the period of four years. 
The said territory shall be divided into three judicial districts, 
and a district court shall be held in each of said districts by 
one of the justices of the supreme court, at such time and place 
as may be prescribed by law; and the said judges shall, after 

their appointments, respectively, reside in the districts which 
shall be assigned them. The jurisdiction of the several courts 
herein provided for, both appellate and original, and that of 
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the probate courts and of the justices of the peace, shall be as 

limited by law ; provided, that justices of the peace shall not 

have jurisdiction of any matter in controversy when the title 

of boundaries of land may be in dispute, or where the debt or 

sum claimed shall exceed one hundred dollars; and the said 

supreme and district courts, respectively, shall possess chancery 

as well as common law jurisdiction ; and authority for redress 

of all wrongs committed against the constitution or laws of the 

United States, or of the territory, affecting persons or property. 

Each distriet court, or the judge thereof, shall appoint its clerk, 

who shall also be the register in chancery, and shall keep his 

office at the place where the court may be held. Writs of 

l error, bills of exception, and appeals, shall be allowed in all 
cases from the final decisıons of said district courts to the su- 

preme court, under such regulations as may be prescribed by 

law; but in no case removed to the supreme court shall trial 

by jury be allowed in said court. The supreme court, or the 

o justices thereof, shall appoint its own clerk, and every clerk 
Shall hold his office at the pleasure of the court for which he 
shall have been appointed. Writs of error and appeals from 
the final decisions of said supreme court shall be allowed, and 
may be taken to the supreme court of the United States, in the 
same manner and under the same regulations as from the 
circuit courts of the United States, where the value of the 
property, or the amount in controversy, to be ascertained by 
the oath or affirmation of either party, or other competent wit- 
ness, shall exceed one thousand dollars; and each of the said 
district courts shall have and exercise the same jurisdiction in 
all cases arising under the constitution and laws of the United 
States, as is vested in the circuit and district courts of the 

United States; and the said supreme and district courts of the 

said territory, and the respective judges thereof, shall and may 

1 grant writs of habeas corpus in all cases in which the same are 
9, grantable by the judges of the United States in the District of 
Columbia; and the first six days of every term of said courts, 
or so much thereof as shall be necessary, shall be appropri- 
ated to the trial of causes arising under the said constitution 
and laws; and writs of error and appeals in all such cases 
shall be made to the supreme court of said territory, the same 
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as in other cases, The said clerk shall receive, in all such 
cases, the same fees which the clerks of the district courts of 
Utah Territory now receive for similar services. 

SEC. 10. And be tt further enacted, That there shall be 
appointed an attorney for said territory, who shall continue in 
office for four years, unless sooner removed by the President, 


be 


~ and who shall receive the same fees and salary as the attorney 


of the United States for the present territory of Utah. There 
shall also be a marshal for the territory appointed, who shall 
hold his office for four years, unless sooner removed by the 
President, and who shall execute all processes issuing from the 
said courts when exercising their jurisdiction as circuit and dis- 
trict courts of the United States; he shall perform the duties, 
be subject.to the same regulations and penalties, and be en- 
titled to the same fees, as the marshal of the district court of 
the United States for the present territory of Utah, and shall, 
in addition, be paid two hnndred dollars annually as a com- 
pensation for extra services. 

SEC. ll. <And-be it further enacted, That the Governor, Sec- 
retary, Chief Justice, and Associate Justices, Attorney, and 
Marshal, shall be nominated, and, by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate, appointed by the President of the United 
States, The Governor and Secretary, to be appointed as afore- 
said, shall, before they act as such, respectively take an oath 
or affirmation before the district judge, or some justice of the 
peace in the limits of said territory, duly authorized to admin- 
ister oaths and affirmations by the laws now in force therein, 
or before the chief justice, or some associate justice of the 
supreme court of the United States, to support the constitution 
of the United States, and faithfully to discharge the duties of 
their respective offices; which said oaths, when so taken, shall 
be certified by the person by whom the same shall have been 
taken, and such certificates shall be received and recorded by 
the secretary among the executive proceedings; and the chief 
justice and associate justices, and all other civil officers in said 
territory, before they act as such, shall take a like oath or 
affirmation before the said Governor or secretary, or some judge 
or justice of the peace of the territory, who may be duly com- 
missioned and qualified, which said oath or affirmation shall

be certified and transmitted by the person taking the same to 
the secretary, to be by him recorded as aforesaid; and after- 
wards, the like oath or affirmation shall be taken, certified, and 
recorded in such manner and form as may be prescribed by 
law. The Governor shall receive an annual salary of fifteen 
hundred dollars as Governor, and one thousand dollars as 
Superintendent of Indian Affairs; the chief justice and associ- 
ate justices shall each receive an annual salary of eighteen hun- 
dred dollars; the secretary shall receive an annual salary of 
eighteen hundred dollars. The said salaries shall be paid 
quarter-yearly at the treasury of the United States. The 
members of the Legislative Assembly shall be entitled to receive 
three dollars each per day during their attendance at the ses- 
sion thereof, and three dollars for every twenty miles’ travel 
in going to and returning from the said session, estimated 
according to the nearest usually traveled route. There shall 
be appropriated annually the sum of one thousand dollars, to 
be expended by the Governor to defray the contingent ex- 
penses of the territory. There shall also be appropriated an- 
nually a sufficient sum, to be expended by the Sccretary of the 
territory, and upon an estimate to be made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, to defray the expenses of the 
Legislative Assembly, the printing of the laws, and other in- 
cidental expenses; and the secretary of the territory shall an- 
nually account to the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States for the manner in which the aforesaid sum shall have 
been expended. 

SEC. 12. And be st further enacted, That the Legislative As- 
sembly of the territory of Nevada shall hold its first session at 
such time and place in said territory as the Governor thereof 
shall appoint and direct; and atgaid first session, or as soon 
thereafter as they shall deem expedient, the Governor and 
Legislative Assembly shall proceed to locate and establish the 
seat of government for said territory at such place as they may 
deem eligible; which place, however, shall thereafter be sub- 
ject to be changed by the said Governor and Legislative As- 
sembly. 

SEC. 18. And be it further enacted, That a delegate to the 
House of Representatives of the United States, to serve during 
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each Congress of the United States, may be elected by the 

voters qualified to elect members of the Legislative Assembly, 

who shall be entitled to the same rights and privileges as are 
exercised and enjoyed by the delegates from the several other 
territories of the United States to the said House of Repre- 
sentatives. The first election shall be held at such time and 
places, and be conducted in such manner, as the Governor shall 
appoint and direct; and at all subsequent elections, the times, 
plaees and manner of holding elections shall be prescribed by 
law. The person having the greatest number of votes shall 
be declared by the Governor to be duly elected, and a certifi- 

cate thereof shall be given accordingly. 

SEC. 14. And be tt further enacted, That when the land in 
said territory shall be surveyed, under the direction of the 
Government of the United States, preparatory to bringing the 
same into market, sections numbered sixteen and thirty-six in 
each township in said territory shall be, and the same is here- 
by, reserved for the purpose of being applied to schools in the 
States hereafter to be erected out of the same. 

SEC. 15. And be tt further enacted, That temporarily, and 
until otherwise provided by law, the Governor of said territory 
may define the judicial districts of said territory, and assign 
the judges who may be appointed for said territory to the sev- 
eral districts, and also appoint the times and places for holding 
courts in the several counties or subdivisions in each of said 

judicial districts, by proclamation to be issued by him; but the 
Legislative Assembly, at their first or any subsequent session, 
may organize, alter, or modify such judicial districts, and assign 
the judges, and alter the times and places of holding the courts, 
as to them shall seem proper and convenient, 

SEC. 16. And be it further enacted, That the Constitution and 
all laws of the United States which are not locally inapplicable, 
shall have the same force and effect within the said territory of 
Nevada as elsewhere within the United States. 

SEC. 17. And best further enacted, That the President of the 
United States, by and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, shall be, and he is hereby, authorized to appoint a survey- 
or-general for Nevada, who shall locate his office at such 
place as the Secretary of the Interior shall from time to time 
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direct, and whose duties, powers, obligations, responsibilities, 
compensation and allowances for clerk hire, office rent, fuel, 
and incidental expenses, shall be the same as those of the sur- 
veyor-general of New Mexico, under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, and such instructions as he may, from 
time to time deem it advisable to give him. 


COUNTY BOUNDARIES. 


[The Legislative Assembly at its last session changed the 
name of Lake County to that of Roop County, and also formed 
Lander County; but as the Laws passed at the session have 
not been printed, we give the boundaries as published last 
year, with the addition of Lander County, the boundaries of 
which we take from the Act to create the county, approved 


December 19, 1862.] 
AN ACT 
To Create Counties, and Establishing the Boundaries 
thereof. 


[Approved November 25, 1861.] 
Be it enacted, by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Nevada, as follows: 

SECTION 1. There shall be a county, to be known as Esme- 
ralda County, to include all that part of the Territory within 
the boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at a point where the thirty-seventh degree of 
north latitude intersects the one hundred and sixteenth merid- 
ian, and running west along said thirty-seventh degree, to the 
California line; thence, along said line, in a northwesterly 
direction, to the summit of the divide between the east and 
west forks of Walker River; thence, along said divide, in a 
northerly direction, to the head waters of Desert Creek ; thence, 
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following down the middle of said creek, to a point where it 
debouches from the mountain; thence, following the base of 
the mountain to the west branch of Walker River; thence, 
across said river, to the base of the mountain; thence, follow- 
ing the base of the mountain in a direct line, as near as may 
be, to Mason’s Ranch; thence, due east, to the one hundred 
and sixteenth meridian; thence, south along said meridian, to 
place of beginning. 

SEC. 2. There shall bea county, to be known as Douglas 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at Mason’s Ranch, on Walker River, and running 
westerly, in a straight line, to the mouth of Clear Creek; 
thence, along the middle of said creek, to its source; thence, 
due west to the California line; thence, south and southeast- 
erly along said line, to the western boundary of Esmeralda 
County; thence, northerly along said boundary, to the place 
of beginning, 

SEC. 8. There shall be a county, to be known as Ormsby 


County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 


Beginning at the northwestern corner 
and running easterly along the north b

boundary of said county, to the place of beginning. 

SEC. 6. There shall be a county, to be known as Storey 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at the northwestern corner of Lyon County, and 
running thence, in an easterly direction, along the northern 
boundary of Lyon County, to the northeastern corner thereof; 
thence, north, in a straight line, to the road leading from the 
lower crossing of the Truckee to the Sink of the Humboldt; 
thence westerly, along said road to the Truckee River; thence, 
up the middle of said river, to the eastern line of Washoe 
County; thence, southerly, along said line, to the place of 
beginning. 

SEC. 7. There shall be a county, to be known as Roop 
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County, to include all that part of the Territory with the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at the northwest corner of Washoe County, and 
running easterly along the northern boundary of said county 
to the mouth of Truckee River; thence, due east, to the sum- 
mit of the first range of mountains east of said river; thence, 
in a northerly direction, along said range, and the main granite 
range of mountains to the Oregon line; thence, west, along 
said line, to the summit of the Sierras; thence, south, along 
said summit to the place of beginning. 

SEC. 8. There shall be a county, to be known as Humboldt 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at the northeast corner of Storey County ; thence, 
running easterly along the Immigrant Road leading to the Sink 
of the Humboldt, to the fortieth degree ; thence, east, along 
said line, to the eastern boundary of the Territory; thence, 
north, along the eastern boundar ; to the northern boundary 
of the Territory; thence, west, along said boundary line, to 
the northeastern corner of Lake County; thence, south, along 
the boundary lines of Lake and Washoe counties, to the point 
of beginning, : 

SEC. 9. There shall be a county, to be known as Churchill 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at the northeast corner of Storey County, and 
running south, along the eastern line of said county, to the 
northern line of Douglas County; thence, easterly along the 
said northern line of Douglas County, and the northern line of 
Esmeralda County, to the one hundred and sixteenth meridian ; 
thence, north, along said meridian, to the fortieth degree of 
north latitude; thence, west, on the said fortieth degree, to 
where it strikes the old Immigrant Road, leading from the 
Sink of the Humboldt to the lower crossin g of Truckee River; 
thence, westerly, along said road, to the point of beginning, 

Sec. 10. There shall be a county, to be known as Lander 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described as follows:

of longitude west from Washington, with the forty-second de-

of beginning. County seat, GENOA. 

This county, it is hardly necesgary to state, is named after 
the late eminent patriot and statesman, Stephen A. Douglas. 
The census taken in August, 1861, showed the territory of 
which it is composed to have one thousand and fifty-seven 
inhabitants, a number that has been increased, by this time, to 
atleast two thousand. This county contains more good farm- 
ing and wood land, in proportion to its size, than any other in 
the Territory. It also contains a great number of quartz leads, 
and other indications of mineral wealth, the working of which, 
when they shall come to be developed, will, no doubt, prove 
highly remunerative. The timber lands are confined to the

eastern slope of the mountains, and cover between thirty and 
forty thousand acres. The agricultural and grazing lands are 
mostly embraced within the limits of Carson Valley proper, 
and may be set down at sixty or seventy thousand acres, being 
about one third the entire area of the valley, the balance being 
tule, marsh, or barren sage plains. As an evidence of the 
produetive charactér of the arable and grass lands, it may be 
stated that, besides sustaining a large amount of stock, and 
raising à considerable quantity of grain the past season, about 
four thousand tons of hay were cut upon them, though the 
grass was lighter than usual. In faet, they produce luxuriant 
crops of grain, grass, and vegetables when irrigated, some por- 
tions not requiring this aid. The facilities for watering it are 
great, by means of the river, and the numerous streams coming 
down from the mountains, the latter flowing pure and cold the 
year round. The finest of vegetables can, with proper culture, 
be raised in Carson Valley, and although but little attention 
has been given to the growing of fruit, the hardier kinds 
would, no doubt, do well with judicious management. 

Coursing through the whole length of the Valley is Carson 
River, which, one mile above Genoa, separates into two 
branches, known as the East and the West Fork. These 
streams have their sources in the Sierra Nevada, the latter ris- 
ing in a small lake south of Hope Valley, passing through 
which, it afterwards rushes down Carson Cafion, a foaming tor- 
rent, making a descent of one thousand two hundred feet in five 
miles. The valley is bounded by mountains on all sides ex- 
cept the north. On the south and west is the Sierra Nevada, 
heavily timbered, lofty, and precipitous; on the east, the Pine 
Nut Range, having an altitude varying from one to three 
thousand feet, and destitute of timber, except patches of the 
piñon, a scrubby and resinous species of pine. Genoa is four 
thousand three hundred and thirty-seven feet above the sea 
level, about the mean elevation of the whole valley, above 
which the Sierra lifts itself to a hight varying from three to 
five thousand feet—Job's Peak, a bald mass of bleached gran- 
ite, being nearly six thousand feet high. 

The streams falling from the Sierra afford numerous excel- 
lent mill-sites, some of which have already been improved, as

the balance will be when the country fills up and the mines 
come to be opened. There are in this county five saw mills, 
two flour mills, and one quartz mill, now in operation, with a 
number more either building or projected, They are all driven 
by water, and of about medium capacity, the saw mills making 
from six to ten thousand feet of lumber per day. Several toll 
roads have been laid out and constructed in this county. "The 
principal of these is the McDonald & Kingsbury Road, lead- 
ing from Carson to Lake Valley, through the Daggett Pass—a 
work completed at heavy cost, and alike creditable to the skill 
and enterprise of the projectors, and a convenience to the pub- 
lic. This improvement, commenced in the winter of eighteen 
hundred and fifty-nine, and prosecuted under great difficulties, 
was open to travel the following August. It shortens the old 
route, by way of Carson Cañon, ten miles, besides affording a 
much easier ascent of the mountain, which is twenty-five hun- 
dred feet above Carson Valley, at the point where the road 
crosses it. From the valley to the summit it is three miles in 
a straight line, and five and three-eighths as the road now 
runs. By thus increasing the distance, the angle of ascent is 
reduced to five degrees eight and three-fourths feet rise to the 
one hundred feet. The laying out of this road is pronounced 
by those skilled in the art, one of the finest pieces of engineer- 
ing in the country, every natural advantage being turned to 
the best account, and a uniform grade being maintained 
throughout. It is also ample in its dimensions and substan- 
tially built, being sixteen feet wide, and supported by heavy 
retaining walls of granite. It cost, with improvements, seventy 
thousand dollars. A {toll road has also been built through 
Carson Cafion, and another through the pass east of Carson 
Valley leading to the West Walker on the way to Mono 
County; substantial bridges have been built over the forks of 
the Carson, where these roads cross respectively. A company, 
composed of J. C. Russell, C. H. Hobbs, David Smith, and J. 
L. Pennell, was chartered by the Territorial Legislature at its 
first session, for improving the East Fork of the Carson, for 
the purpose of floating down logs to Empire City, where a 
large steam mill has been built for sawing them into lumber. 
This company design to clear the river of obstructions, and 
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dredge or dam it, and cut side channels where it is too shal- 
low to answer their purpose. If successful, it will enable 
them to get timber to their mill from the forests دہ‎ the East 
Fork, about forty miles above Genoa, at small expense. There 
are other improvements in this county of a minor character, 
yet worthy of mention, and which we would be glad to notice, 
if space would admit. "There are two schools, one in Genoa, 
and the other further up the valley, both in a flourishing con- 
dition. A neat Catholic church was erected in Genoa in the 
summer of eighteen hundred and sixty, through the exertions 
of Father Gallagher, and the inhabitants, about the same time, 
put up à commodious building to serve as a court-house. 


Mines and Mining Operations. 

A number of mining districts have, at various periods, been 
created within the limits of what is now Douglas County, good- 
looking, and, in some instances, very rich quartz having been 
found in the range of mountains on both sides of Carson Val- 
ley, and immense ledges on the East Fork, some thirty-five 
miles above Genoa. Even so early as the fall of eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-nine, there was quite an excitement about cer- 
tain ledges situate at the foot of the Pine Nut Range, eighteen 
miles southeast of that town. These, however, having been 
examined more closely when the snow left in the spring, were 
found worthless, and nothing more was heard of them. In 
June, eighteen hundred and sixty, encouraging signs being 
found higher up in these mountains, at a point about one mile 
north of the Mono Road, a district called the Eagle was laid 
out, and operations commenced which have been continued 
vigorously up to this time. The following additional districts 
were formed in that section of the country about the same pe- 
riod, viz.: the Blue Ridge, Sulphur Springs, and Camp 
Faulls, but, as little or no work has ever been done in them, 
they require no particular description, and may, perhaps, be 
considered as disbanded. In the Eagle District, the principal 


- ledge, or at least that most extensively opened, is the Mammoth, 


located at the point mentioned. Here, a tunnel has been run 
five hundred feet in length, a force of thirty hands being at 
present employed, and the company are in daily expectation of 
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striking the ledge, in which, from assays previously made, they 
have great confidence. The Peck Tunnel, near by, running 
for the same ledge, has at length reached it, and pay-rock is 
being taken out by the proprietors. In the summer of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one, a new district, called Silver Mountain, 
was laid out on the East Fork of the Carson, thirty-five miles 
above Genoa. A great amount of quartz exists in this neigh- 
borhood, and a number of persons visited it and took up claims 
during the summer. A numberof shafts have been sunk, and 
six or eight tunnels commenced, but sufficient has not yet been 
done here to determine the actual value of these ledges. 

The mines mostly entitled to notice in this county, however, 
are those in the Genoa District, adjacent to the tcwn. Running 
along the foot of the Sierra, in this neighborhood, and main- 
taining a uniform altitude of about one hundred feet above its 
base, is a singular ridge, or lip, as it has been termed, which 
can hardly fail to attract the attention of one passing on the 
Immigrant Road. Curious to know something of its formation, 
some miners while inspecting it in August, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one, came upon the debris of quartz ledges, which, 
containing gold, led them to believe there must be mines in 
the vicinity. Further examination confirming this opinion, 
the entire base of the mountain was located so far as this rocky 
projection could be traced, being from Van Sickles’ to Jack's 
Valley, a distance of seven miles. Large claims for tunneling 
operations were taken up; a code of laws, the most full and 
perfect of any hitherto framed, was adopted, and extensive 
works at once commenced. The Sierra Silver Mining Saw 
and Quartz Mill Company, with a capital of six hundred thous- 
and dollars, own six thousand six hundred feet of this ground, 
upon which more work has been done than on any other claim 
in the district. Their operations, when fully carried out, are 
to embrace a wide scope, as they own a large tract of excel- 
lent timber land adjacent to their claim, connected with which 
is a saw mill having a capacity to cut seven thousand feet of 
lumber per day. The quartz mill is designed for crushing 
their own rock, which, by assay, yields from three hundred to 
nine thousand dollars to the ton. The labor upon their tunnel; 
one of the largest in the country, and on which a heavy force 
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is kept employed day and night, has eost over twelve thousand 
dollars. There were originally but thirty shares in this com- 
pany, which have since been divided into so many fractional 
parts that the number of stockholders is now over a hundred. 
Next to and adjoining the Sierra Company on the north, is 
the ground of the Sierra Morena Gold and Silver Mining Com- 
pany, into which a large tunnel is also being carried, and from 
which samples of exceedingly rich ores have been obtained. 
Owing to a dip in the mountains they expect to reach their 
ledge in going about half the distance of the other companies, 
a circumstance that renders it correspondingly valuable, Next 
to them is the H. J. Company, who are also opening their 
claim with energy and excellent prospects of success, Thus 
we find there is a broad extent of valuable mining ground 


within a short distance of Genoa, which, owing to its prox- | 


imity to timber and water-power, can be worked to great 
advantage. ‘The opening of these mines has given a new im- 
pulse to the business of the entire valley, over fifty thousand 
dollars having already been expended upon them, while from- 
their future working must spring up a new and prosperous 
branch of industry, advantageous alike to the proprietors and 
the country at large. 


Monitor and Alpine Mining Districts, 

This district of mining country is distinguished for the width 
of the ledges, their wealth, size and prominence, and the 
convenience of fuel, water, etc. There are many ledges in the 
Territory which assay higher, but none that can vie with these 
in the above necessaries, or that surpass them in the indica- 
tions of extraordinary richness, This region contains both 
gold and silver mines, and many localities where both these 
metals are found together. A rich and extensive coal mine 
has also been found to exist here. The coal indications are 
about three hundred feet wide, and the ledge is about twenty 
feet thick. This article has been tested and found to be 
excellent. 

Also alum and salt mines exist in the neighborhood, pro- 
ducing articles of good quality, and which are now in daily use 
among the miners working here. 
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Also, in the Alpine District an exceedingly promising cop: 
per vein has been discovered. The principal silver ledges in 
this district run nearly north and south, and are cut in two by 
the Monitor Creek. The “ Molten Ledge” being the Esme- 
ralda No.2. The explorations thus far made have been on the 
northern side of the creek. About half a mile from the group 
of ledges, on a flat on the stream, the town site has been lo- 
cated, which is rapidly populating. Besides the abundance of 
wood, coal, water, salt, ete., which is found here, there is also 
plenty of game, which the miner finds on every hand around 
him. 

There are two main routes to this region. One from Vir- 
ginia City, on the Placerville road, to Van Sickles’, whence a 
road built to the East Carson Valley, for the purpose of hauling 
hay, leads five miles to the mouth of Monitor Creek, The 
balance of the road, about fourteen miles, is over a trail that 
cannot be traversed by wagons. The other route is by way 
of Genoa to Woodford’s or Carson Cañon, thence to Hawkins’, 
two miles east, thence a wagon road about six miles to Middle 
Fork of Carson—the balance of the way by a trail fit only for 
horses and footmen. x 


GENOA, 


Tus, the earliest settled, and for a long time the only town 
in Western Utah, is pleasantly situated on the west side of 
Carson River, and about half way down the valley. On the 
south, a high, bald mountain, projecting like a huge bastion 
from the main range, shelters it from the strong winds and 
severe storms that mostly come from that quarter, while on the 
west, and immediately over it, the mighty Sierra, dark with 
woods and cut with deep ravines, lifts itself to the hight of 
several thousand feet. Spread out before it to the east are the 
rich meadows and pastures of Carson Valley, with the willow- 
fringed river winding through it. The landscape in front is as 
beautiful as can be conceived—the scenery behind, bold and 
majestically grand. 

The first settlement was made here by the Mormons as early 
as eighteen hundred and fifty. The place then, and for a long 
time after, was known as the Mormon Station, a name it re- 
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tained until about four years ago, when it received the one 
it now bears. Owing to its situation on the main Immigrant 
Road, its proximity to timber, and the abundance of water for 
mills and irrigation, and the fine lands about it, and to the fact 
that it was for a long time the shire-town of Carson County, it 
has always been a point of note and importance. Here a trad- 
ing-post was established, and a saw and grist mill erected at 
an early day; and here the weary immigrant first made a halt 
after crossing the plains, to recruit his stock and replenish his 
exhausted store of provisions, before starting over the mount- 
ains—then a formidable barrier to his further progress. The 
California trader going out to meet the immigration, generally 
made this his point of destiaation, only the more eager pushing 
on into the deserts beyond. 

Genoa, at the period of the silver discovery, contained about 
two hundred inhabitants—a number that has since been nearly 
tripled. The founding of its rival, Carson City, to which the 
county seat was afterwards removed, operated to its detriment; 
but, surrounded, as it is believed to be, with valuable mines, 
in the midst of the best agricultural and grazing region in the 
country, with extensive forests of pine timber and numerous 
mill-sites close at hand, once more a county seat, and still on 
the great highway leading to California and the Hast, it may 
well be expected to increase rapidly in business and popula- 
tion, and once more regaining its ancient importance, to be- 
come one of the most thrifty, if not, as heretofore, the leading 
town on the Eastern Slope. 

A very destructive fire occurred last year, which destroyed 
the principal portion of the town; but the enterprising people 
of the district immediately reconstructed substantial buildings 
on the ruins, and it is now one of the most thriving little towns 
in the Territory. The stages for Esmeralda have here their 
principal office, and the arrival of teams, the daily increase of 
traffic, and the stopping of the different stage lines at this 
place, gives sure promise of a future greatness to Genoa; and 
jt will not be long before it will rank with most of the other 
towns in the Territory. 

As will be perceived, we have inserted the names of parties 
mining in the Monitor, Mogul, and Silver Mountain districts, 
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in the Genoa Directory; and in another portion of the work 
will be found the latest items of interest connected with these 


districts,

BEGINNING at the northwestern corner of Douglas County, 
and running easterly along the north boundary thereof, to a 
point where it crosses El Dorado Cafion; thence, down the 
center of said cañon, to a point thereon due east of Brown and 
Company's dam, on Carson River; thence, in a westerly direc- 
tion, crossing Carson River at said dam; thence, to the Half 
Way House, between Carson and Silver City ; thence, north- 
westerly, to the summit of the mountains east of Washoe 
Lake; thence, in a westerly course along said summit, to the 
tops of the Sierras; thence, due west to the California line; 
thence, south, along said line to the place of beginning. County- 
seat, CARSON CITY. 

This, though one of the smallest counties in the Territory, 
is, nevertheless, capable of sustaining a large population, being 
centrally and eligibly situated, and abounding in the elements 
of natural wealth. The census report of eighteen hundred and 
sixty-one showed a population within its limits of two thousand 
and seventy-six, a number that has been increased by this time 
to at least two thousand and five hundred. The first settlement 
made within its borders was at the old King Ranch, which, then 
known as the Hagle Ranch, gave its name to the adjacent val- 
ley. A couple of houses were built about the same time on 
the site now occupied by Carson City. Other families located 
goon after at Clear Creek, Empire City, and at one or two other 
points in Eagle Valley, most of whom were Mormons. 

Three-fourths of the area of this country is covered with 
mountains, the Sierra Nevada occupying the western, and the 
Pine Nut Range the eastern portion thereof. The former is 
well timbered, being covered quite to the base with forests of 
stately pine and fir; the latter bears no other timber than the 
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pifion, which, though excellent for fuel, is worth little as an 
article of lumber. Centrally across the county, from north to 
south, runs Carson River, affording an unfailing supply of good 
water, and an extensive propelling power, all of which has 
been appropriated as private property, and much of it brought 
into use. A still more extensive water-power is found in the 
streams coming down from the Sierra, upon which numerous 
mills have already been erected, and more will shortly be put 
up. The amount of arable land in this county is not large, 
being confined to Eagle Valley and a few small mountain ra- 
vines and meadows, with some narrow bottoms on Carson 
River. The heavy growth and superior quality of the timber, 
and the facility with which it can be converted into lumber, 
compensate in a measure for the want of farming lands—the 


lumber trade having already grown into a very lucrative and 
extensive-branch of business. 


Toll Roads, Ete. 

The Lake Bigler Road, from Friday's Station to Carson City, 
now nearly completed, running along the east side of the 
Lake, and passing through King’s Cafion, will be quite a fea- 
ture of this county. Its length is twenty-one and a half 
miles, and heaviest grade eight feet to one hundred. Summit 
two hundred feet lower than the McDonald & Kingsbury Road, 
and saves three and a half miles travel. It is the intention of 
the Company to sprinkle the full length of the road. The 
trustees are Messrs. H. F. Rice, Alfred Helm, and Thomas E. 
Haydon ; Butlér Ives, Superintendent. The Mark L. MeDon- 
ald road, from Carson City to Half Way House, a distance of 
six miles, is also well built, and is traveled daily by hundreds 
of the heaviest teams. It runs along the foot hills to the west 
of Empire City, thus evading the sand and marsh between 
that place and Carson. 

The preliminary survey of the Virginia and Truckee Rail- 
road, from Virginia to Washoe City, with a branch running to 
Carson, has been completed, and a report and maps submitted 
by the Chief Engineer. The whole distance between the 
above points is found to be thirty-four miles; no gradient to 


exceed eighty feet per mile. Estimated cost of road and equip- 
ments, $2,588,000. 
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Saw Mills. 

There are a great number of very fine mills in this county, 
daily turning out lumber of all kinds for market, which, from 
the vast improvements going on in the surrounding districts, 
meets with a ready sale. Prominent among them is A. W. 
Pray's Mill, on Lake Bigler, or, more properly, Lake Tahoe, 
which, from the facility of obtaining clear lumber, and the 
beauty of its location, deserves more than a passing notice. It 
is situated on a beautiful cove, about eight miles from the head 
of the lake, and surrounded as it is with well tilled fields and 
tracts of gigantic trees, has a grand and picturesque appear- 
ance. A most singular phenomenon is here to be seen—the 
profile of a man, reclining, as it were, after his arduous labor 
in gaining the cliff, and with his face upturned to heaven, ap- 
pears to be asking for blessings upon this beautiful spot. There 
is also an iron spring within twenty yards of the mill, which 
the owner is very careful in protecting, and its medicinal qual- 
ities will one day prove valuable. Connected with the mill 
are three tracts of timber land on the east side of the lake, 
and one on the west side, almost opposite the beautiful land- 
locked cove on which the building stands. The timber is of 
the largest growth, plank five feet wide being quite common. 
The mill has two saws, one sixty and one fifty-inch, with 
edger, and also a splendid lathing machine, all driven by water 
power, of which there is a great abundance, and which is con- 
ducted through flume and ditch for more than a half mile. 
The new King's Cafion Road passes along the base of the foot 
hills the whole length of the ranch, and will be used by the 
teams going from and returning to the mill; and as there are 
several eligible places for hotels, it will not be long before 
strangers can have an opportunity of inspecting the beauties, 
and reaping the beneficial results of a visit to this most fascinat- 
ing place. 

On Clear Creek, at a distance of from six to eight miles 
southwest of Carson City, are three other mills, also of large 
capacity. The Coyote Mill, owned by Samuel B. Martin, pro- 
pelled by water power; Howe, Gray & Co.’s Mill, also water 
power; Elliotts Mill, and the mill of Chas. Jones & Co., driven 
by steam, They are all in admirable order, and turn out daily 
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from fifteen to thirty thousand feet each. There are also two 
shingle machines on the creek, which are constantly employed, 
and from the pressing demand at present, great numbers are 
made by hand. The mills employ, in various ways, about ore 
hundred hands. On Mill Caiion, five miles north of Carson, 
is situated Ashe's Mill, driven by water, and also two others 
of about the same capacity, all busily employed. The Moni- 
tor Mill, on King's Canon, is continually running, and were 
there a half dozen others in that neighborhood, could hardiy 
supply the extraordinary want of lumber for mining, milling, 
and building purposes. 

On the west bank of the Carson, one quarter of a mile be- 
low Empire City, is the Empire Mill, owned by Messrs. Hobbs, 
Russell & Co. This mill was built in 1862, and has recently 
been enlarged. The timber used is cut at Silver Mountain, on 
the East Fork of the Carson, a distance, by the river, of eighty 
miles, and driven down the stream, a rather difficult undertax- 
ing, as it takes about forty days to run a raft, owing to the toz- 
tuous windings of the river. There are now over three mil- 
lions feet on the way, and it will be all cut by the first of De- 
cember. At the last session of the Legislature, an exclusive 
franchise for five years was granted to this company, condition- 
al that the river should be made navigable for the purposes of 
timber driving, and there are now a number of men employed 
in the work. The machinery is of the most massive kind, 
using three saws respectively of fifty-eight, forty-eight, ard 
forty inches diameter, driven by the largest engine in the Ter- 
ritory, from the celebrated works of Goss & Lambard, Sacra- 
mento. The mill employs twenty hands, and can cut twenty 
thousand feet every twelve hours. 


Quartz Mills. 

CHILD'S & 117778 MILL, situated on Mill Cañon, five miles 
north of Carson, is driven by water power, and cost about six 
thousand dollars. It has ten stamps, and crushes from eight 
to ten tons per day, according to the quality of the rock. The 
company purchase ore, and also erush for eustomers, 

Passing over to Carson River, on the east side of Eagle Vai- 
ley, we have, first, the Silver State Reduction Works; and as 
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these works are one of the principal features of the Territory, 
we subjoin an accurate description of them. 


THE SILVER STATE REDUCTION Works, or “ Mexican Mill” 
as it is usually called, is situated at Empire City, near the banks 
of the Carson River, directly on the stage road from Carson to 
Virginia City, and is thus of easy access from either place. 
The mill is driven by water power; the water is diverted from 
the Carson River, and is brought to the mill through a ditch 
about four and a half miles in length. The fall is about twenty- 
two feet, and the ditch can now furnish some four thousand 
cubic feet per minute. The capacity of the ditch can be easily 
increased so as to supply as much more water as will ever be 
necessary. The water wheel is a high breast, twenty-eight feet 
in diameter, and an outside breadth of twenty-six fect, being 
the largest water wheel on the Pacific coast, furnishing about 
two hundred horse power. There are now forty-four stamps 
working, running with an average speed of seventy-five blows 
per minute, and the amount of rock crushed averages from 
seventy to seventy-five tons daily—this being more than double 
the amount crushed by any other mill in the Territory. 
Twenty-cight of thése stamps are employed constantly upon ore 
from the Mexican mine, Virginia City, from which place the 
ore is freighted to the mill in sacks. The remaining sixteen 
stamps are engaged on custom work, that is, ore bought of or 
worked for other mines than the Mexican. The plan adopted 
in working the ore differs from what is elsewhere in use, inas- 
much as it is a combination of two distinct processes—that of 
simple amalgamation, and the “ Barrel Process.” The ore is 
crushed wet, and flows first through “ Brevoort Grinders,” to 
convert it into as fine a state of division as possible, and thence 
through a series of twelve “ Mitchell’s Amalgamators,” in which 
the pulp, by means of copper screws, is forced through a mass 
of quicksilver, for a total length of one hundred and forty-four 
feet. From the last amalgamator the pulp flows into agitators, 
in which are gathered all particles of quicksilver or amalgam 
that may have escaped from the amalgamators with the pulp. 
From the agitators the pulp then flows into vats, where it is 
allowed to settle, in order that as little as possible of the sul- 
phurets of silver may escape. The ore has now been deprived 
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of all its gold and " free” silver, and there remain but the sul- 
phurets of silver, with sulphurets of copper and other “ base" 
metals, The ore is then taken from the vats, spread out upon 
a drying floor, deprived of its moisture, carried thence by ma- 
chinery to a grinder, where all the lumps that may have been 
formed are destroyed. The salt that is necessary for the roast- 
ing is ground at the same time with the ore, thus causing it to 
beintimately mixed, and in this state is elevated and carried 
to hoppers above the furnaces, without the intervention of 
manual labor. When the furnace is ready for a charge, an 
aperture in the top is uncovered and the ore shoveled in and 
spread out equally upon the bed or hearth of the furnace, and 
there roasted for such a length of time as the nature and quality 
of the ore demand. As soon as the sulphurets of silver are 
converted into chlorides (the result of the action of salt upon 
heated sulphurets), the ore is drawn from the furnaces, cooled, 
and then carried by means of a belt and elevator, to the dust 
room, immediately above the barrels. The furnace shed is one 
hundred and eighty-seven feet long by forty feet broad, and is 
intended for six furnaces, four of which are now in use. The 
draught necessary for the fires is created by a large chimney 
twelve by twelve feet at the base, and tapering up to a hight 
of eighty feet. This chimney is connected with the flues of 
the furnace by means of a main flue passing underground, 
along the entire length of the shed. The flues of the retort- 
ing and smelting furnaces are also connected with the main flue, 
and thus the possibility of an accidental fireis entirely avoided. 
Near the base of the chimney are condensing chambers, in 
which are caught such particles of silver as may be carried off 
from the furnaces by volatilization or otherwise. The ore hav- 
ing been deposited in the dust room, is now ready for the bar- 
rels. This portion of the mill is fifty-eight by forty feet, and 
thirty-one feet high, and divided into three stories, viz.: the 
basement, barrel room, and dust room. In the dust room the 
ore is bolted, preparatory to being charged in the barrels. The 
barrel room is fitted up for twenty barrels, each capable of 
working from two to two and one half tons per day; only ff 
teen of these are now in use. The barrel is charged with a 
proper quantity of ore, water, iron, and quicksilver, and then 
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made to revolve until, by a test, itis ascertained that all the 
silver has been extracted. The amalgam and quicksilver are 
now drawn off, and then the ore washed out of the barrels into 
a series of agitators, in which all escaping particles of amalgam 
are caught. In the basement, the salt and ore are ground up 
together, and space reserved for experimental researches. 

The above description refers chiefly to the mode of working 
the ore from the Mexican Mine. In the custom department 
the ore is treated differently. Here a series of twelve of Hep- 
burn’s pans are employed, and the pulp flows into them di- 
rectly from the battery. No one system is adopted for allores; 
but each kind is first thoroughly tested, and then treated ac- 
cording to its contents, The crushing and amalgamating part 
of the mill (comprising the stamps, pans, amalgamators, etc.) 
is contained in a building 186 feet long, by 90 feet broad. The 
total length of the entire mill is 450 feet. The line shaft is 
driven by two pinions, which gear directly with spur wheels 
fitted in segments upon each outer shrouding of the water 
wheel. So true are these segments placed (each spur wheel 
consisting of twenty-seven), that not the slightest jar is per- 
ceptible. All of the machinery is of the most solid descrip- 
tion. The mill has been running for nine months, and not a 
single stop has occurred by reason of breakage. ` The mill- 
wright (Mr. Railey) deserves great credit for the able manner 
in which he has performed his work. The wood which is con- 
sumed at this mill is cut on a wood ranch owned by the com- 
pany, and situated at the head of the ditch, down which it is 
floated to=the mill. Another feature of this mill is the com- 
pleteness of its assay office. This is in a fire proof brick build- 
ing, twenty by forty feet, erected between the barrel building 
and furnace shed. The assay office occupies the entire base- 
ment of this building. All the bullion produced by the mill 
is here smelted, assayed and stamped, ready for market. Daily 
assays are made to ascertain the working of the mill in its va- 
rious departments, .À chemical laboratory is also connected 

-with the assay office. Quite an extensive assaying business is 
carried on here, independent of that of the mill. In the upper 
story of the same building is the office of the mill. The win- 
dows and doors of this office open directly upon the various 
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departments of the mill, and thus a constant supervision is ex- 
ercised. Mr. E. B. Dorsey, Superintendent. 


BALDWIN & Co.’s MILL, also at Empire City, has four 
straight batteries containing sixteen stamps, and crushes fifteen 
tons per day. Machinery driven by a twenty-five horse power 
engine, from the Sacramento Iron Works. Water power is 
used in the amalgamating department, which now consists of 
iwenty pans, with steam chambers, and fifteen more are shortly 
to be added. Purchase rock, and crush for customers. Em- 
ploy fourteen men. Joseph Baldwin, jr., Superintendent. 


TEE MERRIMAC MILL, owned by Messrs. A. M. & S. R. 
Ellsworth, is situated on the west bank of Carson River, 2 miles 
below Empire City. It is propelled by water brought from 
the Carson through a ditch seven hundred yards long, fourteen 
feet wide, and four feet deep. The water has a head of twenty 
feet, and operating on a center-discharge wheel seven feet in 
diameter, creates an eight horse power. The buildings are 
seventy by one hundred. This mill contains sixteen stamps of 
seven hundred and fifty pounds each, operating in four of 
Woodeock's straight batteries, each of which weigh two thou- 
sand five hundred and fifty-five pounds. It runs day and night, 
Sundays excepted, employs seventeen hands, and crushes thirty 
tons of rock per day. The proprietors purchase rock, and also 
crush for customers; use twelve Wheeler pans and six six-feet 
pans, with steam chambers, which are regarded with great favor 
in the amalgamating department. The machinery, which is of 
the most massive and perfect kind, comes from the works of 
the Marysville Mill. The cost of this mill, including the dam, 
one of the most substantial on the river, is fifty thousand dol- 
lars. Employ fifteen hands, and is superintended by Mr. S. R. 
Ellsworth. 


THE VIVIAN MILL, about two miles below the Merrimac, 
owned by E. Ruhling & Co., has sixteen stamps, and crushes 
twenty-five tons per day. It employs twelve men, and uses 
eight Wheeler's pans and three agitators for amalgamating, 
working for both gold and silver. The company have a claim 
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in the celebrated Gold Hill, and also purchase rock. Water 
power, taken from river through a ditch and flume eleven 
hundred feet long, twelve and a half feet head, operating on a 
seven and a half foot Turbine central-diseharge wheel. Their 
dam is of stone, and very substantial. They have waterenough 
to carry double the number of stamps now running, and which 
they will ultimately employ. C. B. Barstow, Superintendent. 


THE ZEPHYR FLAT MILL, on the west bank of the Carson 
River, one quarter of a mile below the Vivian Mill, owned by 
Messrs. H. H. Raymond and Wm. Thompson, jr. It has four 
straight batteries of four stamps each, and crushes thirty tons 
per twenty-four hours. This mill employs sixteen hands, and 
_ uses the Wheeler pans for amalgamating. It is run by water, 
conducted from a solid stone dam, through a race fifteen feet 
wide, for a distance of half a mile. The wheel is of the 
turbine pattern, seven feet in diameter, and weighs seven 
thousand pounds, being the largest in the Territory—having a 
head of twenty-one feet. The power is ample, with the surplus 
water, to drive one hundred and fifty stamps. The mill edi- 
fice, a fine, solid structure, is one hundred and sixty feet long, 
and sixty feet wide. Taken altogether, this is one of the most 
complete and well-constructed establishments in the country, 
and cost about fifty thousand dollars. This company purchase 
rock. William S. Rowe, Superintendent. 


Mines, Minerals, and Mining Operations. 

Although no mines of extreme richness have yet been found 
in DD County, both quartz ledges and placer diggings of a 
valuable character are met with. In the foot-hills of the Sierra, 
near Clear Creek, a number of ledges, assaying largely ın both 
gold and silver, have been located, and expensive prospecting 
operations set on foot; not less than a dozen tunnels have here 
been commenced, some of which have already been carried in 
varying from fifty to five hundred feet, it being the purpose of ` 
the proprietors to extend them until the ledge is struck, which, 
in some instances, will require a length of tunnel from ھت‎ 
hundred to sixteen hundred feet. Many shafts have also been 
sunk, houses for the accommodation of the workmen erected, 
and other expenses incurred, indicating a high degree of con- 
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dence in these ledges on the part of those engaged in opening 
them. Should they prove rich, as there is good reason to 
believe they will, their value will be enhanced by the extreme 
facility with which they can be worked, and the ores reduced, 
owing to their proximity to wood and water power. Extend- 
ing from this point along the base of the mountains across the 
entire county, a distance of eight or ten miles, a series of quartz 
ledges may be traced, all more or less impregnated with the 
precious metals. Many of these were taken up during the fall 
and winter of eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, and some work 
done upon them, but they have never been sufficiently opened 
to determine their real character. 

In the Sullivan District, east of Carson River, a great number 
of ledges were located, and considerable work done in the sum- 
mer and fall of eighteen hundred and sixty, but not turning 
out as well as was expected, the whole with the exception of 
some half dozen claims, was subsequently abandoned. Lately 
there have been some new ledges struck, and the work of prus- 
pecting is going on-vigorously ; but as we cannot individualize 
the name of any particular company, we give, as common re- 
port, that many paying ledges are to be found in this district. 
Placer mines also exist in this section, which would pay fair 
wages with water for working them, but this being almost 
wholly wanting, little can be done. For a few weeks, while 
the water lasted, some twenty men made half an ounce a day 
each, working surface diggings at Onion Valley, in this district. 
There are other points where equally good prospects can be 
had, but there is no water. 

A variety of useful minerals and metals also exist in this 
county, some of them in great abundance. Iron and copper ` 
ores of good quality are found on Carson River, also to the 
east of it in the Sullivan District. There are extensive deposits 
of limestone at many points, one but half a mile south of Car- 
son City. One and a half miles east of that town are Curry's 
sandstone quarries, unequaled for the excellence of the article 
and the facility with which it can be obtained. Granite and 
suitable earths for making brick abound everywhere, and a 
marble bed, yielding a very superior stone, whether for useful 
or ornamental purposes, is now being opened five miles north- 
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east of the city. Chalk, gypsum, and coal indications abound, 
and warm springs, impregnated with various mineral sub- 
stances, are met with in different parts of the county. Of these 
Curry's Warm Spring, near Carson City, is the most remarka- 
ble and worthy of notice, both because of the volume of water 
flowing from it, and its convenience to the publie. At these 
springs, where also are his stone quarries, the enterprising pro- 
prietor has put up a fine stone building, one hundred feet long, 
thirty-two wide, and two stories high, now used as the Terri- 
torial Prison. The upper story of this spacious building was 
used as a hall by the Legislature during its first session. It is 
a substantial and costly edifice, and the first stone building of 
any magnitude erected in the Territory. The stone was taken 
from the quarry, which lies immediately adjacent to the build- 
ing and covers some sixty acres. It is of a soft, porous nature, 
working readily under the chisel when first taken out, and 
hardening on exposure to the air. It is, therefore, easily 
wrought and durable, and resists heat almost equal to fire- 
brick. From this point to the suburbs of Carson City, a rail- 
road track has been laid down, over which cars run for the 
transportation of stone and the carriage of persons visiting the 
springs. The spring, in its native state a deep pool, has been 
walled up and covered with a stone house one hundred and 
sixty feet long and thirty-eight wide. The depth of water now 
varies from three to five feet, and being at about the tempera- 
ture of the body, and very soft and limpid, affords one of the 
most healthful and luxurious baths in the world. 


CARSON CITY. 

This town, the county seat of Ormsby County, and the Capi- 
tal of the Territory, is beautifully situated on the west side of 
Eagle Valley, in the midst of a fertile and well watered plain, 
and immediately under the wooded hights of the Sierra Ne- 
vada—occupying a site with a sufficient slope to prevent over- 
flow, and having a dry and porous soil, it is never troubled 
with any great excess of mud or dust. Surrounded by grand 
and picturesque scenery, easily approached from every quarter, 
by means of good natural roads and passes in the mountains; 
located near the geographical center of the Territory, with wood, 
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stone, and other building material convenient, it has very prop- 
erly been fixed upon as the Capital, and can hardly fail to grow 
into a large and handsome city. 

The town was founded in eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, 
by Major Ormsby and others, who perceiving the advantages 
of the locality, bought the land and proceeded to lay outa city 
on a liberal and regular scale, the streets being sixty-six and 
eighty feet wide, crossing each other at right angles, and in 
their course conforming to the cardinal points of the compass. 
A plaza of four acres has been reserved in the center of the 
town for a public square, and another of less magnitude set 
apart elsewhere for educational purposes. A school-house, the- 
atre, and a church have been erected, and the Capital build- 
ings, soon to be constructed, will, no doubt, be of a character 
creditable to the city, and in keeping with the dignity of arich 
and growing Territory, Other public edifices will be required, 
and with them additional churches, academies, and other insti- 
tutions of learning, and it may fairly be assumed that Carson 


will soon exhibit something of the air and metropolitan features 
of older cities.

WASHOE COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at the north-west corner of Ormsby County, and 
running easterly along the northern boundary of said county, 
to the summit of the mountains east of Washoe Lake; thence, 
in a northerly course, along the summit of said mountains, to 
the lower end of the Big Meadows, on Truckee River; thence, 
down said river, to its lower crossing; thence, east along the 
Immigrant Road, to the summit of the mountains lying east of 
said river; thence, north, on the main summit of said mount- 
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ains, to a point from which, running direct west, would inter- 
sect the Truckee River at its mouth in Pyramid Lake; thence, 
due west, to the California line; thence, south, to the place of 
beginning. County seat, W ASHORE CITY. 


This county takes its name from the aboriginal tribe who 
inhabited a strip of country extending along the base of the 
Sierra from the head of Carson River to the Truckee. This 
section embraced a series of valleys, of which Carson, Eagle, 
Pleasant, Steamboat, and the Truckee, are the principal, and, 
. including the adjacent mountains, is still the home of this peo- 
ple. The beautiful name thus belonging to the native race 
came, when a new population was drawn into the country by 
the mineral discoveries, to be applied to the region in which 
the mines were situated, and should have been preserved to 
the new Territory since erected, as was the general expectation 
and desire of the people. FRANKTOWN, in Washoe Valley, was 
one of the earliest settled places in Western Utah, several Mor- 
mon families having located there as early as 48. Itis a pleas- 
ant little hamlet, situate on the west side of the valley, and 
still bears the peculiar impress of its founders—cach lot con- 
sisting of four or five acres, irrigated with water carried by 
numerous little channels through the public streets. The 
houses, too, built of hewn logs, wear a rude and primitive as- 
pect, and on every hand are to be seen the evidences of frontier 
life. WASHOE CITY and OPHIR, the principal towns in the 
county—the former being the county seat—are improving very 
rapidly. As will be noticed in the list of names, the principal 
population is in and around these towns. Buildings are going 
up very fast, and the number of teams employed hauling 
quartz and lumber, daily arriving and departing, give quite a 
business-like appearance to these thriving towns. Washoe 
City boasts of its newspaper; and well it may, ds it is one of 
the most interesting organs in the Territory, and is ably con- 
ducted by its publisher and editor, Gen. James Allen, a gen- 
tleman long and favorably known to the newspaper press of 
the Pacific side. 

This county, which, as will appear from its boundaries, is of 
pretty good size, contains a large amount of well-timbered, and 
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also of superior agricultural and grass lands. Of the former, 
there is not less than a hundred thousand acres, and of the lat- 
ter, between thirty and forty thousand. The wood lands are 
confined to the eastern slope of the Sierra Nevada, the only 
timber found elsewhere being the scrubby pine, and very little 
of that. The forests next the valleys, and extending three or 
four miles back, have been mostly taken up under the laws of 
Utah, which make the County Surveyor’s certificate title of 
possession for one year, after which inclosure is required to 
further hold the lands thus surveyed. A large number of saw- 
mills have been erected in the edge of this timber on the numer- 
ous streams coming down from the mountains, which afford 
ample and never-failing water power. Immense quantities of 
lumber is now being cut by these mills, which will be able to 
keep the markets supplied for many vears to come at moderate 
prices. To these forests, too, the mills and reduction works 
must soon look for fuel, unless the lately discovered coal mines 
shall, as there is good reason to believe they will, furnish all 
needed supplies. 

The chain of valleys mentioned contain a large proportion 
of good land. Of these Washoe, lying furthest south, is the 
most extensive, being twelve miles long and seven wide. It is 
not only a fertile but also a very regularly formed and exceed- 
ingly picturesque valley. On the west, rising by a succession 
of wooded ridges, is the Sierra, cut bv deep gorges and broken 
by land-slides. On the east, is a range of bleak and naked 
hills, contrasting strongly with the grain fields and green 
meadows opposite, and the glassy lake at their foot. On the 
west side of the valley, running out from the forests, are long 
tongues of timber, or detached groves, forming natural parks 
of great beauty. The lake, which lies on the east side, com- 
mences near the head of the valley, and, extending north six 
miles, loses itself in a tule marsh, which in high water is also 
turned into a lake. During the wet season this lake discharges 
itself through aslough running off through Pleasant and Steam- 
boat valleys toward the Truckee. 

Pleasant Valley, two miles north of Washoe, isa fertile basin 
about one mile in diameter, irrigated by a large stream of pure 
water, and hemmed in by ruggéd hills. Extensive gardens 
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have been cultivated at this spot for several years, with excel- 
lent results—vegetables of most kinds growing here as well as 
in Washoe with the greatest luxuriance, even melons ripening 
notwithstanding the altitude of the country, and the consequent 
early frosts. 

Following down a handsome dell, a distance of three miles, 
the wagon road enters Steamboat Valley, a little above the 
Boiling Springs, which give name and notoriety to the locality. 
As these Springs form one of the greatest natural curiosities in 
the country, we may be expected to give a somewhat detailed 
description of their appearance and properties, more especially 
as they are fast becoming the resort of tourists and invalids. 
They are situated near the head of an irregular valley, extend- 
ing north to the Truckee Meadows, a distance of eight miles. 
Before reaching them, the traveler is notified of their locality 
by little wreaths of steam, seen while yeta half mile off, and 
sometimes to a much greater distance. After approaching 
quite near, a gurgling and hissing sound is heard, somewhat 
resembling the boiler of a steamboat. This noise is said to 
have been much louder at a former day, being accompanied 
with an additional sound like the pounding of an engine; hence 
the name these Springs now bear. 

At that period, it is also claimed, the chemical action of this 
strange laboratory of nature was much more violent than at 
present. However this may be, the phenomena even now are 
sufficiently curious to interest the most stolid, and puzzle the 
scientific beholder. These noises issue from a rocky mound 
formed of incrustations, about quarter of a mile long and six 
hundred feet wide, having an elevation of fifty or sixty feet 
above the valley. 

Running lengthwise of this mound are a number of fissures 
about a foot wide, but having edges so uneven that one can 
see, or run a stick down into them only a few feet. Gurgling 
up through these openings with a rumbling sound, and at short 
intervals, come gushes of hot water, which, remaining even 
with the top for a moment, sometimes overflowing a little, 
again subside, leaving the fissure again dark and empty. At 
other points, the water keeps even with the surface, boiling 
fiercely, while at a few it leaps up two or three feet above the 
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surface, the whole while in action sending off columns of steam, 
The air about smells of sulphur, though this mineral does not 
appear to be present in the water. An analysis of the latter, 
made by Dr. Lanszweert, showed it to contain the following 
constituent salts in various proportions: soda, lime, silicia, 
chlorids of sodium and magnesium, and a small residuum of 
vegetable matter. Great medicinal virtues are claimed for this 
water; and that it possesses marked curative properties in cases 
of rheumatism and cutaneous diseases, the larger number of 
invalids of this class cured or greatly benefited under the care 
of Dr, Ellis, who has a hospital at this place, fully proves. A 
little town is growing upin the vicinity, where Mr. A. M Stowe, 
one of the earliest settlers in the valley, has erected a commo- 
dious hotel, ample for the accommodation of a large number of 
visitors, 

Passing north down Steamboat Creek and Valley, a distance 
of seven miles, we enter the Big Meadows on Truckee River, 
an extent of bottom land about ten miles long and six wide, 
The land, all of which is now claimed, produces a great amount 
of grass, from which a large quantity of hay is made, and on 
which numerous herds of cattle feed the year round. The 
hills about also abound in bunch grass, making the valley of 
the Truckee an excellent stock range, as it has always been the 
favorite winter abode of the Indians. It also possesses some 
historic interest, as being the route followed by the early pio- 
neers coming to California, The immigration of '46 followed 
up this stream, and on its head waters occurred the ever mem- 
orable Donner tragedy, conspicuous in the annals of human 
horrors. 

Ten miles below the Big Meadows are the Little Meadows 
of the Truckee, consisting of a few hundred acres of good land, 
and further down the rich bottom lends of Pyramid Lake. 
Here an Indian Reservation has been set apart for the use of 
the Pah-Utes, this being their ancient head-quarters and pres- 
ent home of that nation. 


Mines and Minerals, 
The work of mineral exploration in this county has not, as 
yet, been very thorough; still quartz rock is known to abound 
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in parts of it, and several ledges of well ascertained value have 
been taken up and extensively opened; while immense deposits 
of the useful metals—more especially lead, copper, arsenic and 
iron—are found about Galena, and several other localities. As 
early as the fall of '59, and but a few months after the discov- 
ery of the Comstock Lead, a great number of claims were 
taken up on the mountains east of Washoe Valley, where a 
district was afterwards laid out, known as the Argentine. Great 
expectations were entertained at first as to the results of these 
ledges, but with the exception of two or three, they have never 
as yet amounted to much. Some deep placer diggings were 
found in the summer of '60 at the south end of the valley, 
where a small number of claims paid at first large, and after- 
wards small wages, and have since continued to be worked. 
At Galena, and about Steamboat and Pleasant valleys, many 
quartz leads exist, some of which have been pretty thoroughly 
prospected, and a number of those near the former place are 
being worked with good results. Some prospecting was also 
carried on in the country adjacent to, and west of Pyramid 
Lake, prior to the Indian troubles; but being interrupted by 
these occurrences, has never until lately been resumed. The 
indications in that neighborhood are said to be satisfactory. 
Galena, as the name implies, is distinguished for the sulphurets 
of lead abounding in the vicinity. These ores are very rich, 
yielding from fifty to eighty per cent. of the pure metal. As 
this lead is largely employed in the reduction of silver ores, it 
has become to possess a value it otherwise would not at this 
remote locality. Deposits of iron ore and litharge also exist 
at this point. There are strong indications of cinnabar about 
Pyramid Lake, but no genuine ore has yet been found in the 
county. 

One and a half miles northwest of Washoe City is situated 
the “ Alford Ledge,” and is a remarkably rich vein of quartz. 
It has been worked to some extent, and contains nearly equal 
amounts, in weight, of silver and lead, with a very slight 
sprinkling of gold. The brothers Casamayou, Andrew and 
Antoine, have taken, or are about to take, Mr. Alford’s mill in 
Galena, for the exclusive crushing of quartz in this lode. They 
are masters of a process, first brought here, we believe, by 
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Antoine Casamayou, by which all of the silver can be saved, 
rejecting or preserving the galena metal at pleasure. The mill 
is now undergoing some repairs and alterations, to fit it for 
working this mixed argentiferous and galenie ore; and,taking 
into account the close proximity of the lode to the mill, and 
the thorough effectiveness of the separating process, we can- 
not wellsee how the proprietors can escape a fortune. 


The Peavine Mining District. 

Considerable attention has recently been attracted to this 
district, and many paying ledges discovered. The name “Pea- 
vine,” had its origin from a solitary vine of that name, which 
one of its early visitors discovered growing near a spring, and 
not as generally supposed from an abundance of this nutritious 
herbage growing in the valley. Most of the ledges now being 
worked were discovered only some three months since. On a 
few of them, shafts have been sunk from thirty to fifty feet. 
Most of the ledges show croppings of a greenish substance, in- 
dicating the presence of copper intermixed with coarse grains 
of gold. This kind of rock generally runs out at a distance 
of fifteen or twenty feet from the surface, and is succeeded by 
quartz varying in colors and firmness, as well as in the value 
of the metal it contains, Other ledges, again, commence with 
white, blue, black, and yellow quartz, resembling much the 
character of ore discovered in and around Virginia City, and in 
most of which gold is plainly visible to the naked eye, and 
which, also, upon a proper test, yield richly in silver. The 
lodes located in the hill to the right of the town appear in the 
following order: The Lucky Bill, White Diamond, Magnolia, 

Bevil Hammer, Green Mountain, Katy Wakeman, Offield, Ca- 
rondelet and Virginia ledges, Leaving these and passing over 
the hill to the westward, you reach the Lone Star, Mountain 
Sheep, Dix, Black Hawk, Irish American and Mammoth—all 
well defined ledges. To the left, and a mile or more distant, 
you discover the Young America, Star of the West, Kitty 
Clyde, White Sugar, Summit, Monitor, and Yuba ledges. The 
last three named have been but lately discovered, and from 
present appearances bid fair to excel them all. Some of the 
rock recently taken out is not only rich in gold and silver, but 
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shows masses of copper almost in its pure state. Various assays 
have been made, ranging from one hundred and sixty to eigh- 
teen hundred dollars per ton. The locality is very favorable 
for mills, wood and water being near at hand. 


Saw Mills, Ete. 

One of the first saw mills put up on the “ Eastern Slope” 
was at Franktown, in Washoe, Valley ; this was owned by J. 
Rose, and is still running. At the present time there are about 
twenty mills in the county, (the principal of which are the 
Central, Chapin’s, Elk Horn, Forest, Franktown, Loomis, May- 
flower, Musgrove’s, Penrod, Person’s, Stockham, Union, and 
Washoe), all kept in constant operation, and turning out over 
two millions feet of sawed lumber per week. This sells readily~ 
at prices ranging from thirty-five to fifty dollars per thousand, 
delivered at the mills. These establishments, several of which 
have shingle and planing machines attached, have cost in the 
aggregate not far from three hundred thousand dollars, and 
may be estimated to be worth, with their accompanying water 
privileges and timber claims, more than double that sum. It 
would, perhaps, not be out of the way to say a million dollars 
is invested in this branch of industry throughout the county. 
In getting out logs, hauling lumber, and in various other ways, 
these mills give employment to over five hundred hands, 


Quartz Mills, Bte. 

THE OPHIR Mirn.—The largest quartz mill in this county, 
and, with the reduction works attached, the most extensive 
establishment in the Territory, is that of the Ophir Company, 
at Ophir City, in Washoe Valley. These immense works, 
wherein every operation is conducted on a large scale, give 
constant employment to about one hundred and forty hands. 
The buildings cover three acres of ground, and the machinery 
and everything about them are of the most approved style and 
workmanship, Forty tons of rock can be crushed per day, by 
sixty-four stamps, driven by an engine of one hundred horse 
power. The ore taken from the mine of this company, situate 
at Virginia City, averages one hundred and fifty dollars to the 
ton. By selecting the best out of one hundred tons, perhaps a 
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single ton might be obtained that would yield one thousand 
dollars or more; yet, ihe great mass of rock put through the 
mill does not exceed the above amount. The raising of this 
ore cost about five dollars a ton, and the hauling six dollars, 
making the total cost, delivered at the mill, eleven dollars. 
When the projected railroad is completed it is calculated that 
the transportation of the ores will not be over two dollars per 
ton, and perhaps much less. The western terminus will be at 
the Ophir Works, with branches to other mills in the vicinity, 
and into the timber—the design being to bring ore from Vir- 
ginia and Gold Hill to the various mills in the valley, and take 
back goods, fuel and lumber. Besides these works, and their 
valuable mine, the Ophir Company own fourteen sections of 
wood land and seven hundred acres of valley land adjacent to 
their mill. Through this runsa fine stream of water, supplying 
the establishment, and driving a saw-mill that cuts all the lum- 
ber they require. Their preliminary outlay has, no doubt, 
been heavy; yet, with an establishment of such immense ca- 
pacity, and so perfect in all its parts, their income must soon 
be enormous, making the investment one of great profit. The 
old Freyburg barrel process of amalgamation isemployed, A 
large building has lately been erected in which the “ Patio 
Process” is also used upon a poorer class of ores. In summer 
this is conducted in the open air, but in winter the building 
is heated by large stoves, thus keeping up an even tempera- 
ture. Mr. G. P. B. Hill, who has had much experience in the 
Real del Monte mines in Mexico, has charge of this depart- 
ment. Mr. J. Woolley is the engineer; and the entire works, 
both mill and mine, is superintended by Mr. W. W. Palmer. 


Tug WASHOE VALLEY REDUOTION Works, situated at 
Franktown, of which Messrs. John H. Dall & Co. are propri- 
etors, ranks next to the Ophir Mill in capacity. It is driven 
by water, and has power sufficient to drive thirty stamps, and 
is a very extensive and substantial edifice. Superintended by 
Mr. T. B. Shamp. 


A little further up Franktown Creek is another mill, also 
propelled by water, but not so large as the one last mentioned.

Two or three other mills have been commenced in this neigh- 
borhood, and will soon be finished and in operation. At 
Washoe City, near the lower end of the valley, some three or 
four large quartz mills have been commenced, and are in dif- 
ferent stages of progress—some of them being at this time 
nearly complete. Principal among them is the 


ATCHISON MILL—Owned by Messrs. J. H., S. M. and S. S. 
Atchison. First built in 1861, remodeled in 1862, and now 
complete. It will compare favorably with any other mill in the 
Territory. Building 120 by 60 feet. Has sixteen stamps, ca- 
pable of crushing twenty-five tons of rock per day. The ma- 
chinery is driven by water power taken from Brown’s Ravine 
and Steamboat Creek, through ditch and flume three and a half 
miles long. In the amalgamating department there are ten 
Wheeler and four Wakely pans, together with eight agitators, 
from the Miners’ and Vulcan foundries, San Francisco. The 
batteries are from the Marysville Foundry. This company 
purchase rock, and also crush for customers. Employ fifteen 
hands, and is superintended by Mr. J. M. Davis. 


TEMELIC MÓiLL—Messrs. W. C. Wallace and E. K. Dodge, 
proprietors, is situated at the lower end of Pleasant Valley. 
The building, a very substantial one, sixty by seventy-two 
feet, as also the large water wheel, eight fect breast and thirty 
feet in diameter, was constructed by Mr. Horace Countryman, 
and is a creditable piece of work. The mill has fifteen stamps, 
and crushes twenty tons per day. Custom work, and also pur- 
chase rock. Water power, of which there is sufficient for two 
other mills of the same size. Have eight Wheeler pans, from 
the Miners’ Foundry, designed to work seven hundred and fifty 
pounds of pulp in two-and-a-half hours; also, two large con- 
centrating tubs, with conical bottoms, which receive the pulp 
from the pans, and in which the amalgam issettled. A steam 
boiler from Coffey & Risdon, San Francisco, is used for sup- 
plying steam to the amalgamating pans. All the iron work 
used, with the above exceptions, is from the machine shop of 
Devoe, Dinsmore & Co., San Francisco. Superintendent, E.

ALFORD’S MILL, at Galena, now occupied by the Messrs. 
Casamayou, and one or two others, of about the same capacity, 
are now busily employed crushing rock taken from the Argen- 
tineand surrounding districts. The first smelting establishment 
on the Eastern Slope was put up at this place by Mr. R. S. 
Hatch, in the summer of '60, at which he tested all the ores 
found in the neighborhood, reducing a considerable quantity 

' from several leads. Here, by a succession of experiments, con- 
ducted with great assiduity and skill, he elaborated the process 
bearing his name, and which, effecting a great economy in the 
reduction of the precious metals, has since been brought into 
extensive use. 

It will thus be seen that Washoe County is not without valu- 
able mines, nor deficientin the means for working them. With 
its various minerals, fine lands, timber, and water power, this 
county possesses the elements of prosperity to as great a degree 
as any other in the Territory. The area embraced within its 
limits contained, when the census was taken in 1861, a little 


over one thousand inhabitants, a number that has been more 
than doubled since.

STOREY COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at the northwestern corner of Lyon County, and 
running thence, in an easterly direction, along the northern 
boundary of Lyon County, to the northeastern corner thereof: 
thence, north, in 2 stiweht line, to the road leading from the 
lower crossing of the Truckee to the Sink of the Humboldt ; 
thence westerly, al me said road to the Truckee River; thence, 
up the middie il sud river, to the eastern hne of Washoe 
County; theuce, southerly, along said line, to the place of 
beginning. County-seat, VIRGINIA CITY. 


This county is named after Captain Storey, who lost his life 
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during the Indian difficulty in the month of June, 1860. The 
census of 1861 showed the territory embraced within its bor- 
ders to contain but four thousand five hundred and eighty-one 
inhabitants. Though of narrow limits, by reason of the valu- 
able and productive mines it contains. this county is the most 
important m the Territory. Within its boundaries are situated 
the celebrated Comstock Lead, and the rieh quartz mound of 
Gold Hill, a group of mines surpassing anything extant in 
their yield of the precious metals, The former mine was first dis- 
covered by James Finney and Company, in June, 1859. This 
man, commonly known as “Old Virginia," whose real name 
is said to have been Fennimore, und abbreviated to Finney by 
his companions, was a native of Virginia. He came to Cali- 
fornia at an carly day, and thence to Western Utah in 1851, 
where he mined about Chinatown and Gold Cañon, then afford- 
ing very fair digzings. Pinney, no doubt, knew of gold in 
“Six Mile Cañon " previous to 1858, but there was nothing 
done there until the month of January of that year; at which 
time he formed a company aud commenced work, making first 
rate wages. Following up this gold-paying lead led to the discov- 
ery of what is now known (how justly we leave to our readers 
to determine) as the Comstock Ledge, Peter O'Reilly and 
MeLausüliu being the discoverers, Finney and Kirby discov- 
ered Gold IIill Proper in March, 1859. 

In January, 1853, preliminary meetings were called at John- 
town, in Gold Cañon, to make laws governing quartz mining, 
which were adopted. W. H. Dolman was elected Recorder, 
and “Columbia Quartz District” formed, with the following 
boundaries: Beginning at the mouth of Six Mile Cañon, thence 
up Carson River to the mouth of Clear Creek; thence to the 
ceuter of the divide between Ergie and Washoe Valleys: 
thenee north, along the center of said divide, to the north 
branch of Six Mile Canon: thence down said cañon to the 
place of beginning. This was the first district formed, and 
these the first laws made to govern quartz mining on the 
“ Eastern Slope." The “ Pioneer Quartz Company” was formed 
inunediatelv after, and, as its name indicates, was the first in the 
“Great Basin.” They located several leads, but worked only 
one; this was the “ Moselle,” on Pioneer Mill, immediately

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east of the " Devil's Gate.” A road was also made, and an arastra 
built in the ravine, some two hundred feet below. They hauled 
down some four or five tons of rock, which was put into the 
arastra all at once, and ground on it some three weeks; but, 
as a matter of course, did not pulverize one-tenth. The arastra 
was “cleaned up" with a rocker, and three and a half ounces 
of retorted gold obtained, which, being sent to Saeramento for 
assay, a return of over forty-two dollars was received. This 
was in February, 1858, and was the first metal obtained from 
quartz in what has since proved to be the richest gold and silver 
bearing mines the world has ever known. 

Storey County is almost entirely destitute of timber, the only 
trees found growing in any part of it being the stunted pine, 
and a still more scrubby species of cedar. Even these are 
sparse and confined to different localities, many of which have 
already been stripped by the axe of the woodman. Itis equally 
destitute of agricultural lands, as well as grass and water, almost 
the entire county being composed of barren and broken hills 
or dry and sandy deserts, A few springs are met with, and an 
oceasional patch of interval land, which, when water can be 
got upon it, produces fine grain and vegetables. But it is almost 
exclusively upon her mineral resources, that this county relies 
for a business and population, Happily, these are of a charac- 
ter to secure her both, as her past career and present condition 
amply show. 


Mines, Minerals, and Mining Operations. 

To attempt to give a lengthened description of even the best 
known and most valuable mines of this county would require 
more space than a “ Directory " could be supposed to devote to 
that purpose; but as the principal business of the county is de- 
pendent upon these same mines, we deem it just that the names 
at least, of those most contiguous to Virginia should be men- 
tioned. New claims are being located daily, and ledges dis- 
covered in such profusion, and, in most cases, really valuable 
ones, that we can but mention the circumstance in extenuation 
of any apparent neglect on our part to give the names of all. 
Commencing at Orleans Flat, to the northeast of Cedar Hill 
and on the supposed Comstock, we have the Orleans Flat, In- 
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dependence, Allman and Plymouth; and on Cedar Hill, the 
Utah, Allen, Sierra Nevada, Oneida, Sacramento, Meredith, 
Osceola, Sutro, Silver State, Champlain, Alturas, Peytona, 
Texas, Recorder, Norton, Kenosha, Washington, Morning Star, 
Macy, Granada, Oriental, Oakland, Daley, Santa Rita, and 
Mountain. On Virginia Hill, the Cole, Virginia, Hazel Green, 
Beach and Paxton, Silver Star, and Lafayette. Immediately 
back of the Ophir are situated the Burning Moscow, Madison 
and Geller ledges, all rich and well defined. 


The celebrated Comstock Lead, which, taking into account 
both the mass and richness of the ore, is without doubt one 
of the most valuable gold and silver bearing veins ever discov- 
ered, we place in tabular form, for the better convenience of 
our patrons, and at the suggestion of many of the mine owners 
of the Territory.

Beside the above, which are known to be on the Comstock 
Lead, and which extend a distance of over a mile, there are 
situated above and below them many other claims, having good 
paying ledges, and from which rock is being extracted and sent 
to the different mills. Without speaking invidiously, we may 
mention the Bajazette, Poorman, Birdsall, El Dorado, Burn- 
side, Batchelor, Belvidere, and Alvarez, as the principal ones, 
while there are many others which may ultimately prove valu- 
able, but are not yet as fully developed. 

In the Silver Star Distriet, and along the base of the foot- 
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hills to the east of Virginia, many shafts are being sunk and 
tunnels driven in to reach the ledge, which, in one instance— 
the St. John Company—has been struck, and is really valu- 
able. Rock from this claim is being crushed at an arastra mill 
ou Tlowery Toll Road, and with good results. 


In another portion of this work will be found a description 
of the different tunneling operations; and as the information 
was derived both froin personal inspection and the most reli- 
abie sources, full contidence may be given to it. 

As the prosperity of the county is wholly dependent on the 
mines, and as the great agent for making these available is the 
quartz mills, we append a list of the latter, now eompiete aud 
running in the distriet. In continuation of our system, we 
first eive those immediately situated in Virginia, following them 
un as they occur in their order. The more lengthy description 
of some is owing to the kindness of the owners or superin- 
t. ndents, to whom the author is indebted for the information, 


Quartz Mills. 

HOOSIER STATE MILL.—AÀ. W. Pray, II. G. Blasdell & Co. 
proprietore—situated below the mouth of the Santa Fé Tunnel, 
is a very extensive concern, It was built in 1862, and has 
heen running regularly ever since. The Company purchase 
rock, and also crush for customers. The latest improvements 
for amalgamating are employed in this mill. It is under the 
supervision of Mr. H. G. Blasdell, a gentleman of long experi- 
ence in quartz mining and milling, and from the known enter- 
prise of the proprietors, we do not doubt it is a profitable con- 
cern. 


GOTLD & Carvini’s MILL—Situated on corner Howard 
Street and Spanish Ravine. Built in 1861. Ias ten stamps, 
driven by atwenty-five horse power engine. Crush twelve 
tous per day, principally custom rock. The amalgamating pro- 
cess is conducted through six Wheeler pans, Employ rine 

and superintended by Mr. F. A. Parke.‏ ہہ 


CENTRAL COMPANY'S MILL.—This company was incorpo- 
rated under the laws of California, October Ist, 1860, by the 
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name of the Central Silver Mining Company ; capital, $540,000. 
The mine, consisting of one hundred and fifty feet of the richest 
portion of the Comstock Ledge, is under the charge of Mr. 
John Pascoe. Present officers of the company are W. M. Lent. 
President; G. B. McAneny, Secretary; A. B. MeCreery, W. 
M. Lent and O. H. Frank, Trustees. W. 11. Godfrey, Super- 
intendent. The reduction works are situated on D, Mill, and 
E streets, and inclosed by a substantial fence. Within the 12- 
closure are several buildings used as office, assay room, store- 
houses, carpenter shop, and lodging rooms for the employes. 
There is also a large blacksmith shop, in which the entire 
work for mill and mine‘is executed. Building one hundred 
and fiftv-two feet long by thirty wide, with two wings: the 
northern one being used for the &melting and retorting depart- 
ment, and the southern contains three reverberatory furnaces. 
Tn the west end is situated the engine room, in which is a 
splendid fifty-horse power engine, made by Devoe & Co., San 
Francisco. There are also two large boilers, which furnish 
steam for engine and amalgamating tubs. Adjoining is the 
battery-room, which contains a ten stamp straight battery— 
stamps five hundred pounds each—and two Brevoort’s grind- 
ers; also, a powerful pump and hose for amalgamating and 
fire purposes. A salt mill capable of grinding ten tons per 
day, and a drilling machine, are also in this apartment. The 
capacity of the mill is from twelve to fourteen tons per day, 
andit has been running constantly, suecessfully engaged in 
working the richest ores from the Gould & Curry, Central, and 
Savage mines. From January 1st to April 80th, 1863, over 
five tons of bullion. valued at $250,000, have been produced. 
The Freiburg process is used, with the exception of stationary 


i Y 
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tubs instead of barrels. At the mouth of the tunnel, from 
which all the ore extracted from their mine is carried into the 
mill, is a large reservoir containing twenty thousand gallons of 
water, supplied by the tunuel, and is covered by an engine 
house containing a fire engine and complete set of fire hooks 
and axes. Mr. W. H. Godfrey, General Superintendent. 


Next below the Central, and following down Mill Street (or 
the Flowery Toll Road) is the 
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O'FARRELL MILL, published last year as the Ogden & 
Wilson. It was put up by George L. Fuller for that company, 
in November, 1860, being the first mill completed in the dis- 
trict. The main building is forty by eighty feet, with an ex- 
tension shed having a chute for conveying the rock to the 
batteries. An engine of twenty-horse power drives eighteen 
stamps, crushing twelve tons of rock per day. The erection 
of this mill, with the necessary adjuncts, cost about forty 
thousand dollars. 

To the right of the above, about fifty yards, is a small mill 
of six stamps, propelled by a twelve-horse power engine. In 
connection with this mill there are five acres of land. Both 
establishments are owned by Mr. William O'Connor. 


EMPIRE MILL AND MINING Co.—This extensive establish- 
ment is situated a short distance below the O'Farrell, on Mill 
Street; cost of mill, over one hundred thousand dollars. The 
land about the mill, owned by the company, amounts to twenty 
acres, and being located immediately within the most improv- 
ing portion of Virginia, is far more valuable than any other 
in the county. The building, a very large and substantial one, 
fronts upon the street, and in the rear, where the batteries are 
situated, and the ore delivered, the company have built a 
splendid road, crossing the cufion about one hundred yards 
above their office, which is a very neat and comfortable build- 
ing. Having thus two entrances, no delay is occasioned by 
the waiting of teams, and everything goes on systematipdlly. 
The company have two wood ranches, a short distapeé from 
Virginia, and owning the teams engaged in hauling/Quartz and 
wood, save to the stockholders a very considerable sum in the 
course of the year. The mill has sixteen stanfps, and crushes 
thirty tons of rock per day. In the amalgamating department 
there are thirty-seven of Wakelee’s patent improved pans, 
with steam chambers, working for both gold and silver. The 
mine belonging to this company is very valuable, they owning 
seventy-five feét of the celebrated Gold Hill proper; and in 
connection with the mine we must mention the fact of their 
being the only company who have yet struck the ‘ front ledge” 
in the hill, although all the other companies are running in 
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tunnels for the same purpose. From specimens of the rock 
exhibited to us, we have no hesitation in saying it is a mine 
of almost fabulous richness, Owners of a mine immensely 
prolific, with such an extensive mill in close proximity, out 
of debt, and able to supply other mills than their own with 
their rich ores, this company would seem to be in the best 
possible condition for effecting advantageous sales of their. 
property, if such be their purpose, or carry on their operations 
with eminent success. Employ in mine and mill nearly one 
hundred hands. Mr. R. N. Graves, Superintendent. 


GOULD & Curry MiLL.—The works of this company occu- 
py one of tlie most beautiful sites in the Territory ; located one 
mile east of Virginia, on an inclosed piece of land, comprising 
sixty acres. This spot, selected with wise foresight, is pecu- 
liarly adapted, with its many natural advantages, to the reduc- 
tion of gold and silver bearing ores. The grounds adjoining 
and surrounding the works are kept in a neat and orderly man- 
ner, an end easily attainable from the gentle slope of the land, 
combined with a perfect system of drainage. A noticeable 
feature, as elsewhere, around and in this establishment, is the 
abundant supply of water. This is obtained from reservoirs 
situated high up on the mountains, each side of the works. 
Prominent among the many buildings with which the grounds 
of this company are diversified, stand the Mill and Ore House. 
The latter building over one hundred by eighty feet, and forms 
quite a feature in the general plan. Here the ores from the 
mines are received, and after a careful drying, an operation 
performed by two kilns, each forty feet in length, they are 
taken to the mill in a car running over a track some fifteen 
feet from the ground. Between this building and the main 
works, there is a fall of ten feet; the division of the upper 
and lower grounds being made by an immense wall of stone, 
built with an evident eye to beauty as well as utility. The 
mill, or main edifice, is an imposing structure, of noble design, 
in the form of a cross, and is two hundred and twenty-five feet 
long, with wings eighty-seven and a half feet each, being the 
largest building in the Territory. Immediately over thecenter 
of each of the four wings, are placed ventilators, which 
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greatly conduce to the pleasantness of the interior. "The inner 
works are divided into three compartments—the engine, crush- 
ing, and amalgamating departments. In the former are the 
engine and boilers, from which the whole power used in the 
works is obtained. The engine, a beautiful and perfect piece 
of workmanship, is from the Pacific Foundry, San Francisco. 
It is one hundred and fifty horse power. The boilers, three 
in number, are each twenty-six feet long, forty-two inches in 
diameter, with double flues fourteen inches, They are inclosed 
in furnaces built of a peculiar fire-stone found near the works. 
Directly under the main floor of the engine room are the fire 
and air pumps. The center of the building comprising the 
crushing department, is three stories high, running at right 
angles with the engine and amalgamating rooms. It is one 
hundred and twenty-five by fifty feet, and contains eight bat- 
teries of five stamps each, capable of perfectly crushing thirty 
tons per day. The drawback heretofore in dry crushing works 
—the suffocating clouds of dust arising from under the stamps 
—is here pleasantly avoided by the use of two powerful suc- 
tion fans. In front of the batteries are four hopper-shaped 
bins, each holding about ten tons; into these the ore from the 
ore house is conveyed, and is delivered by its own gravity into 
the hands of the feeders. On the second floor, directly over 
the batteries, are situated the fine ore bins, four in number, 
with a capacity of twenty tons each. Into these the crushed 
ore, after being elevated and put through a peculiar sieving 
process, is deposited. Above these again, on the third floor, 
are ten more bins, for the reception of the dust taken from the 


| batteries. This department is isolated, as it were, being sepa- 


rated from the engine and amalgamating rooms by brick walls 
rising from the foundations to the roof. The amalgamating 
room is cighty-seven and one-half by fifty feet, three stories 
high, and is justly admired as a model of arrangement, con- 
venience, and regularity. The process employed in this estab- 
lishment—invented and put in practical working by Capt. 8. 
Tyler—is one not heretofore used, and is of undoubted merit 
and practicability. In this department, as in every part of 
these works, all the operations are conducted with system and 
skill. The ores to be treated, after a careful sampling and 
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weighing, are conveyed in cars, and deposited in seven large 
pans, on the upper or preparing floor; from thence, it descends 
to the middle, or amalgamating floor, where it is received in 
eight large tubs, with a capacity of ten tons each. On this 
floor, the amalgamation of the ores is completed, and by an 
easy transition descends to the first or finishing floor, on which 
are situated eight settling tubs, and twelve pans for washing 
up. Here the amalgam is received, and having been parted 
from its excess of mereury by hydraulie pressure, a method 
peculiar to this establishment, it is conveyed to the smelting 
house. In this building are situated the assay room, roasting, 
smelting, and retort furnaces. Here the amalgam, having 
passed through the successive stages of retorting, smelting, and 
assaying, is stamped and shipped to San Francisco. It is con- 
templated to increase this immense establishment to two-fold 
its present capacity. These works, as also the valuable mine 
belonging to this company, are under the efficient and success- 
ful management of Mr. Charles L. Strong. 


Turning up Seven Mile Cañon, and into Cedar Ravine, we 
meet with the 

WINFIELD MILL AND MINING Co.—Messrs. L. A. Booth 
and John Leavitt, proprietors. Has eight very heavy stamps, 
one thousand pounds each, crushing twenty tons per day. The 
proprietors intend shortly to still further increase its capacity 
by adding another ten stamp battery. Forty pans with steam 
chambers, and ten wooden tubs, comprise the amalgamating 
department. This company intend making the experiment of 
conducting the surplus steam from the escape pipe into the 
amalgamating tubs, thus saving fuel. The engine, a very fine 
one, of forty-five horse power, is from the Pacific Foundry, 
San Francisco. The pans are fromthe Iron Works of Goss & 
Lambard, Sacramento. This company is generally employed 
crushing rock from their own claim at Gold Hill, and work for 
both gold and silver. Twelve men are employed night and 
day. John Leavitt, Superintendent. 


Suncook MILL.—4AÀ. Bassett & Co. owners—located in Cedar 
Ravine, a short distance above the Winfield Mill. Built in

1861, and is one of the most fortunate in the Territory, having 
been constantly running since it was constructed. This com- 
pany crush their own rock, and also d» custom work. Has 
twelve stamps, driven by a splendid engine of thirty horse 
power, from the Pacific Works of San Francisco, and crushes 
eighteen tons of ore every twenty-four hours. Employ eight 
men, and use fifteen six-feet tubs for amalgamating, working 
for both gold and silver. A. Bassett, Superintendent. 

CEDAR HILL MILL, Messrs. C. B. & Chas. Land, proprietors, 
is situated on Cedar Ravine, one mile west of Virginia. It 
employs ten men, has three straight batteries of four stamps 
each, and erushes sixteen tons, running night and day. The 
engine, forty horse power, comes from the Pacific Foun- 
dry, San Francisco. In the amalgamating department there 
are twelve six-feet tubs, and eight Knoxs’ improved pans. 
This mill does eustom work and cost about thirty-five thou- 
sand dollars. The owners being enterprising business men, 
keep their mill constantly employed, and supervise the concern 
themselves. 


Tug Mariposa QUARTZ MILL, is located at the foot of Cedar 
Hill; it is propelled by a fifteen-horse power steam engine, driv- 
ing twelve stamps of six hundred pounds each, and crushing 
fifteen tons of rock per day. Knox's pans and the Hungarian 
bowls are used for amalgamating. the pulp being also subjected 
to a steaming process, as heretofore practiced by the proprie- 
tors. Cost of mill about twenty thousand dollars. 


FLOWERY DISTRICT. 

This District, lying east of and adjoining the Virginia Mining 
District, was laid out in the fall of ’59, a great many goo'l- 
looking ledges having been found there, several of which have 
since been opened and proved to be rich in gold and silver. 
Many of the claims at first taken up were afterwards aban- 
doned as worthless; of those retained and prospected to a 
greater or less extent we may name the Lady Bryan, Rogers, 
Monte Cristo, Utah, Norman, Cherokee, Harrison, Flowery, 
Adriatic, Union, Aurora Borealis, Uncle Sam, Desert, Anglo 
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Saxon, Humboldt, St. Johns, and Mammoth. The census of 
1861 showed this district to contain three hundred and thirty 

nine inhabitants, a number that has since been largely increased 

Running entirely aeross it is Six Mile Caiion, a deep ravine, 
through which, since the opening of the tunnels at Virginia, 
several hundred inches of water flow constantly. This water 
has led to the building of a number of steam quartz mills, and 
two or three others driven by water, which, besides enhancing 
the value of the mines, by giving employment to a great many 
hands, have caused a small town, called Flowery City, to spring 
up at à point about half way down the càiion. It is a smart 
little place, as indeed the whole ravine is an active and bust- 
ling locality, both by means of the numerous mills along it, 

and the fine road leading from Virginia to Carson River, and 
the Butte or Whitman Coal Fields, extending its entire length. 


Following down the cafion from the Gould & Curry Mill, we 
have in this district the following mills now in active opertion : 


SUGAR Loar MILL, owned by Martin Rancho, near Sugar 


Loaf Peak: driven by water falling on an overshot wheel, and ` 


generating about a twenty horse power. The mill has four 
stamps and two arastras, exclusively employed working rock 
from the St. John Claim in Silver Star District, and has thus 
far been successful in its operation. It will soon be enlarged, 
as the power is sutlicient to carry eight or ten stamps. Employs 
three men, and uses what is known asthe Mexican Process in 
amalgamating the ores. 


EMPIRE STATE MILL.—Chas. Coover and L. Dunn, proprie- 
tors—situated at foot of Sugar Loaf Peak. Both water and 
Steam are used for propelling this mill, either being available 
for that purpose. The water-wheel is forty feet in diameter, 
and the engine of fifteen-horse power. The mill employs 
eight hands, runs ten stamps, and crushes twelve tons per day. 
The company crush their own rock from Gold Hill Use 
Knox’s pans, with false bottoms, and Wakelee’s patent flue 
pans, for amalgamating, Lathrop Dunn, Superintendent. 


ROGERS SILVER MINING Co., on Flowery Road, 3 miles east 
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of Virginia. Has a thirty-horse power steam engine, driving 
two straight double stemmed and square batteries—eight 
stamps—crushing fourteen tons per day. Company crush their 
own rock from the Rogers Claim, in Flowery District. Have 
nine six-fect wooden tubs, and one Knox’s improved patent pan 
in the amalgamating department. Work for both gold and 
silver. Employ twenty-two men in mill and mine. W. 
Buncher, Superintendent. 


THe FLOWERY MILL, three miles east of Virginia, is driven 
by a forty horse power steam engine, made at the Vulcan 
Works, San Franeiseo. It runs but eight stamps, crushing 
twelve tons at present, though its crushing apparatus will be 
extended to its full capacity as occasion may require. This 
mill is erected for custom work, runs night and day, and em- 
ploys twenty men, and uses Dr. Veatch’s Process. 


THE BERTOLA MILL, No. 2, is situated at the junction of the 
Flowery Toll Road and Desert Cafion; water power, with wheel 
forty-two feet in diameter. Has ten stamps and thirty amal- 
gamating pans of the Bertola patent—to be increased to sixty $ 
employs ten hands, runs day and night, and erushes ten tons 
of rock per twenty-four hours. 


Tue OLIYE BRANCH MrLL—the largest in the district—is 
situated immediately in the town of Flowery. Built in 1861. 
It is driven by a thirty-horse power steam engine from the 
Miners’ Foundry, and crushes about twenty-four tons of rock 
per day. Has sixteen stamps, and uses thirty-two of Knox’s 
Amalgamators, with Palmer’s steam-chest attached. Works 
for both gold and silver. The building covering this mill is 
seventy-two feet long and sixty wide. Connected with the es- 
tablishment is a laboratory for testing ores. This company 
purchase rock, and also crush for customers. Employ twelve 
men, and run night and day (Sundays excepted). Charles H. 
Knox, Superintendent. 


There is also a small mill, with two arastras, driven by water 


power, about two miles below Flowery, and owned by W. H. 
Frink.

gardens are cultivated in its suburbs. "That a spot so desolate 
and forbidding, and withal so remote from the great central 
depot of the Pacific, should have been transformed in so short 
a time into a thrifty and populous city, speaks well for those 
who have had the work of building it up in hand. 

The Virginia City and Gold Hill Water Companies have 
lately consolidated and laid their pipes throughout the town, 
supplying from springs in the vicinity a sufficiency of pure and 
wholesome water for all domestic purposes, while the tunnels 
furnish an inferior quality for the use of the mills, irrigation, 
etc. "With this supply the health of the inhabitants will not 
suffer, as has heretofore been the case, from the use of bad 
water. .À company has also been incorporated for furnishing 
the city with gas, to be manufactured from the Whitman coal, 
whieh has been found well adapted to that use. From Vir- 
ginia City good wagon roads radiate in every direction, ren- 
dering it of easy access from all parts of the Territory as well 
as California. It is made the terminus of several railroads now 
projected, and some of which will soon be built, adding much 
to its prospective consequence, not only as a mining town, but 
also as a commercial depot and point of distribution. "With 
the railroad completed to Washoe Valley, freight destined for 
Virginia will find its way to that point over the Henness and 
Truckee turnpikes, now being constructed, and to be opened at 
an early day, thus making the passage of the mountains with 
greater expedition and economy than at present. Virginia 
City was incorporated under the statutes of Utah Territory in 
February, eighteen hundred and sixty-one. The election for 
Trustees came off March 11th, resulting as follows: N. W. 
Winton, President; I. C. Bateman, Secretary; George H. 
Shaw, Joseph Seates, Louis Feusier, Trustees; C. P. Robinson, 
City Treasurer; D. Dailey, Marshal and Street Commissioner; 
Joseph F. Atwill, Justice of the Peace—all elected for the term 
of one year. It was reincorporated at the last session of the 
Legislature, under the laws of Nevada Territory, and the fol- 
lowing gentlemen elected as its officers:

And 
not only in this hill, but in the whole District surrounding, 
daily developments have proved the immense value of the 
claims; and the extraordinary prices placed upon them by 
their fortunate owners, is a sure guaranty that, knowing their 
worth, they are not disposed to part with them ruinously.

Not so, for the southern extension of the town, and the many 
new residences of the business men on its eastern side, together 
with the fine stone and brick buildings on the main street, 
among which Maynard’s Block, Flagg’s Block, and the Odd 
Fellows' Hall, are most prominent, prove conclusively the 
enterprise and wealth of its inhabitants.

GRANITE MiLL—Darst & Harris, proprietors, situated at the 
head of Main street. Stone, fire-proof building, eighty-six by 
forty-three feet; thirty-five feet high. Engine, forty horse 
power; five straight batteries, four stamps each, crushing 
twenty-five tons per day. Proprietors employ eight men, and 
crush rock from their own claim at Gold Hill The latest im- 
provements have been introduced into the amalgamating de- 
partment. Superintended personally by the proprietors. 


ECLIPSE MILL AND MINING Company—(Grissim, Henderson 
& Co.)—Situated near the Granite Mill, is a building one hun- 
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dred feet by fifty in extent, built in 1861. Has a Corliss 
engine of forty horse power, from Goss & Lambard's Saera- 
mento Works, driving fifteen stamps, and crushes fifteen tons 
per day. Amalgamate with thirty-six steam chamber pans. 
Employ ten men. This company own thirty feet in the centre 
of Gold Hill Proper, and is employed solely on their own rock. 
The mill is one of the most fortunate in the Territory, never 
having had any drawbacks since it first commenced running. 
Boiler fourteen feet long, fifty-four inches in diameter, and 
fifty-two tubes, made bv Coffey & Risdon, San Francisco, and 
is one of the finest in the Territory; in fact, the proprietors 
assert that through the perfect working of the engine, and the 
admirable construction of the boiler, they save thirty-three per 
cent of fuel. Chas, Forman, Superintendent. 


Comet MILL, owned by John Kneeland and Isaac L. Re- 
qua. Situated on the hill immediately back of town, and has 
sixteen stamps, of six hundred pounds each. In the amalga- 
mating department there are thirty-two iron four-feet pans. 
Employ eight men, and crush fifteen tons per day. 


DERRICK’S MiLL.—ls driven by a sixteen horse power steam 
engine. Has two straight batteries, four stamps each, and 
crushes sixteen tons of rock per day. Does custom work, and 
employs six hands. Proprietor uses a process of his own, and 
has introduced arrastras, working for both gold and silver. 
This mill was brought over the mountains in cighteen hundred 
and sixty, from Oregon Gulch, Butte County, California, 
where it was known as the White & Nutter Mill. Present su- 
perintendent, and one of the owners, Mr. Rafael. 


Union MILL, a short distance above the Coover & Steven- 
son, has two four-stamp batteries from the Pacific Foundry, 
San Francisco, and crushes ten tons of rock per day. Present 
proprietors, Messrs. Zottman & Hitchcock. Engine of twenty 
horse power. Amalgamate with ten five-feet and two seven- 
feet pans from Vulcan Foundry. The lessees have a process of 
their own. Work for both gold and silver, and employ six 
inen. 
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CoovER & STEVENSON MILL, situated on Gold Cafion, in the 
town of Gold Hill, and claims to be the first that ever got up 
steam in the Territory. It is now running eight stamps, which 
are constantly employed crushing rock from the proprietors’ 
claim, in the celebrated Gold Hill. In the amalgamating de- 
partment are nine of Knox’s improved pans with steam cham- 
bers. Chas. S. Coover, superintendent. 


THE Nevapa MILL, formerly the Washoe Gold and Silver 
Mining Co.'s Mill, now owned by the Imperial Silver Mining 
Company, is one hundred and ten feet long and seventy-five 
wide. The engine is of sixty horse power, drives five How- 
land’s batteries, of which four have eight stamps each, and one 
twelve stamps, crushing thirty tons of rock per day. It has 
seventy-two amalgamating pans, and runs day and night. Em- 
ploy only six men ona watch. This company crushes rock 
from its own mine in Gold Hill Proper. 


GOLD HILL QUARTZ MILL AND MINING Company.— Works 
erected in spring of '61. Building seventy-four by thirty-five 
feet: steam engine of thirty-five horse power from the Pacific 
Foundry. Has thirteen stamps, and crushes, on an average, ten 
tons of rock per day. Employ fourteen hands, and use in 
amalgamating department twenty-four pans with steam cham- 
bers, and heavy mullers of latest and best description. This 
company has lately purchased fourteen feet of the cele- 
brated Rice claim, and its capital has been increased to two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. P. Pioda, superintendent. 


Crown ٣۱7٢ MILL—At the mouth of Crown Point Ravine, 
is at present undergoing repairs, and as it is the intention of 
the company to greatly enlarge its capacity, we ate unable to 
mention the particulars, 


THISTLE MinL—L. S. Bowers, proprietor,—Situated in 
Crown Point Ravine, is covered by a substantial building one 
hundred and eighty-three by forty-four feet. Runs two straight 
batteries of ten stamps each, and crushes twenty tons of rock per 
day. Employstwelve men; uses thirty five-feet amalgamating 
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pans, with steam chests for heating pulp. Proprietor has a pro- 
cess of his own, and crushes rock from his claim in Gold Hill 
Proper. 


SAPPHIRE MILL AND MINING Co.—Messrs. J. B. Gagnon & 
Co., proprietors. Building sixty-one by fifty-eight feet. Steam 
engine of thirty-four horse power. Employ fourteen hands; 
run four straight batteries, of four stamps each; crush twenty- 
four tons per day. Purchase rock, and also crush ore from 
their own claim. Thirty-two of Knox's steam flue pans are 
used in amalgamating. J. B. Gagnon, Superintendent. 


PETALUMA MiLL—Messrs. Fritsch, Zartman & Co., proprie- 
tors—now leased by David B. Hunt and P. G. Childs. Is 
situated below the Sapphire Mill, and is driven by a twenty- 
one horse power steam engine. Use for amalgamating twelve 
of Goddard & Co.’s five-foot steam flue pans, which, with the 
engine, are from the Pacific Foundry, San Francisco. Works 
for both gold and silver. The lessees have a process of their 
own. Has been constantly running since July, 1862. Employs 
eight hands, crushing ten tons per day, and doing custom work. 
Superintended by J. B. Hunt. 


Ruopz ISLAND MiLL—owned by Messrs. G. L. Smith, Wade 
& Potter, and T. V. Barney. Built in the fall of ۱62, under the 
supervision of George L. Smith, the present superintendent. 
Engine of forty horse power, driving twenty stamps of six 
hundred pounds each. For amalgamating, use the ordinary 
steam pans, built on an improved plan expressly for this com- 
pany. Use the wet crushing, and what is known as the “ sage 
brush” process. Building one hundred feet by fifty-three, and 
is one of the most substantial in the Territory. Its mechanical 
arrangement is most convenient, and it is attended with less 
labor than any other mill of the same capacity. 


STEWART, KIRKPATRICK & Co.’s MriLL—Located on Gold 
Cafion, one half mile below Gold Hill—was erected in the fall 
of 1861, and commenced crushing ore January Ist, 1862. 
The main building is fifty by one hundred and twenty feet, 
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with an engine room and wood-house attached, twenty by sixty- 
five feet. The engine is of forty horse power, drives four bat- 
teries of four stamps each, capable of crushing twenty-five tons 
of ore per day ; twolarge stamps of one thousand six hundred 
pounds each, for breaking coarse rock, and fifty amalgamating 
pans. The grandest feature of this mill is the convenience of its 
locality, and the perfectness with which every department is 
constructed, thereby securing great economy in labor. The 
dump is an excavation in front of the batteries, twenty by fifty 
feet, capable of holding six hundred tonsof rock; thus, when 
a load of rock is dumped from the wagon it is deposited imme- 
diately in front of the batteries, convenient for the feeder. 
immediately below the batteries are eight large vats, into which 
the ore, after being crushed, is carried through troughs lead- 
ing from the batteries, where it remains until thoroughly settled, 
when it is assorted and conveyed by means of a car to the 
amalgamating rooms below. As a matter of locality, conven- 
ience and durability, this establishment is unsurpassed by any 
mill in the Territory, and but few exceed it in capacity. In 
the rear of the building are four immense vats, each twenty by 
forty feet and eight feet deep, into which the slush from the 
drying department is deposited, thereby saving every particle 
of ore, an item in the saving process which commands the at- 
tention of mill owners.

MARYSVILLE MriLr—Messrs. W. T. O'Neale, Isaac and Sam- 
uel Glazier, and John Rule, proprietors—situated on Gold Ca- 
Hon. Has nine very heavy stamps, weighing eight hundred 
and fifty pounds each. Engine of thirty-five horse power, 
from Marysville Foundry. Two boilers, one thirty inch and 
one thirty-six inch; two Chile mills, and thirty five-feet amal- 
gamating pans, with steam chambers, from Vulcan Foundry, 
San Francisco. Work for both gold and silver, crushing twenty 
tons per day. Company have a process of their own, and 
employ fourteen hands. Purchase ore, and crush for custom- 
ers. Superintended by W. T. O’Neale.

CENTERVILLE MinL—Douglass, Wheeler & Co. proprietors, 
situated on Gold Cañon, immediately below the Marysville Mill. 
Ten stamps, of seven hundred and twenty-two pounds each, 
propelled by a twenty-eight horse power engine, capable of re- 
ducing seventeen tons of rock per day. Use twenty-four pans for 
amalgamating, so arranged that steam can be introduced for 
facilitating the process. The pans are from the Miners’ Foun- 
dry, and other machinery from the Fulton Foundry, San Fran- 
cisco, Company employ twelve hands, have a process of their 
own, and purchase rock, or crush for customers. Building 
fifty-two by sixty feet. 


SUCCOR MILL AND MINING Company, Gold Hill District, 
situated at the Succor Mine. The owners are Judge R. H. 
Waller, Jos. H. Moore, E. J. Moore, Dr. Benj. Ober, Robert 
Hawxhurst, George Stears, James Grant and J. Kittridge. 

This company had just completed a mill on Carson River, 
to run by water power, in the winter of 1862, when, during an 
unprecedented rise in the river, caused by heavy rains and the 
sudden thawing of snow on the mountains, the channel of the 
river changed, thereby destroying their valuable water power, 
and carrying away several hundred tonsof quartz. The frame 
of the mill was removed to its present location, and additions 
made to the building, ete. It has now a sixty horse power en- 
gine, driving fifteen stamps, and is capable of crushing about 
twenty tons per day. The amalgamating pans were found to 
be imperfect, and the company are about substituting the 
Wheeler pans. Oren Belding was the builder of the mill, the 
workmanship and design of which is considered by competent 
judges second to none in the Territory. J. M. Moore is Gen- 
eral Superintendent of Mill and Mine. 

With the admirable car track arrangement, twenty-five tons 
per day can be delivered to the mill, by the labor of two men, 
at a cost of twenty-five cents per ton. 


Sr, Lours Co.’s Mint.—Is situated in Gold Cañon, one-fourth 
mile above Devil’s Gate. Building fifty by sixty feet. Has 
four arastras and one of Broadhurst’s Crusher's, capable of 
pulverizing twenty tons of rock daily; driven by a steam en- 
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gine of forty horse power, from Miners’ Foundry, San Fran- 
cisco. The amalgamating is done by what is known as the 
" Sage Brush” process; the arastras are of large size Mexican, 
with modern improvements. The company crush rock taken 
from their own claim, situated near the celebrated “ Waller's 
Defeat" Claim, the first ever located below Gold Hill having 
been taken up in August, eighteen hundred and fifty-nine. 
The St. Louis is also a very valuable piece of mining ground, 
and has been thoroughly opened by means of tunnels amount- 
ing in the aggregate to over a thousand feet. This mill em- 
ploys thirty hands, and is superintended by Mr. Owens. 


AMERICAN FLAT MILL, (H. Martin Smith, H. W. Johnson, 
and A, Wade, proprietors,) situated on American Flat, two 
and a half miles from Gold Hill. Built in 1861. Has ten 
stamps, crushing ten tons per day. Also, six seven-feet tubs 
for amalgamating; the company having a process of their own. 
Employ nine men. Purchase rock, and also crush for cus- 
tomers. Have a splendid engine of twenty-five horse power, from 
the Union Iron Works, San Francisco. This mill has been em- 
ployed constantly throughout the past year, its owners being 
active, energetic business men. In connection with this mill, 
there is one of the best water privileges in the Territory ; there 


being sufficient escape water power for two more mills, G. K. 
Reed, Superintendent. 


RIGBY & Co.'s MILL, situated on American Flat, at head of 
American Ravine, one and a half miles from Silver City. Was 
built in 1862. Building twenty-four by fifty-four feet. Has ten 
stamps, crushing twelve tons per day, Employ ten men. In the 
amalgamating department there are five Varney’s Improved 
Pans, together with four settling tubs. Crush custom rock, 
though the company has an interest in the Globe Tunnel on 
American Flat, from which they shortly expect to obtain rock 
sufficient to keep their mill continually running. Have a 
splendid engine of thirty horse power. The battery irons and 
gearing are from the Pacific Foundry, and the pans from the 


Union Foundry, San Francisco. Superintended by James A. 
Rigby. 
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THE PIONEER FOUNDRY, at Gold Hill, is one of the main 
supports of the Territory, from which the mills derive their 
castings in emergencies, which are constantly arising among 
the innumerable breakages and wear-outs of wheels, gears, 
stamps, dies, etc. They are also prepared to do, and have done a 
great deal of new work on batteries, amalgamating tubs, pans, 
etc, and their assortment of patterns now comprises nearly 
everything used in the Territory, and their sources of informa- 
tion in regard to the wants of the country in machinery are 
superior to any. Now owned and conducted by O. Hyde. 


T'oll-Eosgds. 

Leading from Gold Hill are two toll-roads—one owned by 
W. R. Armstrong and G. D. Roberts; the other by Messrs. 
Waters & Carson. The former runs down Gold Cañon to Day- 
ton, à distance of seven miles; and being the route over which 
most of the quartz passes to the various mills below, has an - 
immense travel, with a corresponding income. It was com- 
menced in September, ’59, and has cost about fifty thousand 
dollars. The other extends from the town to the Half Way 
House, on the Carson Road—it was built in 1861, and cost 
twelve thousand dollars.

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LYON AND CHURCHILL COUNTIES. 


Lyon County—Boundary. 

Beginning at the southeast corner of Washoe County; 
thence, following the north line of Ormsby County in a south- 
easterly direction, to the Half Way House, between Silver 
City and Carson City; thence, following the said line of 
Ormsby County to Douglas County; thence, following the 
northerly boundary of Douglas County to the one hundred 
and nineteenth meridian of west longitude; thence, north, five 
miles; thence, by direct line, northwesterly, to a point on 
Carson River, one mile below Reed’s Station ; thence, north, 
three miles; thence, westerly by a direct line, to the southern 
boundary of the Gold Hill Mining District, but running so as 
to include in this county the Devil’s Gate Toll House; thence, 
continuing westerly in the same course, to the eastern boundary 
of Washoe County; and thence, southerly, along the eastern 
boundary of said county, to the place of beginning. County- 
seat, DAYTON. 

Churchill County—Boundary. 

Beginning at the northeast corner of Storey County, and 
running south, along the eastern line of said county, to the 
northern line of Douglas County; thence, easterly along the 
said northern line of Douglas County, and the northern line of 
Esmeralda County, to the one hundred and sixteenth meridian ; 
thence, north, along said meridian, to the fortieth degree of 
north latitude; thence, west, on the said fortieth degree, to 
where it strikes the old Immigrant Road, leading from the 
Sink of the Humboldt to the lower crossing of Truckee River; 
thence, westerly, along said road, to the point of beginning. 
County-seat, BUCKLAND’S, 


As these two counties are, by the law creating them, con- 
nected for judicial and political purposes, we shall consider 
them together. 


Lyon County is named after the late General Lyon, who fell 
at the battle of Wilson's Creek, near Springfield, while en- 
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gaged suppressing the rebellion in Missouri in 1861. Churchill 
is also named after an older and much esteemed officer in the 
army, the name having, in the first instance, been given to the 
fort erected within its limits in 1860. The general features of 
the country throughout both counties, as well as their geologi- 
eal characteristics and natural products, are very similar; they 
being, like Storey, less remarkable for their agricultural than 
for their mineral wealth. Several mining districts have been 
laid out within their boundaries,—some of them at an early 
period. The Devil’s Gate District, adjacent to Silver City, was 
the second regular mining district ever created in the Terri- 
tory—Virginia being the first. In nearly every direction about 
that town, for a distance of several miles, quartz veins rich in 
gold and silver are met with; though the grounds of the Daney 
Company, in the southern part of the district, near the Carson ' 
River, are by far the most valuable, rivaling, and in the esti- 
mation of many, surpassing those of Gold Hill. The rock taken 
from this claim is, no doubt, equal in richness to any ever dis- 
covered in the Territory, yet the ledge is not so wide as in a 
number of claims at Gold Hill; the latter running from ten to 
forty, and even fifty feet in width, while that of the Daney 
reaches only from twelve to twenty-five feet. This mine, how- 
ever, has been opened with great care, and in the most scien- 
tific manner, besides being near extensive water power, which, 
by cheapening the cost of working the ore, will more than com- 
pensate for what it lacks in being of equal magnitude with the 
best claims at Gold Hill. This valuable mine is distant in a 
straight line about five miles from those at Gold Hill, yet, as 
the rock obtained at the two localities is precisely similar, and 
it is in range with the supposed direction of the Comstock Lead, 
there is no longer any question as to its forming a part of the 
same, 

Placer mining was begun in Lyon County as early as 1849; 
very good diggings having been found at Chinatown, now Day- 
ton, by theimmigration of that year. Here, and as far up Gold 
Cafion as the present site of Silver City, the bars paid at the 
rate of an ounce a day to the hand, for several years, and very 
fair wages for a much longer time. Even so late as the sum- 
mer of ’59, these localities, as well as Six Mile Cañon, contin- 
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ued to be worked, though they had by this time declined to 
about five dollar diggings. 

At no other points than those mentioned do placer diggings, 
of sufficient richness to pay for working, appear to have been 
found, though there seems to have been an idea, entertained by 
certain pioneer miners, that silver existed on the Eastern Slope 
several years before the Comstock Lead was discovered. Ii 
cannot be said, however, that this was a prevalent opinion; 
the notion having been confined, so far as we can learn, to a 
couple of brothers named Allen and Hosea Grosh. These 
men seem to have been possessed of a good deal of knowledge 
in regard to minerals, and had in some manner got the impres- 
sion that there were silver veins east of the Sierras. Hence, as 
early as '55 they immigrated to this side of the mountains, and 
working sufficiently at placer diggings to defray expenses, 
engaged in prospecting for that metal. Being of a quiet and 
reserved turn of mind, they never communicated much of 
their thoughts on this matter to their associates, nor were the 
latter of a class vexed with that thirst for knowledge that led 
them to be inquisitive on the subject. In fact, the brothers, 
though generally well liked, were looked upon by their more 
thoughtless and hilarious companions as visionary fellows, 
and as such were suffered to think their thoughts and pursue 
their business unquestioned and unheeded. Hence, although 
they were constantly engaged obtaining samples of rock, and 
testing it for silver, but little attention was paid to them or 
their labors, and both would have been forgotten but for the 
subsequent finding of that metal so near the scene of their 
explorations, and of which they might themselves have become 
the discoverers but for an accident that brought their work to 
a sad and summary termination. Inthe year’57, Hosea Grosh, 
while at work in a shaft, struck the point of a pick into his 
foot, inflicting a severe wound, and one which, owing to the 
want of surgical skill, after a few days brought on lockjaw and 
proved fatal. At this time Comstock, who afterward gave his 
name to the celebrated silver lead, had a cabin a little below 
the spot where Silver City now stands, to which the young 
man was carried, and where Comstock attended him with his 
characteristic kindness. In '59 a mound was still to be seen 
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opposite the cabin, a few rods up the hill, on the south side of 
Gold Cafion, marking the spot where poor Grosh had been 
buried. Like most of the early graves in this then quiet and 
lonely ravine—since changed into a thronged and busy thor- 
oughfare—it is now obliterated, and soon this pioneer of the 
silver land will rest, like most of the early adventurers on the 
“ Eastern Slope," in an unknown and unmarked sepulchre. 

The surviving brother, pining for the loss of one to whom 
he seems to have been much attached, became disheartened, 
and returning to California himself soon after, sickened and 
died. With the death of these unfortunate men all purpose of 
seeking silver in these regions perished, leaving its existence 
to be revealed to tLe world, as has been the case in most nota- 
ble discoveries of the kind, by the agency of accident alone. 
How these men came to think there was silver in this vicinity 
is not apparent, since they never communieated to any one 
their reasons for this opinion. Certain it is, they had just and 
well-defined notions in regard to the matter, and came very 
near attaintng the great object of their hopes and toils—how 
near will appear from the following circumstance : 

In the summer of '59, and but a few weeks after the discov- 
ery of the Comstock Ledge, H. Degroot, who has since visited 
nearly every important locality lying within the rim of the 
Great Basin, while examining the mountain ranges that skirt 
Gold Cafion, came upon a shaft sunk in a high bench on Griz- 
zly Hill, at the mouth of American Ravine. As the work had 
evidently been done a long time before, and there were remains 
of charcoal and evidences of a sort of smelting work having 
been erected on the spot, his curiosity was excited to learn 
something of its history. Examining the shaft more carefully, 
he found that it had been filled up near the top by means of 
logs placed across it, upon which dirt had been thrown, as if 
with the design of concealing its real depth subsequently 
found to be forty feet. On inquiry he ascertained that this was 
the work of the Grosh brothers, who had here, two years be- 
fore, actually taken out argentiferous rock, and reduced it in 
this rude furnace, within three miles of the Ophir Claim, where 
the great mother lead was first laid open, and on a direct line 
between that claim and the Daney ground, now known to be 
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a portion of that lead; so nearly did these ill-faring but well 
deserving men—dreamers in that day, seers in this—attain to 
fame and fortune in becoming the finders of the great Com- 
stock Ledge. 

None of the old residents were aware of the existence of 
this excavation, though they knew these men had been at work 
in this neighborhood. It is a curious circumstance that this 
shaft having been re-opened in 1860, the remains of a female 
were found at the bottom of it, but whether they were those 
of a white or Indian, or how they came there, no one could 
tell. The opening now goes by the name of the “ Lost Shaft." 

There are various other interesting reminiscences connected 
with the early history of the region embraced within the limits 
of these two counties, and which, if space allowed, we should 
be glad to enlarge upon. Here, at a point on Carson River 
thirty miles below Dayton, was the scene of the Williams 
Massacre, which led to the Indian war in the Spring of ‘60, 
that resulted so disastrously to the whites, and prostrated for 
the time being, every interest in the country: here belongs, in 
good part, a narration of the sufferings and losses of the early 
immigrants, and here was the theater of many a bold exploit 
on the part of the trappers who first pushed over the Rocky 
Mountains—while many an Indian legend and tale of heroism 
might be told of the tribes who at a former day inhabited this 
section, But all this must be left to the future chronicler of 
these primitive times, while we pursue our task of pointing 
out what, though perhaps less entertaining, is of more imme- 
diate use. 

Mines, te. 

As has been stated, there are several mining districts, con- 
taining numerous quartz ledges, within the borders of these 
two counties. Of these ledges, the following, and perhaps 
many others, are entitled to mention, because of their manifest 
value; the large amount of work which has been performed 
upon them, or some other circumstance, tending to give them 
notoriety: First is the Daney Ledge, of which mention is 
made on a preceding page, and it being so well known, we 
need not dilate upon it any further. Near the Daney, in 
Spring Valley District, are a number of claims possessing more 
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or less value because of their supposed location on the same 
ledge; of these the Cany, named after Col. Cany, the original 
locator, stands first—the Independence, Emigrant, White & 
,ہ0‎ Maid of Erin, Ellsworth, Union, Fashion, Gov. Nye, 
United States, Wapella, Silver City, North America, Buck- 
eye, Pride of the West, Mount Hope, Gold Bluff, Dorence, 
Wayne, American, Señorita, “Lost Shaft,” Vermilion, Del 
Rey, Chenango, Downs, Sarah Bladen, Twin Lode, Henry 
Gratton, Florence, Josephine, Washington, Bunker Hili, Daney 
No. 2, Telegraph, Eureka, Antelope, and Harmonium, all with 
extensions. Besides the above, in this same district, are situ- 
ated the celebrated claims of the Jewel Company, who intend 
shortly to erect a large mill near the mine, the Winnemucca, 
Marshal Ney, Perseverance, Columbia, Robert Emmet, Harem, 
Cornwall, Dundee, Hawley, Eclipse, Glencoe, Yucatan, Sham- 
rock, Smith O’Brien, Mount Vernon, and many others equally 
valuable. The incorporation of such a number of companies 
whose mines are located in this district, in most cases altering 
the original names of the claims, is our excuse for any omis- 
sions we may have made. Suffice it to say, we consider the 
mines of this and neighboring districts, as equal, if not sur- 
passing any other in the Territory. 


SILVER CITY.—Quartz Mills. 

PIONEER MiLL.—ls situated at Silver City, immediately be- 
low the Devil's Gate. It is the first quartz mill ever put up, as 
well as started, within the limits of Nevada Territory, having 
commenced running August 18, 1860. It was erected under 
the superintendenee of Mr. Almarin B. Paul, who has since 
continued to conduct its operations with credit to himself and 
profit to the owners, of whom he is one. The machinery is 
driven by a forty horse power steam-engine, working thirty- 
two stamps, and having a capacity to crush thirty tons of rock 
perday. Tt gives employment to fifteen men, and uses twenty- 
four amalgamating pans with Paul's Concentrating Tables. 


PIONEER QUARTZ Co.'s MILL, in Gold Cañon, near Devil's 
Gate, has a forty horse power steam-engine, running three five- 
stamp batteries, crushing twenty tons of rock perday. Work 
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ten men in two changes. Company use Knox's Amalgamator, 
together with an improvement of their own in the muller, and 
in the steam die, answering as a false bottom and heater in 
working for silver. Will shortly crush rock from their own 
claim at Gold Hill Messrs. N. P. Sheldon, J. A. Todman, H. 
N. Todman, W. Surryhne, and W. B. Hickok, proprietors; J. 
A. Todman, Superintendent; N. P. Sheldon, Secretary. 


KNICKERBOCKER MILL.—Owned by Messrs. H. D. Jones 
and C. L. Sherman, is situated on Gold Cañon, near American 
Ravine, and was but lately started, with five stamps and two 
seven-foot amalgamators, working for both gold and silver, 
driven by a thirty-two foot water wheel Small though it is 
at present, the proprictors intend shortly toenlarge its capacity, 
so that it will compare favorably with other mills in the Terri- 
tory. C. L. Sherman, superintendent. 


Burke & Co.'s Mitt—Formerly MeNulty's Mill—is situated 
at the junction of Gold Cañon and American Ravine, in the 
lower end of Silver City. It was the second quartz mill started 
in the Territory, and has always been run with success. It is 
at present owned by Burke, Hillyer & Brevoort, the latter being 
superintendent. It is driven by steam; has five stamps, with 
a grate battery; two of Brevoort’s Grinders, working on the 
principle of the grist mill, and crushing the coarser rock not 
passing through the gratcs, It is also furnished with ten of 
Brevoort’s Grinder’s and a ten-foot arastra, aud crushes about 
ten tons per day. Like Paul's Mill, this cost a large sum, hav- 
ing been put up when everything was expensive. 

Sparrow & TRENCH GOLD AND SILVER MINING Co.'s MILL 
is situated on American Ravine, next above Brevoort's Mill. 
Built in the summer of 1860; building ninety by seventy-five 
feet. This mill has been greatly enlarged since our last publi- 
cation, and may now be considered one of the best in the Ter- 
ritory. It has twenty stamps, propelled by an engine of thirty 
horse power, from the celebrated Goss & Lambard Sacramento 
Iron Works, and is a splendid piece of workmanship. The 
mill uses two of Brevoort's Grinders, and crushes twenty-five 
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tons of rock per day. Has sixteen seven-foot pans in the 
amalgamating department. Works for both gold and silver. 
The rock erushed by this mill is taken from the Company's 
claim at Gold Hill Employ eighteen hands, working night 
and day (Sunday excepted). Superintended by Joseph Trench. 


SILVER City Quartz MILL Co.—Is located a little above 
Trench’s Mill, and has a thirty-five horse power steam-engine; 
five stamps; two Brevoort’s Grinders; crushes ten tons per 
day. Amalgamates with nineteen Brevoort’s pans, saving both 
gold and silver, and by a process of their own. This mill 
commenced running in February, 1861, and cost about thirty- 
five thousand dollars. 7. J. Mette, superintendent. 


UNION MILLS, situated on American Ravine, a shortdistance 
above the Silver City Mill, has two five-stamp batteries, driven 
by asplendid engine of forty horse power, crushing sixteen 
tons of ore per day. In the amalgamating department there 
are eight seven-foot wooden tubs and one small Wakelee pan, 
working for both gold and silver. Employ ten hands, and 
superintended by J. C. Currie. 


KELSEY'S REDUCTION Wonxs.—(Melville Kelsey and S. W. 
Collins, proprietors)—situated on Gold Cañon, immediately op- 
posite Brevoort's Mill. Have a forty-horse power engine from 
Goss & Lambard's Iron Works, Sacramento, driving fifteen 
stamps, crushing twenty tons of ore per day. This company 
have a contract with the Gould & Curry Mine, and are thus 
enabled to keep their mill constantly running. The most 
modern improvements have been introduced into the amalga- 
mating department. Employ nine men, and work for both 
gold and silver. The owners being practical millmen, super- 
intend the working of the establishment. 


EASTERN SLOPE MILL.—Situated at Silver City, one quarter 
mile below the Devil’s Gate. Has twelve double-stemmed 
stamps, driven by a forty horse power steam-engine, from the 
Pacific Foundry, and crushes twenty tons of rock per day. 
Employ twelve hands, 
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THE PHceNIX MILLS are situated on Gold Cañon, about 
one half mile below Silver City, at the junction of the Dayton 
and Silver City roads. The old mill has four batteries, con- 
taining sixteen stamps, of which eight are the old-fashioned 
wooden ones, and eight iron. It is arranged for gold ores, or 
ores in which gold is the more predominant metal, and has, 
therefore, thirty-two Hungarian bowls for amalgamating—two 
for each stamp—and four percussion tables,—one for each bat- 
tery, for concentrating tailings, which are worked afterwards 
in two Chilian mills on the premises. Steam power is used, 
and with eight men employed, can reduce from twenty to 
twenty-four tons of ore, according to its quality. 

The new mill, a very substantial building one hundred feet 
by eighty, contains twenty stamps in four batteries, driven by 
a seventy horse power engine, with two double flue boilers, 
twenty-eight feet long and forty-two inches in diameter, It is 
arranged entirely for their best Washoe silver process, and has 
twenty-two amalgamating tubs, each six feet diameter, and 
twelve, five feet diameter, with the necessary compliment of 
settling vats for the pulp. Has the capacity to reduce twenty- 
eight to thirty tons of ore in twenty-four hours. This mill is 
intended for forty stamps, and it will be enlarged to its fullest 
extent as soon as the supply of ore will warrant it. On the 
premises are two stone buildings, and several frame ones; one 
of the stone buildings is used as the office of the company, and 
the other contains the assay office and blacksmith shop; and 
in the upper story the sleeping-room for the hands. Adjoin- 
ing this last building, is the retorting room. The frame houses, 
of which one is the boarding house, are used as the dwellings 
of the proprietor and men engaged in the mills. There are 
ten acres of ground surrounding the company's works; and 
from their situation on the cafon, they have all the necessary 
supply of water for steam power, which is collected and clari- 
fied in two reservoirs on the premises. This mill employs 
eighteen men, 


Doper & MERCHANTS MriLL.— E. K. Dodge and S. D. 
Merchant, proprietors. Is situated at the junction of Rock 
Point Mill and Dayton roads, Worked by an eighteen horse 
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power steam-engine, from Goss & Lambard's Iron Works, Sac- 
ramento. Has eight stamps, and crushes twelve tons per day 
—eustom work. Employs fourteen bands, and uses the Estes 
Process, working for all the precious metals. The main build- 
ing, ninety-five by thirty-five feet. Charles A. Chapin, su- 
perintendent. 


SWANSEA MILL AND MINING Company. — Messrs. John 
Tregloan, S. M. Johns, L. H. Long, and C. 7. Goodrich, pro- 
prietors. Situated in Gold Cañon, a short distance below the 
Dodge & Merchant Mill, and being on the main road to Day- 
ton, its location is a very desirable one. It has twelve double- 
stem stamps, fifteen treating pans six feet in diameter, and 
three of five feet diameter, driven by an engine of twelve-inch 
cylinder and three feet stroke. Boiler is twenty-four feet long, 
by forty-two inches in diameter, and has five nine-inch flues. 
The process used is the modern steam, formerly known as the 
"Sage Brush." The cost of the mill was forty-five thousand 
dollars. Employ twelve men, and crush sixteen tons of rock 
per day. 


EXCELSIOR MinL.—Situated a little below the Swansea. Is 
driven by a forty-five horse power steam-engine, built at the 
Vulcan Iron Works, San Francisco. Has eight double-stem- 
med stamps, weighing nine hundred pounds each, crushing 
ten tons per day—soon to have its present capacity doubled. 
Purchase rock and crush for customers; work for both gold 
and silver. This mill, like many others, displays great im- 
provements in the amalgamating department, the proprietors 
having lately added all the most modern inventions, and it is 
now a first class mill. Messrs. Briggs, Thomson, and Johnson, 
proprietors. John Briggs, superintendent. 


SACRAMENTO QUARTZ Minn Co.—Messrs. David B. Hunt, 
J. W. L. Hunt, and Ool. D. H. Whepley, owners—is situated 
on Gold Cañon, near Johntown, and has eighteen stamps, 
crushing thirty tons per day. Purchase rock and crush for 
eustomers, though the company own a mine from which they 
will shortly extract sufficient ore to keep their mill constantly 
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running. Engine of forty horse power. In the amalgamating 
department are twelve seven-foot iron pans with steam cham- 
bers, working for both gold and silver. This company have a 
process of their own, which they claim to be equal, if not su- 
perior, to any at present in use in the Territory. David B. 
Hunt, superintendent. 


On the west side of Gold Cafion, two miles above Dayton, is 
situated the mill formerly known as Van Horn & Co.’s, now 
owned by Messrs. Weston, Whipple, and Simon. It is driven 
by water, conveyed through a ditch one quarter mile long, and 
falling on an overshot wheel forty feet in diameter. At present 
containing six stamps, though six more will be added, pro- 
pelled by steam. Both mills, when in operation, will crush 
about twenty tons of rock per day. Employ twelve hands, 
under supervision of Lewis Whipple. The amalgamating de- 
partment is conducted through the Wheeler pans. This com- 
pany purchase rock, and also erush for customers. 


Dawzy MinL AND MixiNG Company.—The mill of this 
company is situated within two hundred yards from their cele- 
brated claim, und is really a feature of the Territory. Having 
a fine location, and surrounded as it is by numerous outhouses 
and dwellings for the workmen, it presents the appearance of 
quite a small town. The main building is 50x100 feet, built 
in the most substantial manner. Has fifteen stamps, working 
fifteen tons per day, and also three of George Plaisted's new 
grinders, for the purpose of reducing the pulp after it has 
passed through a No. 60 sieve, a very late invention; and to 
the eredit of the inventor be it said, he does not ask for a 
patent, though it has proved far superior to anything that has 
yet been tried for the same purpose. The engine, of fifty 
horse power, from the machine shop of Devoe & Co., San 
Francisco, is a masterpiece of mechanism. One of the prin- 
cipal, if not the main feature of this mill is, that three hands 
only are required to do the whole work. It is the most per- 
fect labor-saving institution in the Territory, and is well worth 
the visit of any persons desiring to see a well conducted estab- 
lishment. The ore from the mine is brought on a rail track 
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from the tunnel, and discharged in front of the batteries. The 
Hatch process is used. R. L. Hatch, general superintendent. 


CHARLES Caxy MINING Co.—The works of this company 
are situated in Danevville, in Spring Valley Distriet, about 
one hundred yards south of the Daney Mill. The machinery 
erected for the purpose of pumping out the mine and hoisting 
the ore, is driven by a steam engine of thirty horse power, 
from the Vulcan Foundry, San Francisco. They have the 
first Cornish pump erected in the Territory, and it is found to 
work admirably. The mine of this company contains eighteen 
hundred feet, being the first east extension of the Daney, and 
from samples of rock already obtained equals the well 
known richness of the latter mine. .There are now some 
twenty-four men employed about the works, although it will 
not be long before the force will be greatly augmented. The 
general superintendence of the works is under the management 
of Mr. James Powning, a gentleman of well-known ability in 
the quartz mining business.

DAYTON, and Vicinity. 

THE history of this town, one of the earliest settled, and now 
one of the most thrifty and promising east of the mountains, 
is worthy of notice, as illustrating the rapid growth of well- 
situated localities. At this point a trading post was erected in 
1849, for the accommodation of those engaged in mining near 
by, as well as for the immigrant trade, for which it was favor- 
ably situated, being at one end of what was termed the “ Little” 
or “Ten Mile Desert”—the stretch of barren country between 
there and Dutch Nick’s. During the subsequent ten years 
quite a little hamlet grew up, being mostly composed of 
miners’ cabins, and the hovels of the Chinese, who, to the 
number of thirty or forty, first came in during the year 1856, 
and increasing afterwards to one hundred and eighty, again 
fell off to about the original number in 1859, when the silver 
was discovered. The presence of this people in so large num- 
ber imparted to the place the name of Chinatown, an appella- 
tion it continued to bear until the summer of 1861, when, after 
an abortive attempt of fastening upon it the absurd title of 
“Nevada, City,” it was christened Dayton, a name, the good 
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people having at a meeting held November 8, 1861, duly in- 
dorsed, and which is now generally adopted. 

The discovery of the rich mines in 1859, instead of benefit- 
ing, was, in the first instance, an injury to Chinatown, by 
drawing away not only the mining population, but also many 
of its permanent residents, and causing such houses as were 
built of lumber to be taken down and removed to Virginia 
and Gold Hill. Thus the town was reduced to five or six 
houses, and its business nearly dried up. In the fall Messrs. 
Logan & Holmes started a four-stamp quartz mill driven by 
horse power, on the flat, one quarter of a mile south of the 
town— Messrs, Hastings & Woodworth having a little before 
erected a water mill one mile further up the river. 

The winter of 1859 and 1860, as is well known, was a very 
severe one, and Chinatown. instead of going ahead, scarcely 
held its own in the matter of population and improvement. In 
February, however, a company composed mostly of residents 
of Carson, proceeded to lay out a town immediately below the 
ancient village, to which they gave the name of “ Mineral 
Rapids". A single cabin put up about the same time consti- 
tuted the sum total of improvements made in the new city that 
year. Throughout the summer of 1860, business as well as 
improvements languished in this entire neighborhood, and 
nothing was done. During the ensuing fall greater attention 
began to be paid to taking up water privileges on Carson 
River, and before winter this stream had been claimed for these 
purposes from the mouth of Clear Creek to Reed's Station, a 
distance of twenty-five miles. The building of mills, begun 
the year before, was now entered upon more largely and pushed 
with energy, giving a new impulse to the town, which has 
since continued growing, until it is now the third—as it will 
shortly be the first place in the Territory. That this latter 
opinion may not seem unfounded, we may state that there are 
now within a distance that makes Dayton their natural and. 
most convenient center, twenty-one quartz mills in operation, 
with many more in course of construction, or soon to be un- 
dertaken. 

Dayton is now situated on the great Overland Route, and at 
a point from which the travel cannot well be diverted. A new 
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road has lately been completed across the Pine Nut Range, in- 
tersecting the main route to the Mono country, shortening the 
distance now traveled in going there from Virginia fully twenty 
miles, and thus plaeing Dayton on what will soon be another 
great thoroughfare, and making it, as it is now the most central, 
also the most aecessible point from all parts of the Territory. 


Quartz Mills. 

With two or three exceptions, the mills in the Dayton Dis- 
trict are driven by water, and run day and night, Sundays 
excepted. Commencing with the highest on the Carson River, 
being within the limits of Lyon County, we have the 


BTREKA Minn Co.—(M. S. ITurd, C. T. Wheeler and Fer- 
dinand Dunker, proprietors)—situate on Brown's Flat, one 
mile below Zephyr Flat Mill, deseribed in sketch of Ormsby 
County, driven by two center-discharge wheels, the one six 
and the other six and one-half feet in diameter; water brought 
through ditch and flume fifteen hundred feet, from a dam one 
hundred and twenty feet wide; building eighty by. seventy- 
five feet, erected in 1861; employ sixteen hands; has twenty 
stamps, and crushes twenty-five tons of ore porday. Company 
purchase rock, and also crush ore from their own claim—the 
Belcher—at Gold Hill. In the amalgamating department there 
are now ten copper concentrators, sixteen four and one-half 
feet Howland pans, with steam chambers, and eight Wheeler 
pans. Mill six miles from company's mine, and have built a 
splendid road for the teams engaged in hauling quartz, at con- 
siderable expense. M. S. Hurd, superintendent. 


San Francisco MILL.—(Albert H. Doscher and Charles 
Itgen, proprictors)—also situated on Brown's Flat, about one- 
quarter mile below the Eureka Mill, and one mile above the 
Franklin Mili—a very pleasant and easily accessible point from 
all the principal mining localities in the adjacent districts. This 
company are interested in different claims in the celebrated 
Gold Hill, and are thus enabled to keep their mill generally 
employed; having this advantage over many others in the 
Territory, which arc sometimes compelled to lay idle for want 
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of rock. The main building is sixty feet by fifty; the ma- 
chinery is driven by a center-discharge wheel, six and one-half 
feet in diameter. The water is conducted to the wheel from a 
substantial dam four hundred feet above, through a flume two 
feet by four, which carries but about one-half the water the 
company have control of. As the demand becomes urgent, 
the whole will be brought into use. This establishment is 
furnished with a steam boiler for heating the water employed 
in the batteries. The iron work is from the Miners’ Foun try, 
San Francisco, The company amalgamate by means of the 
most improved modern machinery, and are eminently success- 
fulin this respect. Employ ten men. Albert H. Doscher, su- 
perintendent. 


THE FRANKLIN MILL Co.—(McDonald, Tregloan & Co. 
proprictors)—is situated on the Carson River, about one mile 
below the San Franciseo Mill, and nearly opposite the re- 
nowned Daney Ledge; is a large and substantial structure, the 
main edifice being thirty by sixty feet, built with the greatest 
care and of the best material. The mill is driven by a center- 
discharge wheel six and a half feet in diameter, with twenty 
four-inch buckets. The water is conducted one-half mile 
through a flume seven feet wide, and capable of carrying twice 
the quantity required for the capacity of the present mill. The 
dam is built of stone, and very massive, being twenty feet wide 
at the bottom and ten at the top. The iron work and ma- 
chinery, all unusually heavy, and of the highest finish, are 
from the Marysville Foundry. For the present but ten stamps 
are used, crushing fifteen tons of rock per day. Employ ten 
men. <A fine wagon road has been built to the mill, which 
greatly facilitates the transportation of the rock. Cost of road, 
dam, mill, and outbuildings, about sixty thousand dollars. 
This company purchase rock, and also crush for customers. 
William Johns, superintendent. 


ATLANTIC MILL Co.—(Messrs. A. Mesick, S. E. Kiler, and 
G. Blust, proprietors)—situated about fifty yards to the left of 
the Franklin Mill, and has two arastras, erushing about three 
tons of rock per day. The company purchase rock, and use 
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the “Sage Brush” process, with a twelve-feet iron arastra pan. 
Small though this concern is at present, the proprietors intend 
it shall be gradually enlarged, as circumstances shall warrant, 
and are now about adding a five-stamp battery and the Wheeler 
pans; having a sufficiency of water power attached to the mill 
to drive twenty stamps all the year round. George Blust, su- 
perintendent. 


IsLAND Mirr.—This mill is situated on the east bank of 
Carson River, about two miles above Dayton, and next above 
the Ophir Company’s Mill, formerly the Carson River Quartz 
Mil. Is owned by Levi Hite, of Gold Hill A. F. McKay, 
Superintendent. The mill consists of a ten stamp battery, 
made by the Marysville Foundry. The wheel is a central dis- 
charge, made by O. Crandall. There are at present ten five 
feet tubs, and the proprietor is now about adding ten addition- 
al tubs, and when completed will work about eighteen tons of 
rock per day. There has been built during the past winter, in 
connection with this mill, a solid stone dam, twenty-five feet 
wide, at an expense of $8,000. The cost of the mill and dam 
about $40,000. Mr. Hite has, in connection with his mill, a 
bridge across the Carson, connecting with a road leading to 
the innumerable wood ranches on the east side of the river, 
and the Sullivan Mining District, and Silver Mountain and Ks- 
meralda. At this mill there is a peculiar kind of retort, of 
oblong shape, invented by James Montgomery, capable of re- 
torting eight hundred pounds of amalgam at a time, and is 
considered quite an improvement. 


At Camp Woodworth, about one and a half miles above Day- 
ton, on the former site of the Carson River Quartz Mill, the Ophir 
Company, having purchased the extensive water right formerly 
belonging to the aboveestablishment, are now making prepara- 
tions to erect one of the largest mills in the Territory. We 
are unable to give any particulars, and can therefore but men- 
tion the fact of their having at the present time about one hun- 
dred and fifty hands employed, enlarging the tail-race, flume, 
etc. It will not be long before there will be quite a settlement 
at this place, as the site is one of the most pleasant on Carson 
River. 
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THE DAYTON MriLLs—owned by John D. Winters, Joseph 
D. Winters, and G. Kustel—are located on Carson River, one- 
fourth mile south of Dayton. "The establishment first started 
at this point was the four-stamp horse power mill of Logan & 
Holmes, started, as has been mentioned, in the fall of '59. It 
was a mere experimental work for testing the Gold Hill rock, 
and having answered its purpose, was superseded by a water 
mill the following summer. The present mills have two crush- 
ing departments, one with twelve, and the other with sixteen 
stamps, which are capable of pulverizing thirty-five tons of 
rock per day. The company employ twenty hands, and crush 
ore from their claim in the celebrated Gold Hill Proper. In 
the amalgamating department they use six Wheeler pans and 
eight six-feet pans with steam chambers, working for both gold 
and silver. These mills are driven by two turbine wheels of 
thirty horse power each. The water is brought through a race 
six hundred yards long, and they have sufficient power for 
thrice the number of stamps employed. In connection with 
these mills is a large furnace for the roasting of such concen- 
trated stuff as could not be reduced in the pans. This com- 
pany has been singularly fortunate in keeping their mills con- 
tinually running, and it is one of the most valuable properties 
in the county. G. Kustel and M. A. French, superintendents. 


LINDAUER & HinscuxAN's MILL—situated on the west side 
of the river, a few hundred yards below the Dayton Mills, is 
sixty by seventy-five feet in extent; runs fifteen stamps, and 
crush about fifteen tons of ore per day. This company own in 
the celebrated Gold Hill Proper, and keep their mill continu- 
ally running on their own rock. The machinery is driven by 
à center-discharge wheel. Employ eight hands, and work the 
ore for both gold and silver. 


SOLOMON & Davis’ MILL—a little below the above, on the 
same side of the river, is asteam mill of small capacity, work- 


ing ten arastras, and employing about the same number of 
hands. 


SUTRO's MiLL.—(Adolph Sutro, proprietor)—situated a short 
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distance below Solomon & Davis’ Mill, is quite a feature in 
that vicinity. The works are surrounded by a high fence, and 
everything appears substantial. It is a valuable piece of 
property. Steam power is used in driving the machinery. 
Hight stamps and twenty amalgamating pans, also two roasting 
furnaces, twelve feet in diameter, capable of roasting one ton 
at atime. The proprietor has also an assay office attached to 
his establishment. 


THe MINERAL RAPIDS MILL.—(Owned by A. Wade)—is 
located a short distance below the Sutro Mill, and is driven by 
a forty horse-power steam engine, from the Vulean Foundry, 
San Francisco. It runs ten stamps, crushing twelve tons of 
rock per day. For amalgamating, have eight six-feet tubs, 
with steam introduced, and use Johnson's method for saving 
the silver. Does custom work, and also purchases ore. A. L. 
Johnson, superintendent. 


Tue Dayton MirnL—Is situated at the lower end of the 
town of Dayton. The machinery of this mill is propelled by 
water. It now runs fifteen stamps, but the company have sut- 
ficient power to drive double the number, and the mill is soon 
to undergo a corresponding enlargement. They now employ 
six hands, and crush about fifteen tons of rock per day. Use 
in the amalgamating department the improved Hungarian pans. 
Their dam and flume are substantial structures, and were built 
ata heavy expense. The mill is under the superintendence of 


H. A. Nall. 


THE Rock POINT MILL, is situated on the west bank of the 
Carson River, about one half mile below Dayton. This mill is 
driven by water power, and is one of the most extensive in the 
Territory. The main building is ninety feet in width by one 
hundred feet in length. It has eight batteries, of five stamps 
each—each stamp weighing five hundred and fifty pounds; 
also two breaking batteries, cach having one stamp weighing 
seventeen hundred pounds. It has sixteen Varney Grinders, 
and thirty-two amalgamators each seven feet in diameter, and 
also a large steam boiler to furnish steam to the amalgamators. 
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The power is obtained from a large breast water wheel, twelve 
feet face and sixteen feet diameter, and also from a center-dis- 
charge water wheel seven feet in diameter. The wateris brought 
from a dam, erected across the Carson River, a distance of 
twenty-nine hundred feet away from the mill. An admirable 
feature of this mill is its arrangements for saving labor, and so 
complete are these that from the time the rock is shoveled into 
the car in the interior of the mine, until it isin the battery, no 
shoveling is necessary. The rock is placed in the car at the 
bottom of the shaft, and from thence hoisted to the surface, nd 
dumped into a box having an inclined bottom, with a trap 
door, which, when opened, allows the rock to pass of its own 
weight into the wagon beneath; it is then driven to the mill, 
and upon a platform in which is another trap door, through 
which, of its own weight, the rock falls when the bottom of 
the wagon is opened. Under the platform is the car to receive 
the rock and carry it into the mill, where it is dumped upon a 
screen which is so arranged as to separate the rock already 
small enough for the crushing batteries from that which it is 
necessary to break at the breaking batteries, each size of rock 
passing to its appropriate apartment—the one size to the crush- 
ing batteries, and the other to the breaking batteries. Themill 
runs day and night, and works an average of forty-five tons of 
rock daily, and employs only eight menon a watch. This mill, 
as well as the Nevada Mill at Gold ITill, is owned by the Im- 
perial Silver Mining Company, of which J. C. Corey is super- 
intendent. The company crushes rock from its own mine, in 
the celebrated Gold Hill Proper, and being the same heretofore 
owned by Holmes & Logan, and by the Alta Company. Its 
President is Samuel Merritt, M. D , of San Francisco, California, 
and its Trustees are Samuel Merritt, Nathaniel Page, J. R. Lo- 
gan, A. B. Paul, J. P. Holmes, W. W. Nichols and Giles H. 
Gray. 


FREEBORN & SmELDON'8 MILL, formerly Shaw's, is situated 
on the east side of Carson River, three quarters of a mile be- 
low Dayton. The entire establishment is on a large scale, the 
building being seventy-five feet square, and the machinery 
driven by a Turbine wheel five feet in diameter, and weighing 
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five thousand pounds, the heaviest of the kind in the country, 
The machinery is from the Vulcan Foundry, San Francisco. 
The mill, when run to its full capacity, will operate forty-eight 
stamps, twenty-four now being in use. The Norton pan and 
process are employed for amalgamating. The owners purchase 
their rock, employ fifteen hands, and crush about thirty tons 
per day. The ditch and tail-race are three quarters of a mile 
long, and cost six thousand dollars. The entire cost of the 
work will be about forty thousand dollars, William Freeborn 
and Mark Sheldon, owners; John Vandewater, superintendent. 


On Carson River, just east of Virginia, down Seven Mile 
Cañon, and the most convenient of access of any power in the 
vieinity of the mines, is an arastra mill of four arastras, and 
three stamps for breaking. Formerly the Frothingham Mill ; 
now owned and operated by H. Van Horn. This will eventu- 
ally be a valuable place, as the power is the whole river, with 
eight feet fall. 


Besides these mills now completed, there are several others 
within a few miles of Davton, on which work has been com- 
menced, with a number of mill-sites yet unimproved, but 
which will, no doubt, be brought into requisition within a year 
or two at farthest.

PALMYRA DISTRICT. 

This Distriet is situated in Lyon County, lying about eight 
miles southeast from Dayton in a spur from the Pine Nut range 
of mountains, and commences at a point on the crest of the 
mountains six miles southeast from Dayton, running thence 
east three miles; thence south, three miles; thence west, three 
miles; thence north, to the place of beginning. 

The entire surface of Palmyra District is covered with a 
dense growth of the pine nut tree, affording an abundance of 
fire-wood of a superior quality, and a supply of mining timber. 
Springs of pure water, in quantity sufficient for steam rnills, are 
found in many localities within the District. 

The discovery of quartz ledges, containing gold and silver, 
which have since given Palmyra District an importance, occurred 
in June, 1860, and at that time caused considerable excitement; 
but the Indian war of that period, and the general depression 
in business following that event, caused a suspension of work 
in most of the mines, which was not resumed until the summer 
of 1802. 

Within the boundaries of Palmyra District are two small 
towns. The town of PALMYRA, situate in a ravine of that 
name, near a large spring of pure water, was a camping place 
for the miners in 1800; it now contains some twenty frame 
houses, and a population of about one hundred. 

Como, is the name of a town about one mile north-east from 
Palmyra. This town was surveyed and laid off in the fall of 
1862, by H. C. Smith, Mr. Fay, and others; it now contains a 
population of more than two hundred. 
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The Palmyra District contains many ledges bearing gold 
and silver—silver being invariably the predominant metal. 
The general direction of these ledges is northerly and souther- 
ly. Of the veins entitled to mention, because of their capacity 
to yield valuable ore, are, first, the Orizaba, Tecumseh, Rap- 
pahannock, Rey Del Monte, Orizaba No. 2, Santa Rosa, Pal- 
myra, Montgomery, Santa Cruz, Walker, and Oriental. These 
ledges are all large, well detined, being from five to twenty 
feet wide; the Palmyra and the Montgomery are the widest. 
Also, the Magna Charta; Nebraska; Buena Vista; Prince of 
Wales; Anna McClellan; Winfield Scott; Montezuma; Mar- 
garet White; La Fayette; St. Lawrence ; Cash Ledge, Express 
Company; Montgomery Ledge, Green Mountain Company ; 
Vera Cruz; Green Mountain Boy; Hooker Ledge, San José 
Company ; and the Wagram; all being at present prospected, 
and with fair indications. 


There have been no mills erected as yet in the district, but 
arrangements are now being perfected which will insure the 
building of at least two of a ten-stamp capacity each, and pro- 
bably many others will be finished during the year, as the 
value of the ores is established beyond a doubt, also the quan- 
tity of fuel and water, making it a desirable location for mills. 


The Buena Vista Mill and Mining Company’s claims are 
situated about four miles east of Palmyra, in a beautiful wooded 
and watered district, which will afford ample fuel and power 
for mill purposes for a long time—they having the ground lo- 
cated, surveyed, and settled as real estate as well as mining 
ground. Their claims embrace four ledges of 1,600 feet each, 
in a conical hill; the rock assays gold and silver from the top 
in all of them. They are now running a tunnel from the 
bottom of the hill, and the indications are extraordinary favor- 
able. This cannot fail to be a very profitable undertaking. 
Extensions have been located on these claims, north and south, 
for five miles; all of which are being prospected with great 
vigor.

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ESMERALDA COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at a point where the thirty-seventh degree of 
north latitude intersects the one hundred and sixteenth merid- 
ian, and running west along said thirty-seventh degree, to the 
California line; thence, along said line, in a northwesterly 
direction, to the summit of the divide between the east and 
west forks of Walker River; thence, along said divide, in a 
northerly direction, to the head waters of Desert Creek ; thence, 
following down the middle of said creek, to a point where it 
debouehes from the mountain; thence, following the base of 
the mountain to the west brauch of Walker hiver; thence, 
across said river, to the base of the mountain; thence, follow- 
ing the base of the mountain in a direct line, as near as may 
be, to Mason's Ranch; thence, due east, to the one hundred 
and sixteenth meridian; thence, south along said meridian, to 
place of beginning. County-seat, AURORA. 


This county, as will be seen from its boundaries, covers an 
area of vast extent, being next to Humboldt the largest in the 
Territory. Like Humboldt, too, it is pretty much an entire 
desert, containing even less good land, perhaps, than that 
burnt-up and barren region. Toward a region so devoid of 
both geographic and historic interest, there would be little to 
invite attention, were it not for the rich mines discovered on 
its western border, and the hope of still others being found in 
ihe depths of its lone and silent wastes. 

The idea that silver existed in the country cast of the Sierra 
was, as we have seen, antecedent to the discovery of the Com- 
stock Lead. Peter Lassen and others, having observed traces 
of it in the region to the north, had previously made search for 
veins in that quarter; while the existence of extensive mines 
of this metal in Northern Mexico, established a belief in the 
popular mind that an argentiferous belt extended throughout 
the whole intervening region. Under this impression, pros- 
pecting parties setting out from Virginia, began pushing their 
explorations toward the southeast; some ledges having been 
located for silver fifty miles distant in that direction, as early 
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as the fall of '59. During the following summer these efforts 
were renewed, and not without important results, having led 
to the discovery of the rich and now well-known Esmeralda 
mines. 

The fame of these mines spreading rapidly, a large influx of 
people soon followed, and every out-cropping quartz ledge in 
the vicinity was before winter taken up; yet scarce any work 
was performed upon them, as tools and provisions were scarce, 
and most of the claim holders were without means, being men 
who were afloat, and who in the course of their adventures 
had drifted into this neighborhood at the time of the discovery. 
This, with the remoteness and the then bad condition of the 
roads leading to these mines, retarded their development for 
the first year—deterring capital from giving them aid, and de- 
preciating them in the popular estimation. As is well known, 
nothing can be accomplished in quartz mining without machin- 
ery for crushing the rock; and being destitute of this, Esme- 
ralda, however rich, could, of course, produce nothing+~hence 
but few sales of claims had been effected, and but little heard - 
of it compared with its great merits. But now, how different. 
The mines are being fast developed, and although the lodes 
may not be exceedingly rich, yet none who have any means of 
information can or will doubt for a moment, the good quality 
of the numerous lodes that have been tested. While the quartz 
may not contain such fabulous quantities of gold and silver as 
extremely speculative or imaginary minds may have counted 
on, yet all agree that sufficiency of the precious metals are 
therein to satisfy the more business-like minds that will be 
contented to labor for gain, and contented to run the ordinary 
risk of making a fortune, not in a day, but in a reasonable 
period of time. To convey to the mind some idea of the vast 
amount of work that is now being done in developing the 
mines here, one wil] only have to be informed that there is now 
being actively pushed forward, night and day, some thirty-four . 
incorporated tunnel companies, and from eighty-five tu one 
hundred shafts, giving employment to over three hundred min- 
ers; twelve quartz mills, eight in active operation, crushing 
twelve to thirty tons every twenty-four hours to each mill, 
four undergoing repairs for Summer and Fall work, and two 
more new mills are being erected, and several more talked of. 
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Mining Districts. 

The New ESMERALDA District, EXCELSIOR District, and 
the East WALKER River District, all center at this place. In 
referring to the Excelsior Distriet we feel justified in saying, 
from our own knowledge, and the evidence which we have, that 
the mines there located will ere long rank second to none in 
Washoe yet known. Except in the immediate vicinity of the 
District but little is yet known; the ledges are large, well de- 
fined, and rich beyond question. The facilities for working the 
mines are superior, inasmuch as the country abounds with 
wood and water; without which, mines, no matter how rich, 
are comparatively valueless. Roek is now being sent to the 
mills in Aurora, for crushing, which will vield an ampie re- 
muneration to those few industrious and enterprising men whe 
are now packing it here. The time is not far distant when 
capitalists will discover that it will require thousands to pur- 
ehase what hundreds will secure at the present time. On Last 
Chance Hillis the celebrated Wide West ledge, which is known 
throughout the country, and we refer to a description of their 
mill, The Real Del Monte Consolidation, comprising the Real 
Del Monte, Yellow Jacket, Last Chaneeand Aurora ledges, are 
all large, well defined, and evidently rich ledges. We also 
refer to their mill. The Delaware Company have had two 
erushings. The first yielded one hundred and thirty dollars 
to the ton; the second, two hundred and seven dollars. They 
are now connected with the Broderick Company, and taking 
out a large quantity of rich paying rock. There is in the same 
hill the Garibaldi, Crockett, Creesus, Pond, Sunbeam, Ural, 
Bamboo, Western Summit, Congress, Lexington, Golden Cross. 
Clan Alpine, and the First Extension. On Silver Hill, we have 
the celebrated Esmeralda Ledge, which is from twenty to sixty 
feet wide, of the finest looking quartz, some of their crushings 
having realized six hundred dollars to che ton. This ledge has 
not been well managed, they not being down with itonly about 
one hundred feet, and will have to go near three hundred feet 
before getting to a water surface. It is believed it will prove 
one of the most valuable mines in the world. The Antelope 
ledge is well known, large, well defined; and they are taking 
out large quantities of rich rock. Their small mill, which they 
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are now enlarging, has been working their rock for two months 
past, which has yielded from seventy to one hundred dollars to 
the ton. There is also the Winnemucca, and First North Ex- 
tension, Silver Hill, Jenny Lind, Young Winnemucca, St. 
Louis, the First North Extension of the Esmeralda, believed to 
be as rich as the original location; the Yancey, lowa, Loco- 
motive, Kenosha, Mary L. Gardiner, Princess Royal, Geraldine, 
Broadhead, Cineinewa, and Black Hawk. Middle Hill, upon 
which there has been less work done than on either of the 
others, it is supposed, has equally, if not richer, ledgesthan either 
of the others. Among them are the Bright Star, Tiger, Bos- 
ton, Daniel Boone, Telegraph, Pilgrim, Lucerne, Ontario, Alta, | 
Long Island, Fuller, Emperor Napoleon, Pacifie, Strawberry, 
Flyaway, and Great Britain, which have been worked since 
1860 and 1861, and rich rock has been and is being taken from 
them. The G. D. Dousman lode is now being worked, and 
promises to yield very valuable ore. Within the past year the 
attention of the miners has been more generally to the location 
and working of tunnels into the different hills, the most of 
which are being worked with vigor, both day and night, and 
will eventually prospect the district effectually and to the satis- 
faction of all. Among those running into Middle Hill are the 
Boston Turnel, which is now in two hundred feet, and they 
have run through two or three ledges which are favorable. 
They have strong confidence in soon striking a large stream of 
water, whieh will be of great value both for town and milling 
purposes, They will strike the ledges on the hill from three 
hundred to five hundred feet deep. The Eagle and Phoenix 
Tunnels are very favorable localities, and rank as No. 1. The 
Middle Hill Tunnel, now in five hundred feet, stands in high 
repute. The Flyaway Tunnel is also a good loeation. 

The Esmeralda Mining Distriet abounds largely in gold and 
silver bearing quartz, and its future prospects are highly favor- 
able and flattering to the industrious miner. Here we have 
three distinct hills: Silver, Middle, and Last Chance Hills— 
upon each of which are large, well-defined and rich paying 
ledges, and in the vicinity are Aurora, Humboldt and Mar- 
tinez Hills, upon each of which many rich paying ledges have 
been located.

Stock in these ledges will not spoil by keeping. 

The Alturas Ledge, on the west side of Middle Hill, at the 
junction of Silver and Middle Hills, has a high reputation, and 
is very prominent in the public estimation. They have now 
a tunnel running upon an incline, following their ledge, and 
about one hundred and seventy feet deep, Their ledge is from 
seven to ten feet wide. They have taken out quantities of the 
finest and richest silver roek, whieh has assayed high up in the 
figures, They now have a contract for a steam engine and 
pumps, to relieve them from water, which, when in operation, 
they intend that their mine shall stand second to none in the 
Territory. 

LAST CHANCE HILL, 

La Belle France—located 1861. In the centre of the richest 
claims on the hill; only two hundred feet in the claim, and 
owned by four persons. Very rich in both gold and silver. 
Incorporated May, 1863; office in San Francisco. 

Pond.—None better in the district; large, well defined ledge.

The Trustees of Bodie Bluff No. 1 are Governor 
Leland Stanford, Dr. J. D. Howard, John W. Biderman, Wm. 
Winchester, jr., and F. K. Bechtel. The officers of the Com- 
pany are, Governor Stanford, President; F. K. Bechtel, Sec- 
retary; and Win. Winchester, jr., Treasurer. Office at Aurora. 
The next is the Tioga Tunnel and Mining Company, owning 
four rich ledges. They also own asplendid mill, and when 
their tunnel is completed will be one of the most flourishing 
mines in this section. The owners are John W. Tucker, of 
San Francisco, and Janes Stark, of Aurora. The next, and 
farther south on this rich belt, is the Bodie Peak Company. 
They, too, are running a tunnel, and have already passed 
through one very rich ledge. The next is the Banker Hill 
Company. They own one rich ledge bearing that name. Then 
farther south is the Queen Bee Consolidation Mining Company, 
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embracing the discovery and the first south extension thereof; 
and not the least amongst the ledges enumerated are the San 
Antonio and Georgia, situated about the centre of the cele- 
brated Bodie Bluff Hill, and both owned by Messrs. J. W. 
Tucker, of San Francisco, James Stark, F. K. Bechtel, U. B. 
Freaner, Jos. H. Pereau, and Wm. Pooler, of Aurora, The 
next is the Isabella Quartz Ledge, fifteen hundred feet of which 
is owned by the Bodie Bluff Company No. 1, yielding rock 
that assays from two to five hundred dollars per ton, and that, 
too, from top rock.

Hill, but time and space compel us to omit many which we 
would otherwise gladly mention. 

On Middle Hill are the Alhambra, the Montezuma, Hart- 
ford, Johnson, Marshal Hubbard, Boston, Eagle, Phoenix, 
Middle Hill, and Buffalo. 


LAST CHANCE HILL. 

Howard, Crittenden, Nevada, Aurora, Monroe and Thatcher, 
Philadelphia. The Howard Tunnel is in about two hundred 
and fifty feet, and will strike the Florence Nightingale, Crock- 
et, Pond, Sunbeam, and La Belle France, at the depth of many 
hundred feet. 

Pennsylvania Tunnel and Mining Company—now five hun- 
dred feet in length, and will shortly tap the rich pot in that 
marvelously rich hill at a depth of from two hundred to three 
hundred and fifty feet. 

The Peru Tunnel and Mining Company—running into Sil- 
ver Hill—own three valuable leads, for which their tunnel is 
running.

ROOP COUNTY. 

BEGINNING at the northwest corner of Washoe County, and 
running easterly along the northern boundary of said county 
to the mouth of Truckee River; thence, due east, to the sum- 
mit of the first range of mountains east of said river; thence, 
in à northerly direction, along said range, and the main granite 
range of mountains to the Oregon line; thence, west, along 
said line, to the summit of the Sierras; thence, south, along 
said summit to the place of beginning. County-seat, SUSAN- 
VILLE. 

Of the greater portion of this county, embracing the north- 
western corner of the Territory, but little is known; the in- 
formation extant in regard to it having been derived chiefly 
from the trappers who visited it at an early day, or from the 
prospecting parties that have more recently roamed over it. 
The reports of the various surveying expeditions that have 
crossed its southern part, in the service of the Government, 
have also thrown some light upon the geography of this sec- 
tion. A number of Passes through the Sierra Nevada exist 
in this region, being well adapted for wagon-roads, and, as the 
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governmental surveys show, also entirely feasible for railways. 
The altitude of the mountains here is much diminished, and in 
what will constitute thé northern portion of Roop County, 
should the new boundary be obtained, the Sierra subsides into 
broken hills or detached gronps of mountains, admitting of 
easy passage to wagons through any portion of them. Lead- 
ing across this rugged country, from the Great Basin into 
Oregon and northern California, are several trails and routes 
Struck out by Fremont, Lassen, and other early explorers, 
after whom they are still called. 

In Long Valley, about Honey Lake, and in many districts 
further north, there is a considerable amount of good land, 
alike adapted to culture and tillage. For stock raising, many 
portions of this region are especially well fitted, water being 
plentiful, and the grass abundant and nutritious, while the 
climate is so mild that cattle suffer but little from either the 
cold or storms of winter. In Honey Lake, where many of the 
settlers own a thousand head of stock, neither feeding or 
stabling is ever necessary; the cattle keeping in good condition 
by what they can pick the entire year round. Great quantities 
of excellent butter and cheese are made, which hitherto found 
a good market in the mines of the northern part of Plumas 
County, but will henceforth be disposed of at even better 
prices in the Humboldt mines, lying one hundred miles to the 
east, and with which this district is connected by means of a 
good wagon road. The whole of the arable land in this valley 
is not only taken up but fenced and improved—the original 
settlers claiming six hundred and forty acres each. Over ten 
thousand acres of land were sown last year, the product of 
which was fully equal to the average yield of California. By 
the last census, the territory embraced within this county con- 
tained one thousand and seventy-three white idhabitants, most 
of whom reside in Long Valley and vicinity of Honey Lake. 

At the south end of Pyramid Lake a Reservation has been 
set apart for the Indians, to which some five or six hundred 
having been collected, are now living in contentment and peace, 
subject to Winnemucca, the famed Chief of the Pah-Ute na- 
tion. Under the just and judicious management of Governor 
Nye, this people have been reconciled with the whites; and 
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assured that this, their favorite place of abode, shall be secured 
to them as a permanent home, they are desirous of cultivating 
the soil, and of receiving instructions in the arts of civilized life. 

It is the opinion of those who have seen most of this region 
of country, that it contains valuable deposits of both the useful 
and precious metals, Both placer diggings and auriferous 
quartz were discovered, and extensively worked some two 
years ago, at a point three miles from Susanville, the principal 
settlement in Honey Lake Valley. Near Black Rock Springs, 
one hundred miles to the northeast, argentiferous rock was 
found several years ago, sufficiently rich to attract remark at 
the time, and it was, while in search of silver veins, believed 
to exist in this region, that Lassen was afterwards killed, hav- 
ing, as 1s supposed, been mistaken by the savages, with whom 
he was always on the most friendly terms. Prior to the Indian 
troubles much prospecting had been done in the mountains 
west of Pyramid Lake, where good-looking quartz ledges are 
said to abound. 


Honey ake Mining District 

Is situated in the southwestern portion of Honey Lake 
Valley, in this county. The principal town is Susanville, 
the county-seat of Roop County. Surface diggings have been 
worked in this district since 1860. Some prospecting for silver 
ore was also made by Brayton and others, early in the spring 
of 1860. Since then many good ledges have been struck. 
The Union, which is rich in gold-bearing quartz, was discov- 
ered by Mr. Jennison, in January, 1863. This is a well 
watered and well timbered district, lying, as it does, at the foot 
of the Sierra Nevadas, and the mines are in the immediate 
neighborhood of fertile and well-tilled ranches. 

The principal ledges are the Brayton, Toad Town, Sigel, 
Mammoth, Union, and the first extension north of the Union. 
The Union and its first extension north are the best developed 
ledges. Assays of over $1,200 per ton have been had from 
quartz taken from this claim, over 350 of which was silver. 
This company is now incorporated, and arrangements are mak- 
ing to put up a quartz mill The first extension north pros- 


peets equally as good as the original. 


QN 
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HUMBOLDT COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at the northeast corner of Storey County ; thence, 
running easterly along the Immigrant Road leading to the Sink 
of the Humboldt, to the fortieth degree; thence, east, along 
said line, to the eastern boundary of the Territory; thence, 
north, along the eastern boundary, to the northern boundary 
of the Territory; thence, west, along said boundary line, to 
the northeastern corner of Lake County; thence, south, along 
the boundary lines of Lake and Washoe counties, to the point 
of beginning, County-seat, UNIONVILLE. 


This county, named after the principal river flowing through 
it, covers an area of about twenty thousand square miles, being 
the largest in the Territory. So far as known, it is pretty 
much an entire desert, scarce capable of giving support to the 
savage, or sustenance to the wild beast. North of the river, 
and between it and the Oregon line, there is said to be a better 
country; both grass and water, as well as timber, being more 
abundant. But, as this region has been but little explored, it 
might be premature to claim for it any great superiority over 
the balance, which is known to be a hideous waste of barren 
mountains and burning sands. Only for the mineral wealth it 
is supposed to contain, there would be but little to attract even 
the most adventurous into this dreary wilderness, or to render 
it tolerable as the abode of civilized man. That certain por- 
tions of it, at least, lo contain mines rich in the precious metals, 
is no longer a question to be settled—it is a well ascertained 
fact. 

As early as the fall of '59, parties who had passed down the 
Humboldt, came to the conclusion, after having their attention 
awakened by the discoveries at Virginia, that there was silver 
near the great bend of that river. From indications obtained 
at Lindsey's Cafion, the present site of ITumboldt City, claims 
were taken up and a mining district estabüshed; and thus 
were the Humboldt mines first discovered and brought into 
notice. The rock obtained was tested and found to be rich in 
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both gold and silver, yet the Indians being very troublesome 
at that early day, these pioneers were forced to abandon their 
claims for a season. In the spring a large immigration set in, 
coming mostly from Honey Lake and Plumas County ; and to 
such an extent had the population increased, that by the middle 
of August, ’61, when the census was taken, they numbered 
four hundred and sixty-nine, as appeared by the Marshal's re- 
port. Since that time further additions have been made to the 
population, which now count up fully two thousand in the 
several mining districts, of which there are some ten or twelve 
already laid out. | 

Several towns have sprung up, of which Humboldt City, 
Unionville, and Star City are the principal. Humboldt City 
is situated on the west side of the Humboldt Mountain range, 
in a beautiful cañon, surrounded by high mineral mountains, 
and is about eight miles from the Humboldt River. Itisa 
very lively place at present, and will no doubt be a place of 
great importance in the future, being in the centre of a vast 
mineral region. The monstrous ditch, which is to be completed 
by September or October next, is to convey the waters of the 
Humboldt sixty-five miles to the mouth of Humboldt Cañon, 
about a mile below the city. It will be a great enterprise for 
this section of the country, and will furnish ample water for 
innumerable mills. 

Unionville, situated in a very pleasant cafion, is now the 
largest town in the Humboldt region. Owing to its being the 
present eounty-seat, the population has increased more rapidly 
there than in other localities. The ledges in that section have 
a good reputation, though compared to ledges in other districts, , 
they are small. 

Star City is a very thriving little town, and boasts of some 
very promising ledges, such as the Sheba, Franklin, Mammoth, 
and ten or twelve others recently discovered, some of which 
are selling at high figures. g 


Mining Districts. 
There are numerous mining districts in this county, and no 
computation can be made of the value of the ledges already 
discovered. Prospecting is still going on as vigorously as ever, 
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and the “Kast Range" is beginning to attract as much notice 
as any other portion of the mines. Most of the ledges there 
are large and well-defined, and, as far as prospected, are rich. 
We have not space to discuss at length the relative merits of 
the different districts, and, indeed, it would be invidious in us 
to name particular localities, where all are equally worthy of 
mention. We will, however, state that in the Humboldt Dis- 
trict there have recently been discovered some thirty-five or 
forty new ledges, all of which are being developed, and pay 
richly. There is now a great rush of immigration to this region, 
insomuch so that the tri-weekly stage line of Langton & Bro. 
cannot accommodate all applicants for passage. This line goes 
through from Virginia in thirty-five hours. 

These mines present both gold and silver; sometimes sepa- 
rate, sometimes mixed together. They are proving exceed- 
ingly prolific. Salt and copper are also found here in abund- 
ance, The Humboldt country need not fear to enter the lists 
with the richest mineral districts in the world. 


Through inadvertence, or willful negligence on the part of 
the person we contracted with to canvass Humboldt County, 
we are forced to go to press without the names of residents of 
the different towns.

Santa Rosa. 

This new district, situated about seventy-five miles from Star 
District, organized 29th June, 1868, is bounded as follows : By 
a line commencing at the northeast corner of Winnemucca Dis- 
trict, running north along the east base of the North Humboldt 
West Range, till it reaches an east and west line, cutting the 
southern extremity of the Big Sand mountain; thence along 
said line, west, to the west base of said range; thence southerly 
to the northwest corner of said Winnemucca District, to the 
place of beginning. Laws same as Star District, except that 
there is no assessment work required the first year, and discov- 
erer has thirty instead of six days to file notice with Recorder. 
The above is a very rich district. There have already been 
about forty locations made, comprising over one hundred and 
sixty theusand feet. The leads are large and well defined, and 
among the best in the Humboldt country, and must, in a short 
time become immensely valuable, as there is abundance of wood 
and water power in the immediate vicinity of theleads. Most 
of the above locations were made under the direction of E. A. 
Scott, who was the founder of the district, and is also the agent 
for the Scott Mining and Exploring Company. His having 
spent some two years in the Humboldt country, and being a 
practical man in the mining business, is a sufficient guaranty 
of the richness of theabove distriet. Parties going tothe Hum- 
boldt country in future will do well before returning to visit 
the Santa Rosa District. 

We will also call particular attention to the 


Sierra District. 

This is also a very rich mining locality, and is generally 
known as the “ East Range.” It is about fifteen miles from the 
celebrated Sheba, and is thought to be one of the richest dis- 
tricts in Nevada Territory. There are several tunnels now being 
run into the different leads, the most prominent of which is that 
of the Eclipse Tunnel Company, which is conducted by and 
under the supervision of C. J. Barber, who is pushing the work 
on rapidly. The name of the leads which he is tunneling are 
as follows: Thomas Jefferson, Great Western, Granite, Lady 
Franklin, Lady Washington, Lady Madison, Eclipse, and

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Eclipse No. 1—all of which are among the very best in Hum- 
boldt county, and must, ere long, rival in productiveness the 
richest mines in that section of country. Capitalists desirous 
of investing in mining interests cannot make a safer or more 
profitable investment than in either of these districts. Numerous 
other rich districts and leads might be mentioned, would time 
and space allow, among which are the Cherokee, Morning Star, 
Scottish Chief, Washington, etc. s 


Harmony District. 

This district is located in the north end of the San Francisco 
Mountain, about forty-five miles northeasterly from Union- 
ville, and was organized in June, 1868, by M. Milleson and 
party. They elected Isaac Miller (the discoverer of the cele- 
brated Sheba mine) Recorder, and the laws of Star District 
were adopted. From discoveries already made, of rich lodes 
of mineral, in this district, and from the general features and 
geographical position of San Francisco Mountain, it is evident 
that here will be found the long looked for deposits of native 
silver. This mountain is one of the chain known as the East 
Range, looming up to an altitude far above all others composing 
this chain, and lying directly within the track of the grand 
river of magnetic currents that flows to and from the north and 
south poles of our globe; one of the offices of which is the de- 
position of mineral in beds of that peculiar quartz which has 
an affinity with the mineral elements. M. Milleson has located 
the Grand Central Series, of ten lodes; the Gager Series, of 
three lodes, and the Franconi lode, in this district, and from 
specimens of the croppings now on public exhibition, it seems 
not atall problematical but that by a thorough prospect of those 
claims vast beds of native silver will be found. One lode of 
the Grand Central Series shows a bed of mineral rock, rich in 
silver, copper, and iron, of from ten to one hundred and fifty 
feet wide. The Franconi lode is sixty feet wide, and all the 
lodes are wide and well defined by croppings the whole length 
of the claims, in many places throwing up their crests of the 
richest quality of rock ten feet above the surface of the ground. 
This is, without doubt, the richest mineral district yet discov- 
ered in Nevada Territory. 
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LANDER COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at the point of intersection of the fortieth meri- 
dian of longitude west from Washington, with the forty-second 
degree of north latitude, or northern boundary line of Nevada 
Territory; thence running south on the line of said fortieth 
meridian of longitude, through the counties of Humboldt and 
Churchill, to the thirty-ninth degree of ‘north latitude, or 
northern boundary line of Esmeralda County; thence east, 
along the said northern boundary line of Esmeralda County, 
to the eastern boundary line of the Territory; thence north, 
following the eastern boundary line of the Territory, to the 
northern boundary line of the Territory aforesaid; thence 
west, along said northern boundary line, to the place of begin- 
ning. County-seat, JACOBSVILLE. 


This county was created at the last session of the Legislative 
Assembly, and as it has been suddenly brought into notice by 
the discovery of valuable quartz ledges in that part of it bor- 
dering upon Reese River, it is deserving of more than a pass- 
ing notice. Already several very enterprising towns have 
sprung up—Jacobsville, the county-seat, Austin, Clifton, Can- 
yon City, and Geneva. To show the vast improvement which 
has been made in this county since the first of January, we 
take an extract from the “Reese River Reveille.” Speaking 
of Jacobsville, it says, “Jacobsville at that time could boast 
of two houses—one occupied by Mr. Jacobs, the other just 
completed and used as a hotel, and named by some jovial 
spirit the Occidental, I suppose in contrast to the fine hotel of 
that name. Pen can scarcely picture the desolate appearance 
of the house and surroundings. Provisions scarce, pork, beans, 
and molasses constituting the bill of fare, served up twice a 
day on tin plates not of the most elegant description; a bed 
on the hard floor, men considering themselves smart and lucky 
to be under a roof to keep the cold and snow at a proper dis- 
tance. 

“Where the town of Clifton now stands was tenanted by three 
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and a half to five feet of snow—not one house in view, unless 
the little cabin occupied and called the Pony Cabin, could be 
dignified by the name of house. The cold was intenge, and 
the country desolate-looking in the extreme. Occasionally a 
poor Indian would be seen trying to keep from freezing. Where 
the town of Austin now stands, speculation could scarcely con- 
jecture a town would be. The mines at that time were little 
known, or looked upon with suspicion; the few ledges then 
known were narrow and of little value, and the discovery of a 
new ledge would cause much excitement among the few hardy 
pioneer miners. What a contrast then and now! The most 
incredulous to-day have to acknowledge this the richest 
mineral country in the world. Those ledges, considered 
narrow, were merely spurs. Our main ledges are as wide as 
any in the Territory, and we can claim for Reese River country 
five times as many ledges that are wide and assay richer and 
freer from base metal than Washoe, Esmeralda, Humboldt, or 
Colorado. 

“Clifton has all the advantages of being the oldest mining 
town; hotels, and stores of all descriptions, a large and enter- 
prising population. Austin promises to be a fine town, Houses 
are going up which cost thousands of dollars. 

“We have, in fact, every advantage a mining country could 
desire—the richest mines in the world, a fine agricultural 
country, fine streams of water running through our valleys and 
cañons, telegraph to all parts of the United States; the over- 
land stages strike us from the east and west; also an extra line 
of stages from Virginia; a large immigration from California, 
Washoe, Salt Lake and the Eastern States; we are within four 
days’ travel of San Francisco, and three of Salt Lake. From 
the rapid increase and building up of this new country during 
its short existence, what may we not expect in the future, when 
thousands and thousands from the east and from the west will 
settle and locate among our hills."

AN ACT 
To Authorize the Incorporation of the City of Virginia, 


Approved December 1th, 1862] 
Be it enacted bythe Goreenor aad Legislative Assembly of de Tu- 
و ام‎ of Neveu, as flos: 

Section 1. The corporation and body politie now kuown 
and existing un ler the title of © Virginia City," shall remain 
and continue to be abody politie and پت‎ in fact, by the 
name of "Vir.imia," a «d by that name slali have perpetual 
succession, may sus and be sued, may defend and be defen bd, 
may implead and be impleaded in all courts and places, M 
all matters and proc dings whatsoever; may have and use a 
common seal, und the same may alter at pleasure; and may 
purchase, receive, hold and enjoy real and personal property, 
and sell convey, dispose of and mortgage the same for the 
common benefit of the city herein incorporated. 

Sec. 2. The boundaries of the city of Virginia shall be as 
follows: Commencing at a point one mile south of the old site 
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of the Mexican Silver Mining Company's Quartz Mill; thence 
running east one mile; thence running north two miles; thence 
running west two miles; thence running south two miles; thence 
running one mile east, to the place of beginning. 

Sec. 8. The city of Virginia shall be divided and districted 
into three distinct and separate wards, which shall be numbered 
and designated as the “ First," “Second” and “Third” Wards 
of such eity. The First Ward shall embrace all that portion 
of the city which lies north of Sutton Avenue; the Second 
Ward shall embrace all that portion of the city which hes south 
of Sutton Avenue and north of Taylor street; and the Third 
Ward shall embrace all that portion of the city which les 
south of Tavlor street, 

SEC. ے‎ The corporate and administrative powers of the city 
shall be vested in a board of seven Aldermen, which Aldermen 
shall be elected from the three wards designated in the pre- 
ceding section, in the proportionate numbers, and in the man- 
ner following, to-wit: The First Ward shall be entitled to two 
members in such board ; the Second Ward shall be entitled to 
three members in such Board; and the Third Ward shall he 
entitled to two members in sueh Board. Each ward shall elect 
its own Aldermen, and such Aldermen shali be elected annually 
on the first Monday of Mareh in each year, by the qualiied 
eleetors of the city of Virginia, and shall hold their office during 
the term of one year, and until their successors are duly elected 
and qualified; and there shall be elected at the same time, upon 
general and joint ballot of the wards, a “Police Magistrate,” 
who shall hold his ofice during the term of one year, and until 
his successor is duly elected and qualified. 

SEC. 9. The Board of Aldermen shall assemble within five 
days after their eleetion. and choose a presiding officer from 
their number, wae shall be designated and known by the title 
of Mayor; they shall, by ordinance, fix the times and placer 
for holding their stated meetings: and may be convened for 
special purposes, by the Mayor, at any time. 

Sec. 6. At all the meetings of the Board of Aldermen, a 
majority of the members of such Board shall constitute a quo- 
rum to do business, and a smaller number may adjourn trem 
time to time, aml may compel the attendance of any absent 
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member, or members, in such manner, and under such penalty, 
or penalties, as the Board previously, by ordinance, may have 
prescribed. 

SEC. 7. The Board of Aldermen shall give notice of the an- 
nual election of Aldermen by publication in some newspaper 
printed in the county of Storey, for at least ten days previously 
to such election, and the Board shall be the judges of the election 
returns, and qualifications of their own members; they may 
establish and frame rules to regulate their own proceedings; 
punish any member, or other person or persons, for disorderly 
behavior in their presence; and with the concurrence of five of 
the Aldermen may expel any member of the Board. They 
shall keep a journal of their proceedings, and at the desire of 
any member, shall cause the ayes and nays to be taken upon 
any question, and entered in the journals of the Board. 

The stated meetings of the Board shall be publie, and their 
journals or records shall at all times be open for publie in- 
spection, 

SEC. 8. In case of any vacancy in the Board of Aldermen 
by resignation or otherwise, the remaining Aldermen shall have 
the power and be required to order, at the first regular meet- 
ing after such vacancy shall occur, an election, to take place 
within ten days after the order shall be given, for a member to 
fill such vacancy ; and shall publish in some newspaper printed 
in the county of Storey, a notice of such vacancy and election 
to be held, at least five days previously to the election so 
ordered. 

Sec. 9. The Bo: ! of Aldermen shall have power to make 
such ordinances, not incour.stent with the Constitution of the 
United States and the saws of this i ccrito: v. as they may deem 
necessary to prohibit disorderly conduct; to construct pumps, 
aqueduets, reservoirs, or other works necessary for the use of 
and supplying the city with water; to provide such means as 
they may deem necessary to protect the city against fire; to 
construct and keep in repair public works; to lay out, alter, 
keep open au repair the streets and alloys of the city ; to levy 
annually a tax upon all property, real or personal, in the city, 
not exceeding one per centum upon the assessed valuation 
thereof, except upon the mines, which shall not be subjeet to 
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taxation, and provide for the collection of the same at such time 
and in such manner as the Board of Aldermen shall designate. 
(To levy and collect a poll tax of not exceeding one dollar per 
annum upon every male citizen of the age of twenty-one years, 
and between that age and the age of fifty); to levy and provide 
for the collection of a license tax upon all billiard tables, nine 
or ten pin alleys, kept for public use or amusement; upon all 
theatrical performances or exhibitions given for a moneyed con- 
sideration; upon all insurance companies, incorporated or 
otherwise, that are now or shall be established within the limits, 
of the city, whether represented by agency orotherwise; upon 
banks, dealers in exchange, stocks, gold, silver, bullion, aud 
upon all persons engaged in trading, merchandizing, or dealing 
in any kind of goods, articles, liquors, or wares whatsoever ; 
upon saloons or bar keepers engaged in selling wines, distilled 
or fermented liquors; upon livery stable keepers ; keepers of 
restaurants; auctioneers; hawkers and pedlers; and upon all 
drays, job wagons, carts, or any other public vehicle running 
within the city limits; said license to be issued for such period 
and in such sums as the Board of Aldermen may deem neces- 
sary. Provided, that nothing in this section shall be so con- 
strued as to authorize the collection of any license tax of any 
person or persons solely engaged in vending agricultural pro- 
ductions, vegetables, or green fruit, from any place, or upon 
any teams and vehicles engaged in hauling quartz for hire. 

SEC. 10. The Board of Aldermen shall have the power to 
make such laws for assessment and collection of taxes upon all 
property, both real and personal, the mines excepted, and also 
fur the collection of licenses, as they may deem expedient ; 
and may provide that property of all delinquent tax payers, or 
of parties refusing to pay the city license required of them, 
shall be sold for unpaid taxes or licenses, at such time and in 
such manner as the Board of Aldermen by ordinance shall 
direct; and any tax deed made under asale in pursuance of any 
ordinance of the Board of Aldermen shall, prima facie, be evi- 
dence of title to real property ; and in a sale of personal pro- 
perty the delivery of possession by the proper officer shall pass 
absolute title to the purchaser. 

Sec. 11. The Board of Aldermen shall cause to be published 
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in some newspaper printed in the county of Storey all ordin- 
ances of the eity, at least one week before such ordinances shall 
be carried into effect. 

SEC. 12. The Board qf Aldermen shall have the power to 
eondemn all property, whether real or personal, within the 
limits of the City of Virginia, in the opening and laying out 
of streets, alleys, or for any other pubhe use whatsoever, in 
the following manner: The Board of Aldermen to appoint 
one referee, and the owner or owners of such property, so to 
be condemned, to appoint one referee; and in the event that 
the two referees so appoint d shall not agree in the valuation 
of the property, then the two so selected shall choose a third 
referee; and the decision of a majority of such three referees, 
in regard to the valuation of the property appraised by them, 
shall be final and binding; and in case the owner or owners of 
property so to be condemned shall refuse or neglect to comply 
with the provisions of this section, then the Board of Alder- 
men shall constitute a Board of Appraisers, whose decision 
concerning the valuation of the property by them apprais:d 
shall be final and binding. 

Sec. 18. The Board of Aldermen shall have power to create 
the offices of Police Magistrate, Marshal, Treasurer, Clerk, and - 
such other otliees as they may deem necessary, to fill the same 
by appointment, to prescribe the duties of such offie ^ra, to 
name their compensation, to fix bonds for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and to remove them from office at 
pleasure. 

SEC. 14. The Board of Aldermen may cause to be erected 
at the City of Virginia a jail, and the Police Magistrate of the 
city shall have power to sit upon and decide all cases of a 
criminal nature, in accordance with the provisions of such or- 
dinanee or ordinances as the Board of Aldermen may adopt 
to prescribe his duties and powers; to sentence any person or 
persons convicted under his jurisdiction of any offense against 
any ordinance passed by the Board of ‘Aldertnen, and to im- 
pose penalties of fine, or of imprisonment in the jail for such 
time as he shall prescribe, or both, for such offense committed; 
and all fines collected in pursuance of the provisions of this 
Act shall, by the Police Magistrate, be paid over to the Treas- 
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urer of the city, at such times as the Board of Aldermen by 
ordinance may designate; and in the event of any fine not 
being paid, the Police Magi-wate shall have power to sentence 
the offender or offenders to labor upon the publie works of the 
city, including the streets thereof, at the rate of two dollars per 
day until the amount of the fine is canceled. 

SEC. 15. The Mayor of the city shall, on the first day of 
March and September in each year, make out a full and cor- 
rect statement of all moneys received and expended ou the 
part of the City Government during the six months next pre- 
ceding ; and shall cause such statement, within ten days there- 
after, to be published in some newspaper printed in the county 
of Sterey; and for any neglect of duty in non-compliance 
with the provisions of this section, he shall forfeit the sum of 
one hundred dollars, to be recovered with costs of suit in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, for the use of the city. 

Sec. 16. If, in any event, a member of the Board of Alders 
men, orany other city officer, shall remove from the city, or 
absent himself therefrom for more than thirty days, without 
special leave from the Board of Aldermen, or neglect, within 
five days after receiving notice of his election or appointment, 
to file his official bond, as required by ordinance, then his office 
shall be declared vacant by the Board of Aldermen; and it 
shall be the duty of all the city officers holding city property 
in their possession, such as books, records, papers of every de- 
scription, and every uther species of property belonging to the 
city, at the expiration of their term of office, to surrender such 
propercy to their successors in office; and for any neglect to 
eor, ly with the provisions of this section, they shall cach for- 
feit the sum of five hundred dollars, to be recovered, with costs 
of seit, in any court of competent jurisdiction, for the use of 
the city, and also be imprisoned in the city jail until such time 
as the property shall be delivered to their successors in office. 

Sec. 17. The Board of Aldermen of the city of Virginia 
shal! not contract any liabilities, either by borrowing money, 
loaning the credit of the city, or contracting debts, which singly 
or in the aggregate shall exceed the sum of fifteen thousand 
dollars over and above the revenue of the city ; and the Board 
of Aldermen may issue scrip not exceeding that amount, when- 
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ever they may deem it necessary to do so, for the construction 
of a city jail or any other publie works, or for the current ex- 
penses of the City Government. 

SEC. 18. All officers of the city before entering upon the 
duties of their office, shall take the oath of office, as prescribed 
by the laws of the Territory of Nevada, and give bonds to the 
inhabitants of the city of Virginia, in such sums as may bc 
designated and approved by the Board of Aldermen. 

SEC. 19. Any person shall be qualified to vote and hold any 
office in the city of Virginia, who is a citizen of the United 
States, and has been a resident of the city for the period of six 
months preceding any given election. 

SEC. 20. All the official acts of any Board of Trustees, who 
have acted by virtue of any charter heretofore granted by the 
Legislature of the Territory of Utah to the city named in this 
Act, under the name of “ Virginia City,” are, and the same are 
hereby declared to be, legalized; and the members of such 
Board of Trustees, at the date of the passage of this Act, to- 
wit: Isaac C. Bateman, Nelson W. Winton, George H. Shaw, 
Joseph 11. Scates, and Charles A. Parker, shall be Aldermen 
of the city, and entitled to hold their oflice until the first Mon- 
day in March, A. D. 1863, and until their successors are duly 
elected and qualified. 

Sec, 21. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 


AN AOT 
To Incorporate the Town of Gold Hill. 


Approved December 17, 1802. 
Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Nevada, as follows : 

Section 1. For the purpose hereinafter mentioned, the in- 
habitants of that portion of Storey County embraced in the 
limits hereinafter set forth in this section, shall be a body poli- 
tic and corporate, by the name and style of the “ Inhabitants 
of the Town of Gold Hill," and by that name they and their 
successors shall be known in law, have perpetual succession, 
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and sue and be sued in all courts, The boundaries of said 
town shall be: on the north, by the southern line of Virginia 
City, in the county of Storey; on the east, by the boundary 
line between the counties of Storey and Lyon; on the south, 
by the boundary line between the counties of Storey and Lyon; 
and on the west, by the boundary line between the counties of 
Storey and Washoe. 

SEC. 2. The corporate powers and duties of said town shall 
be vested in a Board of Trustees, to consist of five members, 
who shall be elected by the qualified electors of the town on 
the first Monday of June in each year, and shall hold their 
office for the term of one year; provided, that the first election 
shall be held on the second Tuesday of January, 1863, and 
the Board of Trustees then elected shall hold their offices until 
their successors, elected ‘on the first Monday of June, 1868, 
shall be qualified. 

SEC. 8. The Board of Trustees elected uuder this Act shall, 
having taken the official oath, assemble within five days after 
their eleetion, and choose a President, Treasurer, and Clerk, 
from their body. Said Board may be convened by the Presi- 
dent at any time; they shall keep a journal of their proceed- 
ings, and their proceedings shall be public. 

SEC. 4. The Board of Trustees shall have power to make 
such by-laws and ordinances as are not inconsistent with the 
Constitution and laws of the United States, and of this Terri- 
tory; to erect a town jail when deemed necessary; to prevent 
and remove nuisances; to construct pumps, aqueducts, reser- 
voirs, or other works necessary for duly supplying the town 
with water; to keep in repuir publie wells; to lay out, alter, 
keep open, and repair the streets, alleys and sidewalks of the 
town; to provide such means as they may deem necessary for 
the health of the inhabitants of the town; to regulate and fix 
the grade of streets and alleys and sidewalks of the town; to 
compel property holders to make sidewalks as they may direct, 
in front of their lots and premises, or to cause the same to be 
made at the expense of the owners of the same; to close all 
stores or other places of business on Sunday, and to enforce an 
ordinance of this nature by fine. Such Board shall have power 
to make ordinances for the preservation of the peace, quiet and 
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safety of the inhabitants of said town; to levy and collect an- 
nually a tax on all property within the corporate limits of the 
town, not exceeding one half of one per centum on the assess. 
ment valuation thereof, except the mines, which shall not be 
subject to taxation. And for this purpose of taxation, the 
assessment roll of the County Assessor of the county of Sto- 
rey, for the current year, shall be taken as the assessment val- 
uation of the taxable property of said town. Said Board shali 
also have the powers of a Board of Equalization. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Trustees may impose fines for the 
breach and violation of their ordinances, but no fine shall be 
inflicted on any one person for any one breach of any one or- 
dinance, of more than fifty dollars and costs, which fine may 
be recovered before any justice of the peace of said town, or 
having his office within the incorporate limits, by suit in the 
incorporate name, aud the same may be collected by execution ; 
and such justices of the peace shall have further power to en- 
force the payment of such fine by imprisonment in the town 
jail at the rate of one day for every two dollars of such fine 
and costs. Persons living in the town shall be competent wit- 
nesses and jurors, if in other respects competent and qualified. 
All fines collected in pursuance of this Act shall be paid over 
by the officer collecting the same, to the Treasurer of the cor- 
poration; and for any omission to do so, such officer may be 
proceeded against upon his bond, in the name of the corpora- 
tion, in the manner authorized by law, in case of the failure of 
such officer to pay over money collected. 

Sec. 6. At their first meeting, the Board of Trustees shall 
appoint an officer, who shall be styled a Marskal, whose duty 
shall be to collect the taxes levied by such Board of Trustees ; 
to enforce, in the manner herein provided, the observance of 
the ordinances made by the Trustees, and to perform such other 
acts and duties as shall be by them prescribed; and such Mar- 
shal shall have police powers within the incorporate limits of 
the town. 

Sec. 7. Such Board of Trustees shall also have power to ap- 
point one or more watchmen, and to prescribe their duties, 
Such watchmen shall also have police powers within the incor- 
porate limits of the town. Said Board shall fix the bond and 
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compensation of such Marshal and watchmen, and shall have 
power to dismiss them at their pleasure. 

SEC. 8. The Board of Trustees, ten days previous to the 
month of June of each year, shall give publie notice of an elec- 
tion of their successors, and shall appoint three judges to con- 
duct such election. Should any of the judges appointed to hold 
such election fail to attend, the eleetors present may appoint 
others in their stead. The judges of election may appointtwo 
clerks; and all elections for Trustees shall be conducted in the 
same manner and form, and according to the laws of the Terri- 
tory regulating elections; and the judges of election shall make 
their returns to the Board of Trustees, who shall issue certif- 
cates of election to the persons having the highest number of 
votes; provided, that the julges of the election to be held, as 
herein provided, on the thirteenth day of June, 1863, shall be 
appointed by the Justice of the Peace of said town. The re- 
turns of said election shall be made out, and certificates of elec- 
tion shall be issued to the person having the highestnumber of 
votes, by such judges of election. Such Justice of the Peace 
shall give public notice of such election, by publication of the 
same in some newspaper, for at least five days. 

Sec, 9. If any person fails to pay any tax levied upon his 
real or personal property, the Marshal may recover the same 
by suit, in the name of the corporation, before any court of 
competent jurisdiction, together with all costs of such suit, and 
ten per cent, additional upon the amount due as taxed. 

Sec. 10. The Board of Trustees shall determine when such 
tax shall be due and collected. 

SEC. 11. The President of the Board of Trustees, on the last 
Mondays of May and November, of each year, shall make out 
a full and correct statement of all moneys received and ex- 
pended, and from what source received, and to whom, and for 
what purposes expended, during the six months next preced- 
ing, and shall cause such statement, within ten days thereafter, 
to be published in a newspaper in the county. 

Sec. 12. The President of said Board shall cause to be pub- 
lished, in a newspaper of the county, all ordinances and by- 
laws, at least two weeks before the same shall be carried into 
effect. A majority of the Board shall be sufficient to pass or- 
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dinances and by-laws, A vacancy in said Board shall be filled 
by the remaining Trustees. If a Trustee removes from town, 
absents himself for more than thirty days without leave of ab- 
sence from the Board, or neglects to qualify within ten days 
after his election, his office shall be deemed vacated, and so de- 
clared by the remaining Trustees, 

Sec. 18. All moneys arising from the collection of taxes, 
fines, penalties, and forfeitures, shall be appropriated by the 
Board of Trustees towards the carrying out of those objects 
which, by this Act, are placed under their control and jurisdic- 
tion, and to none other. 

Sec. 14. The Board of Trustees are hereby prohibited from 
contracting liabilities or debts, on the credit of the town, that 
shall exceed, in the aggregate, the sum of five thousand dollars. 


MINING LAWS OF VIRGINIA DISTRICT. 


THE following is a copy of the original laws of the Virginia 
Mining District, adopted shortly after the discovery of the Com- 
stock Lead, and under the provisions of which most of the 
claims afterward located in that vicinity were taken up and are 
now held. As these rules and regulations are similar in their 
general features to the laws of the other Districts since erected, 
they will serve to illustrate the manner in which possessory 
title to this species of property is created, and the acts usually 
required for maintaining the same. In the more remote Dis- 
tricts, less work is generally required to enable parties to hold 
their claims than in those more centrally situated. In some of 
the districts no Chinaman is permitted to hold any mining claim 
either by purchase or location. 


ARTICLE 1. All quartz claims, hereafter located, shall be two 
hundred feet on the lead, including all its dips and angles. 

ART. 2. All discoverers of new quartz veins shall be enti- 
tled to an additional claim for discovery. 

ART. 8. All claims shall be designated by stakes and notices 
at each corner, 
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ART. 4. All quartz claims shall be worked to the amount 
of ten dollars, or three days’ work per month to each claim, 
and the owner can work to the amount of forty dollars as soon 
after the location of the claim as he may elect, which amount 
being worked shall exempt him from working on said claim 
for six months thereafter. 

ART. 5. All quartz claims shall be designated and known 
by a name, and in sections. 

Art. .6. All claims shall be properly recorded within ten 
days from the time of location. 

ART. 7. All claims recorded in the Gold Hill record, and 
lying in Virginia District, shall be recorded free of charge in 
the record of Virginia District, upon the presentation of a cer- 
tificate from the Recorder of Gold Hill District, certifying that 
said claims have been duly recorded in said district; and said 
claims shall be recorded within thirty days after the passage of 
this article. 

ART. 8. Surface and hill claims shall be one hundred feet 
square, and be designated by stakes and notices at each corner. 

ART. 9. All ravine and gulch claims shall be one hundred 
feet in length, and in width extend from bank to bank, and be 
designated by a stake and notice at each end, 

ART. 10. All claims shall be worked within ten days after 
water can be had sufficient to work said claims. 

ART. ll. All ravine, gulch and surface claims shall be re- 
corded within ten days after location. 

ART. 12. All claims not worked according to the laws of 
this district, shall be forfeited and subject to re-loeation. 

ART. 13. There shall be a Recorder elected, to hold his 
office for the term of twelve months, who shall be entitled to 
the sum of fifty cents for each claim located and recorded. 

ART. 14. The Recorder shall keep a book with all the laws 
of this district written therein, whieh shall at all times be sub- 
ject to the inspection of the miners of said district; and he is 
furthermore required to post 1n two conspicuous places a copy 
of the laws of said district. 

Resolved, That W. C. Campbell be declared the Recorder of 
this district.

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MINING LAWS OF ESMERALDA DISTRICT. 


ARTICLE 1. That on all claims heretofore located and re- 
corded there shall be work done (including work already done) 
to the amount of seventy-five dollars ($75) on each claim of 
two hundred (200) feet, or in that proportion for less than two 
hundred feet, at any time within twelve months from the adop- 
tion of these laws. The owner or owners shall be entitled to 
a perpetual title thereto. 

ART. 2. On any claim located and recorded after the passage 
of these laws, there shall be useful work done to the amount of 
seventy-five ($75) dollars for each claim of two hundred feet, 
or in that proportion for less than two hundred fect, at any time 
within one year from the recording of such claim, shall entitle 
the owner or owners thereof to a perpetual title thereto, Pro- 
vided, however, that ten (310) dollars! worth of work shall be 
done on such claim within thirty days from the time of record 
of such claim, or the adoption of these laws. 

Art. 8. The District Recorder shall be allowed for abstracts, 
and certificates of location, and title, the same fees as are 
allowed by law to the County Recorder of Mono County for 
similar services. 

ART. 4. Parties locating tunnel privileges shall be entitled 
to two hundred feet square in front of said tunnel for building 
purposes, mill site, and dumping ground; and it shall be the 
duty of the Recorder to go upon the ground, measure off the 
number of feet claimed, (not exceeding two hundred feet square 
in front of said tunnel) and define the same by stakes ; aud for 
this and recording, he shall be entitled tothe sum of one dollar 
per name. 

ART. 5. The District Recorder shall require parties locating 
claims to designate the same by a stake upon the claim or 
claims, with a copy of the notice of location, lettered upon a 
board, or the Recorder shall furnish the same, for which he 
shall be entitled to the sum of two dollars. 

Art. 6. All locations or re-locations of claims made, filed, or 


recorded since the first day of May, A.D. 1868, or that may 
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be made during the current year, shall not besubject to re-loca- 
tion till the first day of July, A.D. 1864. 

Art. 7. The Recorder shall be entitled to the following fees 
for his services for recording: the sum of one dollar for each 
name, when the number of names do not exceed five, upon any 
one location; and exceeding that number, he shall not be allowed 
to charge to exceed the sum of fifty cents. bk 

ART. 8. No notice of re-location shall be recorded until the 
expiration of ten (10) days from the time of location and filing 
said notice. 

Art. 9. The Recorder shall keep in his office a bulletin 
board, on which he shall post all notices filed for re-location of 
claims, and to which all persons shall have free access ; and no 
notice of re-location shall be recorded, if any objections are 
made thereto, till such time as the party or parties so objecting 
shall have an opportunity to be heard; and to this end, each 
party or parties may choose an umpire, to whom such objections 
shall be submitted ; and in case the two thus chosen fail to 
agree, they shall choose a third person, and in all cases their 
decision shall be final, as between the parties. 

Art. 10. These laws shall remain in full force till the first 
day of July, A.D. 1864. 

ART. 11. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of these laws are hereby repealed. 

ART. 12. These laws shall take effect from and after their 
passage.

MINING LAWS OF REESE RIVER DISTRICT, 


SECTION 1. The district shall be known as the REESE RIVER 
MriNING District, and shall be bounded as follows, to wit: 
On the north by a distanee of ten miles from the Overland 
Telegraph Line; on the east by Dry Creek ; on the south by 
a distance of ten miles from the Overland Telegraph Line; and 
on the west by Edwards' Creek (where not conflicting with any 
new distriets formed to date). 

SEC. 2. There shall be a Mining Recorder elected on the first 
day of Juneext, for this dristict, who shall hold office for one 
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vear from the 17th of July next, unless sooner removed by a 
new election, which can only be dune by a written call, signed 
by at least fifty claim-holders, giving notice of a new election, 
to be held after said notice shall have been posted and pub- 
lished, for at least twenty days in some newspaper published 
1n, or nearest to, this district; and the Recorder shall be a resi- 
dent of the district. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Recorder to keep, in a 
suitable book, or books, a full and truthful record of the pro- 
ceedings of all public meetings, to place on record all claims 
brought to him for that purpose, when such claim shall not 
interfere with, or affect the rights and interests of, prior loca- 
tors, recording the same in the order of their date, for which 
service he shall receive the sum of fifty cents for each claim 
recorded. It shall also be the duty of the Recorder to keep 
his books open at all times to the inspection of the public ; 
he shall also have the power to appoint a deputy to act in his 
stead, for whose official acts he shall be held responsible. It 
shall also be the duty of the Recorder to deliver to his succes- 
sor in office all books, records, papers, etc., belonging or per- 
taining to his office. 1 

SEC. 4. All examinations of the records must be made in 
the presence of the Recorder or his deputy. 

SEC. b. Notice of a claim or location of mining ground, by 
any individual, or by à company, on file in the Recorder's 
office, shall be deemed equivalent to & record of the same. 

Sec. 6. Each claimant shall be entitled to hold by location 
two hundred feet on any lead in the district, with all its dips, 
spurs and angles, offshoots, outcrops, depths, widths, vara- 
tions, and all the minerals and other valuables therein contain- 
ed—the diseoverer and locator of à new lead being entitled to 
one claim extra for discovery. 

SEC. T. The locators of any new lead, lode or ledge in the 
district shall be entitled to hold on each side of the lead, lode 
or ledge located by him, or them, one hundred feet; but this 
shall not be construed to mean any distinct or parallel ledge 
within the 200 feet, other than the one originally located. 

Sec. 8. All locations shall be made by a written notice post- 
ed upon the ground, and boundaries detined, and all claimants' 
names posted on the notice. m 
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Sec. 9. Work done on any tunnel, cut, shafts or drifts, in 
good faith, shall be considered as being done upon the claim 
owned by such person or persons, or company. 

SEC. 10. Every claim (whether by individual or by com- 
pany) located, shall be recorded within ten days after location. 

SEC. 11. There shall be done for each and every claim of 
two hundred feet held by any person, persons, or company, 
one day's work for each and every month, whieh shall hald 
said claims for thirty days thereafter; but nothing in this sec- 
tion shall be so construed as to prevent said person, persons or 
company, from doing the requisite amount of work at any one 
time, to hold their claims for three months. 

Sec. 12. Whenever one thousand dollars shall have been 
expended on the claims of a company, in this district, the 
ground so claimed by the company shall be deemed as belong- 
ing in fee to the locators thereof, and their assigns, and the same 
shall not be subject to location or re-location by other parties 
ever after, except by an acknowledged abandonment by the 
company of the ground, which shall be construed to mean an 
entire abandonment after laying idle for one year, except in 
cases where claims are in litigation. 

Sec. 18. The Recorder shall go upon the ground with any 
and all parties desiring to locate claims, and shall be entitled to 
receive for such service, say for a company location, of six or 
more names, three dollars, and for each location numbering 
less than six names fifty cents each; and it shall be his further 
duty to measure any claim or claimg, and make or cause to be 
made, good and sufficient land-marks defining said claim or 
claims, and he is prohibited from making any loeation for any 
person, persons, or company, without complying with this sec- 
tion, and seeing their boundaries fully defined. 

Sec. 14. These Rules or Mining Laws may be altered or 
amended by a two-thirds vote of those present at any meeting 
in the district, at any time after twenty days’ notice of such 
intention shall have been given in the manner prescribed 
above for calling a new election for Recorder. 

Seo. 15. These Laws shall take effect on and after the 
fourth day of June, A. D. 1868. i

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The district is bounded as follows: Commencing two miles 
northerly from Newman's Station, on the Twenty-six Mile 
Desert, and runs in a west line to what is known as Long 
Valley ; thence southerly to the Flowery District; thence east- 
erly along the northern boundary of the Flowery District; 
thence northerly to the place of beginning. 

The following Laws and Resolutions were passed at a miners’ 
meeting of the miners of the district. M. H. Bryan presided 
as Chairman: 

It was unanimously resolved that J. B. Newman be elected 
Recorder of the district for the ensuing year, or until his suc- 
cessor is elected. 

Resolved, That a discoverer of a claim or ledge shall be en- 
titled to two hundred feet in each claim or ledge, and two hun- 
dred feet extra for discovery. 

Resolved, That one 'day’s work must be done on each one 
thousand feet of mining ground within thirty days after the 
locatinn, and the same amount thereafter every thirty days, 
whic! wil i 2 »ufficient to hold the same. 

"That the Recorder shall be paid one dollar for each‏ ہہ اہ 
name entered u his books, in any mining claim recorded by‏ 
him, and the Recorder shall not record any claim without first‏ 
going: on ٠٠٢ ground and examining the same, so that there shall‏ 
be no claim or ledge recorded twice.‏

MAGUIRES NEW OPERA HOUSE. 


To the enterprising and indomitable spirit of the gentleman 
whose name this magnificent temple of the Muses bears, the 
citizens of Virginia and vicinity are indebted for as beautiful a 
place of amusement as the Pacific coast affords. The new Opera 
House, situated on D street, near Union, was completed and 
thrown open to the public on the evening of the 2d of J uly, 
and from that time every performance given therein has been 
witnessed by immense audiences. The size of the building, 
from the entrance to the back of the stage, is fifty feet front by 
one hundred and fourteen feet in depth, the stage itself cover- 
ing a space of fifty by thirty-five feet. There are four private 
boxes, all beautifully arranged and exquisitely finished. The 
drop-curtain, which is not quite finished, represents a fine view 
of Lake Bigler, taken from the summit. The entire scenery 
and stage machinery are got up in the finest style imaginable, 
and a visitor at the theater on any evening when the building 
is thoroughly lighted, would scarcely realize the fact that he 
was actually within the walls of a theater in Virginia—a city 
not more than three yearsold. The Opera House will comfort- 
ably accommodate sixteen hundred persons; its capacity and 
strength being both fully tested during the exercises held therein 
on the Fourth of July, when every available spot in the house 
was occupied. This theater is eighteen inches wider and one foot 
longer than the Opera House in San Francisco, and from the 
stage to the proscenium is two feet higher than the latter insti- 
tution. The edifice has fully realized the most sanguine an- 
ticipations of the proprietor and his friends, and reflects the 
highest credit upon the mechanics and artists who had its erec- 
tion in charge. To say that it is a first class establishment 
would convey but a faint idea of its magnificence. Our readers 
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must therefore visit it themselves to be satisfied of what a com- 
fortable and elegantly arranged dwelling of Thespisitis. The 
seats are so admirably arranged that a full view of the stage is 
obtainable from any part of the house, and the proprietor has 
taken the precaution to furnish the edifice throughout with gas 
fixtures and chandeliers, so that while they are forced to use 
oil at present, should we be so fortunato as to have gas intro- 
duced into our city, they can at any moment dispense with the 
oily material and substitute gas in its place. The building is 
well ventilated, extravagantly lighted and in all other respeets 
just such a theater as Maguire would be sure to build. On 
either side of the main entranee is a fine saloon ; attached to 
the one near Union street there is also a neat cigar stand. 
Mr. Benjamin, the gentlemanly agent of the celebrated billiard 
table manufacturer, Phelan, will shortly open a splendid billiard 
room, with five of Phelan's best tables, over the main saloon, 
in the fitting up of which neither pains nor expense will be 
spared. Beforeclosing this brief description of our now favorite 
place of amusement, we would say a passing word or two for 
those who have been instrumental in placing within our 
reach this long desired luxury—a first class theater—to which 
our citizens can repair with perfect satisfaction, and in which 
they are not deprived of any of the comforts enjoyed by those 
residing in more favored climes. We would therefore accord 
ail praise to the following named parties, as being mechanics 
and artists of no ordinary merit, and gentlemen who may justly 
feel proud of the magnilicent temple they have just reared in 
our midst: Architect and builder, R. Stackhouse; scenery, 
painting, ete. Torning & Co.; upholstery, James Howard; 
plastering, ete., McIntosh & Co; gas fixtures, Day & Co. The 
officers and att:nlants at the theater are all gentlemanly and 
obliging, and just the parties who will win good names for 
themselves from the visitors at the Opera House. Of the com- 
pany who are at present. performing there we deem it super- 
fiuous to speak in this article; their well known talent being 
amatter with which our readers are already too well acquainted. 
The entire cost of the building aud lot will exceed thirty 
thousand dollars.
